ABBAS, the uncle of Hanomet, opposed the 
ambitious views of the impostor ; but when de- 
feated in the battle of Bedr, was reconciled to 
his nephew, embraced his religion, and thanked 
lieaven for the prosperity and the grace be en- 
Joyed as a mussulman. He died in the 32d year 
of theheffira. 

ABBASSA, vld. Abassa. 

ABBATEGIO, Marian d% an ecclesiastic of 
the 14th century, who rose by his abilities to be 
governor of Aquila. 

ABBATI8SA, Paul, a Aunous SicUian poet, 
bora at Messina, 1570. He translated into Italian 
verse Homer's Iliad and Odyssey, and Ovid's 
Uotamorphosee. 

ABBIATI, PhiHp, a historical pahiter, bora 
at Milan 1640, died 1715. 



ABBON, a monk of St Germain des Pr€s, 
who was present at the siege of Paris by the 
Normans, at the close of the 9th century; be 
wrote an account of this event in 1900 verses. 
In execrable Latin, wMch was edited by Du- 
plesste, 1753. 

ABBON, de Fleury, an ecclesiastic of Or- 
leans, who became abbot of Fleury, supported 
the rights of the monastic order against the in- 
trusions of the bishops. He was killed in aHsucceeded by 
quarrel b etwee n the French and Gascons, 1004. 

ABBOT, Hull, a respectable minister o 
Chariestewn. Massachusetts, publkhed several 
sermons, died 1783, aged 80. 

ABBOT, George, archbishop of Cantetbaiyi 
born 1502, at Gulklford, In Surry. In 1604 that 
translation of the Bible now in use was begun by 
the direction of king James, and Dr. Abbot was 
the second of eight divines of Oxfi>rd, to whom 
the care of tranriating the whole New Testa- 
ment (excepting the Epistles) was committed. 
On Apdl 6, 1^, Sir Ni^as Kempe laid the 
first stone of the hospital at Guildford. The 
archbishop, who was present, aAerwards en- 
dowed it with lands to the value of 300(. per 
ann. The«rehMshop, being In a declining stale 
of health, used in the summer to go to Hamp- 
shire for the sake of recreatioa ; and belnr in- 
vited by lord Sooch to hunt in bis park at Bran- 
am, he met there with the greatest mlsfortime 
that ever befeU bbn ; Ibr he accidentally killed 
Us loidship*fl keeper, by an arrow iVom a cross- 
bew, which he shot at a deer. This accident

ABDALCAD£R, a PenlaQ who was greatlv 
revered bv the musntanans for his learning, bis 
plebr, and the saocti^ of his manners. 

ABDALLAH, father of Mahomet, was a 
dave, and a driver of camels. 

ABDALLAH, son of Zobair. was proclaimed 
caliph of Mecca and Medina, after the expulsion 
of Yesid. After eiOoying the sovereignty for 
four years, he was besi^ed in Mecca, by the 
successor of Yesid in Syria, and sacrificed to 
the ambition of his rival. 733. 

ABDALLAH, son ofVesId, odelvated m a 

nsinlmsn lawyer in the 7th century. 

ABDALLAH, son of Abbas, endeavoured 



to raise his familv on the rainsof the Ommlades; 
he wss defeated by his rivals, who, afterwards, 
nreteading tn be reco n ciled, perfidiously mv 
idered hinii 754. 

ABDALBIALCK, son of Manran, was Stb 
caliph of the Oknmiades, and began to reign, 685.

ABDERAMES, a callpb of the race of Om- 
miadeo, was invited taito Spain by the Saracens. 
He assumed the title of king of Cbrdnba, and 
the surname of Just ; be died, 790, after reigning 
31^ years. 

ABDERAMES, a Saracen general of the ca- 
liph Hescham, who, after conquerlBg B|Mi% 
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infamous treatmom forced AbeUri to a doiaicr, 
to conceal hit c<mfbfloD, and he put on thehabii 
in the ahbey of St. Denis. He afterwanic re- 
tired to a aolitnde in the dloceee of Troyeiu and 
tliera built an oraimry, wiflcb he naoied tiie 
Paraclete, wh6re great numbOn of pupUi re- 
sorted to him.

ABDl AS, a native of Babylon, who pretend- 
ed to be one of the 13 disciples ot our Saviour, 
wrote a legendary treatise, called Historiacerta- 
niei^ Apratolici, which was edited and trans* 
lated into Latin, by WoUgang Lasius, Basil, 
B7L 

ABDISSL a patriarch of Aaiyria, who paid 
homage to Pope Pius IV. ISflS. and extended the 
power of the Romish church in the East. 

ABDOLONYMUS, a Sidonian of the royal 
fkmily, placed on the throne by Alexander the 
Cireat. 

ABDON, a Persian, who suffered maityrdom 
under the persecution of Decius, 950. 

ABDULMUMEN. a man of obscure origin, 
mixed the crown or Morocco, his death put a 
stop to bis meditated invasion of Spain, 1150. 

ABEILLE, Oanpard, a native of Kiez, in 
Provence, bom 1648^ died at Paris, 1718. 

ABEILLE, Sdpio, brother of the preeedta 
surgeon in the renment of Picaidy, died 1607. 

ABEL, secoudf son of Adam, was cruelly 
murdered by his bimher Cain. 

ABEL, long of Denmarlc, son of Valdimar, 
II. usurped the throne 1S50, and was killed in 
battle two years after. 

ABEL, Frederick GottArled, a native of Hal- 
berstadt, abandoned divinity for the pursuit of 
medidne; hedied 17M, aged 60. 

ABEL, Charles Frederic, whosegreat musical 
ability, both as composer and penormer, was 
an honour to the age in which he Uved. His 
instrumental performance, particulady on the 
Viol di Oamba, was much disdngulsliiBd fbr its 
elei^nce and fine feeling. He died, at London, 
after three days' sleep, on the 90th of June, 1787. 

ABELA, John Francis, a commander of tlie 
order of filalta, known by an excellent work 
« called " Malta iUustrata,** hi fol. 1647. 

ABELARD, Peter, one of the most celebrated 
doctors of the 13th century, was bom tnthe vil- 
laseof Palais, in Brittany. That he might e^Joy 
all the sweets of life, be thought it neoessaiy to 
have a mistress, and accordii^y fixed his a«e- 
tions on Heloise. a niece of a canon at Paris.

order to deceive the simple people, has dispersed 
in the writings of that sect, and especially in the 
Koran. This book, which was published af first 
In Spanish, has been tran9lated into several Ian- 

El ages; and all those '^ who write against the 
ahometons quote it very mndk. 

ASDREJE, John Gerhard Rein hard, an apo- 
thecary of Hanover, who travelled over difler- 
ent countries to increase his knowledge of chy- 
mistrv and botany, died 1793.

His Imagination was 
warm and lively, and his genius particulariy 
turned to raillery ; behad ano very great spirit 
and resoliition, and was a declared enemy to 
slavery, and to all those who wanted to oppress 
their country; He described tbe aflbirs or the 
Athenians in so exact a manner, that bis come- 
dies are a fUthlbl history of that people. He 
wrote above 50 comedies, but there are only 11 
extant, which are jierfect; these are, ** Pturas, 
The Cloods, Tbe rron, E(|utteS| The Acbar- 
nenses. The Wasps, Peace, Tbe Biids, Tbe 
EcclesumsB or Famale Orators, Tbe Thesmo- 
phoriasuan or Priestess of Ceres, and Lysls-

Some time after, Hermlas bavins been taken 
prisoner by Meranon, the king of Persia's ge- 
neral, AristoUe went to B^ytelene, the capital of 
Lesbos, where he remained till Pliilip, king of 
Hacedon, having heard of his great reputaoon, 
sent fbr him to be tutor to his son Alexander, 
then about 14 years of age. Aristotle accepted 
the ofl(>r, and In eight vean taught him rhetoric, 
natural pMlosonhy, ethics. poUucs, and a certain 
sort ofptiilosophy, aocordlng to Plutarch, which 
be taught nobodv else. Philip erected statues 
la honour of Arim>tle, and for his sake rebuilt 
fltagyra, which had been ahnost ruined by the 
wan. Aristotle having lost the fkvour of Alex- 
ander by adhering to C^isthenes, his kinsman, 
who was accused of a conspiracy against Alex- 
ander's life, removed to Athens, where he set up 
his new schoof The magistrates ;«celved him 
very kindly, and gave him the LycsMim, »> fa 
mods afterwards for the concourse of his disci 



pies, and here it was. according to some autliors, 
that he composed hu principal works. 



When 
Aristotle was accused of impiety by one Eury 
medon, a priest of Ceres, he wrote a large apo- 
logy for bimseir, addressed to tb6 m^istraies; 
but. knowing the Athenians to be extremely 
JesJons about their religion, and remembering 
the (kte of Socratesjhe was so much alarmed 
that he retired to Cbalcls, a city of Euboea, 
where he ended his days. Some say he po^

Upon his return to Italy, 
he put on the habit of a monk, and began to 
preach several new and uncommon doctrines, 
particularly, that the pope ought not to eiOpy 
any temporal estate;. that those ecdesiasaca 
who had any estates or their own, or held any 
landa, were entirely cut off from the least hope 
of salvation; that tlie clergy ought to substst 
upon the alms and voluiuaiy oontributioiia of 
Chriatians; and that aH other revenues belong- 
ed to princes and states, in order to be dlspoeed 
of amona the laity as they thought proper. He 
was hanged at Rome hi the year 1155. 

ARNOLD, John, endnent for hie Impiofe- 
ments in the mechanism of time-keeoeis. He 
was the inventor of the Expansion Balance and 
the Detached Escapenaent; and was the first 
artist that ever Applied the gold cylindrical 
spring to the balance of a time-piece.

ASHMOLE, or ASMOLE, EUas, a celebrated 
English phiioaopher and anti«|uary, and founder 
of. the Aabmolean mvseura^at Oxford, wae bom 
at Litchfield, in Staffordshire, the 33d of May. 
iee7. Besides filling several oflices, civil and 
military, Mr. Ashniole was a diligent and curious 
coOector of manuscripts. In 1650 he published 
a treatise written by Dr. Artliur Dee, relating to 
the philosopher's stnne ; together with anoLber 
tract on the same subject, by an unknown au- 
thor. About the same time be was busied in 
preparing for the press a complete collection of 
the worlu of such. English chymists as had till 
then remained in manuscdpt : tliis undertalcing 
cost him great labour and expense ; and at length 
the work appeared toward the clo«o of tlie year 
16S3. The tide of this work was, ** Theairum 
Chenlcom Btitanniruni,*' Ice. 1^ He then ap- 
plied bimscir to the study of antiquity and re- 
cords. In M)58 he began to collect materials for 
his V History of the Order of the Qartcr," which 
he lived to finish, and thereby did no less hon 
our to the order than to himself. In September

In 1683, the Univenitv of Ox- 
ford having finished a magnificent repositorv 
near the theatre, Mr. Ashmole sent thiUicr his 
curious collection of rarities ; and this benefac- 
tion was consideraMy ancmenied by the addi- 
tion of his mannserlpts and library, at his death,

She was fiiat racked with bratal craehy 
in the Tower, and afterwards burned alive in 
Smithfield, July 16, 1546; a punishment which 
she endured with amaring courkge and fira^nesa, 
adhering to the last tothe principles of her faith.

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BAKER, Thomas, a very ingenious 
learned anti^aiy, was bom at Crook, in the 
oeunty of Durham, Bept 14, 1056. and died in 
the office of eonunoner master of St. John's col- 
lege Cambridge, July 3, 1740. The principal 
vtrork that be printed, was " Reflectlonson leamr 
ing, showing the insufficiency thereof In Its se- 
veral particulars, in order to evince the useful- 
nem and neceeU^ of Revelation : London, 1700- 
10,*' which went through eight editions ; and 
Mr. Boewell, In his '* Method of Study," ranks 
it among the English classics for purity of style. , 

BAKER, Henry, an Ingenious and diligent^ 
naturalist, bom In Fleet-street, London, either 
near the end of the 17th, or in the beginning of 
the 18th century. Being of a philosophical turn 
of mind, and having dUlgently attended to the* 
metlwds which might be practicable and useftilj 
in the core of stammering, and especially ln| 
teaching deaf and dumb persons to speak^e 
made this the empk>yment of his life. In 1774J 
Sir Godfrey Copley's gold medal was bestowed 
upon him, Ibr having, by his microscopical ex- 
periments on the crystallxatJons and configura- 
tions of sitUne particles, produced the most ex- 
Waordinary discovery during that year. Having 
led a very useibl aiul honourable life, he died 
at his apartments in the Strand, on the 85th of 
Nov. I'n4, being then above 70 years of age.

BAKER, William, a learned printer, in Fen- 
clmrcb-street. bora at Reading, 1744. was the 
son of an eminent schoolmaster in that town. 
From his vooth be was greatly addicted to study , 
and his friends (kvoured his inclinaiions by* 
making him a printer. His modesty was e<|ual 
to his learning, and was truly Gray's " flower 
bom to blush imseen." His dURdcnce prevented 
his appearing much before the public a« a writer ;! 
and nis only publlcati<ms are " Peregrinations 
of the Mind," a series of essajrs In the manner 
of the Rambler ; and ** Theses Grvce et Latinir 
t^tecta.'' He died in London. Sept. SO, 1785, in 
the 44th year of his age ; and an efegant Laiini 
eidtaph to his memory Is placed on the tomb of 
ills family, in the churchyard of St. Mary, 
Reading. . 

BAKER, Sir George, oorn 1723. was physi- 
cian to king George III. and his queen, and pre- 
sident of toe c(4lege of physicians* He wrote 
a mmiber of excellent tracts and dlssertaticKui 
on medical suliJects, and died June 15, 1800. 

BAKEWELL, ftobert, the most «nccesB(Vil 
ezparlmental (hrmer and cattlc-breedor ever 
Jmown in England, was bom i;^, at Dishley, 
In Leicestenihlre.

■esidng qualities neariy similar to their own, he

A selection on tUs princlpla from difEuentMiii 
of En^and, was the ori^nal stock from whMi 
he afterwards propagated Ms own.

Tha 
race of Dishley sheep are known py tl>« fiocDCM 
of their bone, and flesh, the Ughtnees of the oflbl, 
their disposition to quietness, and consequently 
to mature and fatten with less food than other 
sheep of eoual weight and value. Air. BakeweU 
improved his Mack horses by an attention to the 



form which Is best adapted to their use. Bis 
stallions have been let for the season for 100 
pilneas, and upwards. Many anecdotes are re> 
lated of his humanity toward.the various orders 
of animals. He. conttnually deprecated the atro- 
cious barbaritlea practised by the btitcheis and 
droven ; showing, bv examples on his own farm, 
the most pleasing instances of docility In the 
anhnals under his care. This extraordinaiy 
mora deserving, In our opinion, of the 
civic wreath than tl>e warrior or tlie Salesman, 
died Oa.

He was 
recalled fanto England by Edward vl., and pre- 
sented to the living of Bishop*s-stoke, in the 
county of Southampton. The 15th of August, 
1532, he was nominated to the see of Ossory, 
and, upon his arrival In Ireland, used his utmost 
endeavours to reform the manners of his diocese, 
to correct the vices of the priests, to abolish the 
mass, and to establish th^ use of the new book 
of common prayer set forth in En^and ; but aM 
bis schemes of this kind havipg proved abortive 
by the death of king Edward, and the accession 
of queen Mair, he became neatly exposed to 
the outrages of the papists In Ireland, and again 
fled to the continent. On the siccession of queen 
Elizabeth, he returned from exile, but, did not 
choose to go again to Ireland} bang satisfied 
with a prebend of Canterbury, in which city he 
died, Nov., 1563, aged 67, and was buried in the 
cathedral of that place. This prelate has left^a 
celebrated Latin work, containing the Uvea of 
the most eminent writers of great Britafan. He 
was also one of the earliest of our dramatic 
writers. Twentv of his plays are recorded.

BLACKMORE, Sir Ricbard, a pt 
an indetetigaUe writer, wbo baa left a great 
number of worltt, tlieotogical, poetical, and pby- 
■ical. Diyden and Pope taave treated tbe poed- 
qU performancet of Sir Ricbard witb grtat eon- 
tempt But. notwitbstanding Sir Ricbard baa 
been ao much depreciated l^y these wita, be cer- 
tainly bad merit. HIa "Poem on tite Creation" 
ia hia moat celebrated performance, and on the 
reeommendatlen of Dr. Johnaon Jiaa lately been 
inserted in the "Collection of the English Poeta." 
It has appeared that apleen and reaentment had 
been the canae of that aeveri^ witb wliich he 
waa treated hy Dryden and Pope. Sir Richard 
waa bom at Corsbara, Wilts, (bi what year ia 
vncenaln,} and died October 9, 1799. 

BLACKJSTONE, Sir William, an iihiatrious 
Engliah lawyer, born 1733. His fkther waa a 
silkman, In Cbe«p«ide, and died before the birth 
of hia aoo WilUain, who, bi 1730, waa pat to the 
Charter-hooae acbool, and, in -1735, admitted 
upon the foundation there. November, 1738, he 
waa entered a commoner of Pembroke College. 
Oxford, and elected bv tbe governors to one or 
tbe Cbarter-houae ezhlbitiona. At the age of 
99, he eoapUed a treatiae, entitled " Elementa 
of Architecture,*' intended only for his own use. 
but much approved by those who have peruaed 
it. Cutting, however, with regret, these amus- 
ing pnnuila, he englged in the severer studies 
m the law, and, November. 1746, was called to 
the bar. In 1749, he was elected recorder of the 
borougb of WaiUngford, in Berkshire. April. 
1730, be beeaoM doctor of laws, and published 
his " Essay on Collateral Consanguinity, rela- 
tive to the exclusive claim to fellowships made 
bydie founder's kin at All-souls.*' October 90, 
17S3, he was unanimously elected Vinerian pro- 
ftssor of the common law, and on the 9Stta, read 
bis Introductory Lecturejjiinee prefixed to his 
** Commentaries** In 1768. he collected and re- 
puMtabed several of his pieces, under the title 
«f " Law Tnets,** in 9 vols. 8vo. In 1763, he

at London, but without bis name, ^ An Inquiry 
into the Life and Writings of Homer," 8vo., a 
second edition of which appeared in j736; and 
not kmg after, " ProoA of the Inquiry into Ho 
mer*s Life and Writings ;" which was a trans- 
lation of the Greek, Latin, Spanlah. Italian, and 
French notes, subjoined to the original work. 
We agree with those who eateem thia the best 
of our anthor'a performancea. In 1748, be jnib- 
liahed " Letten conoeming Mythokinri" m., 
without his name also. The same year be was 
made principal of the Marischal College in Aber- 
deen. March, 17S9, he took the degree of doctor 
of laws; and, in the year following, came out tbe 
1st volume of his " Herooirs of the court of Au* 
gustus,"4to. The 9d volume appeared in 17»;

Oa the 15ch of June, 1758, he was made one of 
the ministers of the high church of Edinburgh ; 
and h^ subsequent mlnistenal labours and con- 
duct hi that conspicuous and difficult station, for 
a period of more than 40 years, amply evinced 
the propriety of the choice. As ait author, Dr. 
Blair Is well known by bis *' Lecturer on Eheto. 
ric and the Belles Lettrcs," delivered in his of- 
fice as regius professor in the university of Edm- 
borgh. These are eminently distinguished by 
laboSrioas investigation, sound sense, refined 
taste, vid, above all, by that luridus ordo which 
always proves a wriusr to be master of bis sub- 

£ct. In short, this work may justly be said to 
▼e established an unequivocal and sure stand- 
ard of taste. His "Sermons," however, of 
which Ave volumes are before the imblic, have 
experienced a success unparalleled in the annals 
of pulpit eloquence, though justly merited by 
thcv puiity or sentiment, jusUieM of reasoning, 
and grace of eompositlon. They have circu- 
lated in anmerous editions, wherever the English 
tongue extends, and have been translated into 
almost all thd' languafss of Europe. Or. Blair 
died December S7, 1800.

A decisive 
victory at Laou, Febmary 9. opened the way to 
faiis, which was entered bv tbe allied aove- 
rti^m, March 31. He went in tbe company of 
tbe monarchs to England, where the enthuaiasm 
of tbe people aflbrded him the most brilliant tri- 
ubdIl The landii« of Buonaparte from Elba 
agatn called him to the field ; when he greatly 
aaiiited in deciding, on the 18th of June, 1815. 
dM eventful battle of Waterloo, and tiie fate ot 
Nutoleon. Then, with the same rapidity as he 
bad conquered, he followed up his victory, and 
tbe aecoud time obtained peace in Pafis. Al- 
most all the great powers in Europe honoured 
bim with orders of knighthood. His own Rove- 
rdgn named him, bi memory of tbe first of hit 
victories, Prince of Wahbvtadt, with a suitable 
donation, and bestowed on him, exclusively, a 
particular maik of honour: viz., an Iron cross 
iarvound«4 with golden rays; declaring, that 
** he knew very well that no golden ravs could 
heighten the splendour of his services ; but that 
it gave liira pleasure to make his sense of them 
evident by a suitable mark of distinction.*' He 
had been 45 years in tbe army ; and his celerity 
in the field obtained bIm the name of " ManUial 
Forwards.** He died at Kribtowltz, ahnost hi 
tbe preseiMce of his king, who attended him In 
bis last sickness, September 13, 1819. 

BLUM, Joachin, Christian, a German noet, 
who retired from public affairs to devote him- 
sdf to' tbe muses ; be died in 1790. 

BLUTAEU, Dom. Raphael, an eminent 
preacher, bom in London, of French parents, 
went to Lisbon, where he wrote a Ponuguese 
and liana dictionary ; he died in 1734. 

BOADICBA, <iueen of the Iceni, in Britain, a 
most intrei^d heroine, who, being defeated and 
ilt-used by the Romans, after having behaved 
with ezemplBiy bravery, despatched herself by 
poison, A. D. 59. 

BOATE, Gerard, a Dutch physician, who 
ivttled in Ireland, and wrote a natural history 
of the country. 

BOB ART, a German, first keeper of tbe bo- 
tanical garden at Oxford, died in 1679. 

BOCCACE. John, an eminent writer, bom at 
Certaldo, in Tuscany, 1313, died 1375. He left 
Kveral works, some in Latin, and soma in Ital- 
ian : but, of all bis compositions, bis ** Decame- 
ron is the most famous ; it was received so fa- 
vourably by foreign nadona, that everv one 
would have it in their own tongue; and it was 
lOQght after so much the more eagerly, as pains 
were taken to snppreas it ; his Mories being too 
Ueentioos, and satirical on the mobka. 

BOCCACl, or BOCCACINO, CamiUo, a poi^ 
trait and bistorieal painter, of Cremona, died hi 
U4A.

In company with John 
Matthias, a baker, of Haerlem, at tbe bead of 
his followers, seized Munstcr, assumed tlie of- 
fice of king and of prophet, and began to rafonn 
the laws, and new-model the govenmeat ; he 
was at last taken and put to doath, in the 38tb 
year of hb age. 

BOCCONI, Sylvto, a celebrated natural hia 
toriaii, bom at Palermo, in Sicily, 1633, died 
December S2, 1704. He left many curious works. 

BOCCORIS, a king of Egypt, who is sail 
to have driven the Jews from his dominions, to 
cure himself of tbe leprosy, according to an 
{oracle. 

BOCHART, Samuel, a learned French wo- 
Itestant, bofn at Rouen, in Normandy, 1500, died 
suddenly, while be was speaking in the acade- 
ony of Caen, (of which be was a member,) May 
6,1607. 

BOCHEL, Laurent, an advocate of the par- 
liament of Paris, whose works on law and nia- 
tonr are valued by learned men in Praooe, died 
hilOSO. 

BOCHIU8, Joba, bora at Braasela, in IStf. 
He was a good Latin poet, and thence styled tbe 
ViralloftheLowCountriea. He died January 
|l3,1d00. 

BOCKHOR8T, John Van, an eminent poc^ 
trait and historical painter, bora about 1610. 

BOCQUILLOT, Lazanis Andrew, an advo- 
cate of D^jon, afterwards an ecclesiastic, emi- 
nent for his learaina and pletv, died in 1785. 
He wrote the life of OhevaHer Bayard, Itc 

BODIN, John, a native of Anjers, who ao- 
Iqnired reputation ^nd the notice of hiaaovereign, 
by hb wit and merit.

BODLEY, Sir Thomas, from whom tbe Bod- 
leian library at Oxford takes its name, was bora 
at Exeter, March ^ 1544. In 1585, be was made 
gentleman usher to Queen Elizabeth. Frein 
ihb time tU 1507, he was honourably and suc- 
cessfully employed In embaoies and negocla- 
linns with foBeijpi powers ; and tm hb final re- 
vocation, in that year, be set about t)>«5o^« 
work of restoring tbe public libreiY at Oxford, 
which In two vears time be brought to agood 
d<«ree of perfection. He furobhed it with a

large collection of books, purchased in foreign 
countries at a gnat expense: and thb collectlna 
In a shon time became so ireatly enlarged, by 
the generous beneftetiona of several nobleroea, 
bbhopa, and othera, that neithertbe shehrea nor 
tbe room could contain them. Whereupon, 
Bodley offering to make a considerable additiou 
10 the building, tbe modon waa readUy embracedi 
land July It, 1610, tlit flm stone of tb« new 
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foimdadon was laid wiUi great solemnity, and 
a ipeech made apon tJie occoilon. But be did 
not live to we tbis part of bis plan completed, 
tllMub be left sufficient to do itr witb scnne of 
his ulends to trust.

BCEKHAAVE, Herman, an iUnstrious {thy- 
sician and professor at Leyden. bom December 
31, 16G8, at Voorhoot, a small village in Holland, 
about two miles from that city ; died Septem- 
ber 23, 1738. • No professor was ever attended, 
in public as well as private lectures, by so great 
a number of students, fW)m such distant and 
different parts, for ao many years successively : 
none beard him without conceiving a veneration 
for bis person, at the same time that they ex 
pressed their surprise at his wodigious attain- 
I ments : and it may be Justly affirmed, that none 
in so private a station ever attracted a more uni- 
versal esioem. So unmoved was he by detrac- 
tion, (from whicb tbe best of men are not ex

BCEIm PHer, a Flemish painter, pupil to Com. 
de Waal, at Rome, died in 168U. 

BCETHIE, Etienne de la, eminent as a scho- 
lar and translator of Plutarcb and Xenophon ; 
he died near Bordeaux, in 15G3. 

B(£THIUS, or BCBTIU8, Flavius Anlchn 
Maniius Torqnatus Severinus, a prose as well 
as poetical writer of the 6th century, born of 
one of the noblest families in Rome. Having 
remonstrated with great spirit a^nt the tyranny 
Gi Theodoric, he was bcheaaed in prison, by 
command of that king, in 584. Boethius wrote 
many philo90|4iical works, the greater part in 
the los;ical way : but his ethic piece, " De Con- 
solaiione Philoeophic,*' is his chief perform- 
ance, and has always been justly admired both 
for the matter and for the s^e. Mr. Harris, In 
Ms Hermes, has observed, that '* with Beethius 
the Ladn tongue, and the last remains of Roman 
dignity, may be said to have sunk in the western 
world." 

BCETHIUS, BCECE, or BCEI8, Hector, a fii- 
moua Scottish historian, bora at Dundee, In tbe 
shire of Angus, about 1470. He wrote to Lafin 
a History of Scotland," and died 1982. 

BOFtRAND, Germain, bom at Nantts, ac- 
quired such a reputation as an architect, thatse- 
veral princes employed him in the erection of pa- 
laces and public edifices; bediedatParis<inl755. 

BOGAN, Zaebary, a learned English divine, 
died in 1650. 

BOG ARDU8, Everardm, first minlstar of the 
reformed Dutch church In New-Tork. 

BOGOSIB, first Christian king of the Btilgt- 
rfaiis ; he embraced Christianity tn 865. 
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BOUADIN, a teamed Arabian, the favovrite 
of Saladin, and the historian of bis life ; in whicb 
he gives an account of tlM crusades, and of the 
literature of the ISth century. 

BOHEMOND, prince of Antioch, with hii 
father, invaded the eastern en^e, and twice 
defeated the emperor Alexius. He aftorwards 
embarked for the crusades, and took Antioch ; 
but bciug taken prisoner and rdeased, returned 
to Europe, where he prepared to raise a largo 
arm^, and died in 1111. He was succeeded at 
Antioch by six princes, successively bearing the 
same name. 

BOHN, John, a native of Leipsk, eminent as 
a physician, professor, and chymtst, died in 1710. 

BOIARDO, MarteoMaria.agovemorof Beg- 
gio, known as the author of Oriando Inamorato, 
in continuation of which, Ariosto wrote his Or- 
lando Furioso. He was a man poesessed of 
great poetical talents, a strong and lively imagi- 
nation, and bold and animated concepttons: be 
died in 1494. 

BOILEAU, Giles, translator of Eplctetus, 4bc, 
died in 166(i. 

BOILEAU, James, a doctor of the Borbonne. 
dean of the. faculty of divinity, and canon m 
the holy chapel, died in 1710. 

BOILEAU, Sieur Despreanx. Nicholas, a ce- 
lebrated French poet, bora at Paris, November 
1, 1636. He wrote satires, wherein he exposed 
the bad taste of his time, and was extremely 



severe agoinst vice and the corrupt i 
of the age. Boileau*s satirical {ueces raised 
him many enemies : his " Satire against the 
Women" in particular, was much talked of, 
and occasioned great clamour. So highly did he 
rank among French writers, that Bruyere, in a 
speech delivered at tbe French academy, safd 
" Boileau excels JuvenaL comes up to Horace, 

Hans to create the thougbts of another, and to 
make whatever he iiandles his own. His verses 
uill be read even when the language is obsolete, 
and will be tbe last ruins of it.** Dr. Warton, 
also, says, that fioiieau's Art of Poetry Is the 
best composition of that kind extant. He died 
March 2, 1711. 

BOILEAU, John James, an ecclesiastic, of 

.. Hoiior6, at Paris, was a man of great learn- 
ing, and highly esteemed by the cardinal de No- 
ailles : he died in 1735. 

BOILEAU, Charles, abbeof Boilean, an emi- 
nent preacher at the court of Lewis XIV., died 
in 1700. 

BOINDIN, Nicholas, a native of Paris, enter- 
ed the army at the age of SO ; his ill health com- 
Eelling him to relinquish the service, he turned 
is attention to literary pursuits, and was cele- 
brated as a writer of eomedies ; be died in 1751. 

BOIS, Jeai^' du, a Parisian ecclesiastic, be- 
came so conspicuous in the pailitary service of 
Henry III., as to acquire tbe name of Emparor 
of monks. ^ resuming bis clerical character, 
he became eininent as a preacher, but Incuning 
tbe resenment of tbe church, he waa couftbed 
at Rome, where he died in IflM. 

BOIS, Gerard du, a native of Orieaaa, known 

I tbe author of a Latin bisioiy of tbe cbuitli of 
Paris, died it 1606. 

BOIS, PhBif pe du, a doctor of tbo Sortwone, 
died in 1707. 

BOIS, PUVppe Goibtud, a dandiic BMler, U 
Foictiers, died In 1604. 

BOIS D* AKNEIOSTB, Daniel du, aatbor of 
Memoirs of a Favourite of the duke of Orieana, 
was killed in adnd at Venlee, in 1687. 
H BOIS, CaidtMldOt an eminent French states- 
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mmn, and pHme minlatar UDder the regent, duke 
ofOrtoans, died in 1733. 

BOIS DB LA PIERRE, Loalw Marie du, a 
lad/ of Nonnandy, wrote memoin for a bUlory 
of Normandy, 4tc, and died in 1730.

BOIS9AT, Pierre de. a native of Vlenne ; at 
different periods of hia life, he was a monk, a 
aoldier, and a hermit ; he died in 1662. 

BOISSIERE, Joseph de la Fontaine de la, an 
ecclesiastic, of Dieppe, died at Paris, in 1733. 

BOIS.SIEU, Denis de Salvaing de, a lawyei 
In the serrice of Lewis XIII^ died in 1683. 

BOISSIEU, Bartholomew Camilla de, an emi- 
nent physician, and writer on medical subjecu, 
died In 1770. 



BOISSY, Louis de^ a popvlar Parisian writer, 
who chose to starve with his wife and child, 
rather than solicit the charity of bis admirers or 
friends. They had nearly perished, when their 
situation was discovered by a friend, and they 
were relieved, and afterwards supported by a 
penMon ; be died in 175d.

BOLESLAUS I., first kins of Poland, soc- 
e««dcd Ills father, duke fiflcielaus, in 969. Otbo 
III. made Poland an independent kingdom, and 
gave hioi the tiUe of king, in 1001 ; be died in 
1025. 

ROLESLAUS H., caUed the hold and tbe 
crud, succeeded bis f^ber. Cashnir T , In 1050. 
During his in varion of Russia. thePoUshwonibn, 
enraged at the absence of their hnsbands, be- 
stowed their favours on their slaves.- Boteslaus 
rptnmed with his army to avenge the Insult, 
and a long and bloody servile contest ensued. 
He was afterwards excommunicated, and died 
in Hungary, in 1060.

He 
edited a Spanish edilion of <* Don Quixotte,*' 
and also Marston's Satires, and other old Eng 
tish poetry, and died in 1788.

BOWYER, WilUam, a very learned English 
printer, bom in White Friars, London, 1099, 
diad 1777. To his literary and professional abi- 
lities, he added an ezceUent mom) character, 
the strictest probity, and the geatest lUwrality. 
He was in habits of correspondence and in- 
timacy with the greatest men of his time; and. 
many minute particulars of btan, that do not 
come within our plan, may be seen in the '* Anec- 
dotes of bij Life," published by his partner and 
successor, Mr. Nichols. To the journeymen 
of his profession, he left by will, some valuable 
bequests for the reward of merit, and the com- 
fort of old age: the trust forever is vested in 
tlie Stationers* Company. 

BOWDOIN, James, L. L. D., governor of 
Mass., a philosopher and statesiman; he held 
various distinguished offices in his native state 
till 1787. assisted in forming the American acn- 
dem]^ or arta and dciences, at Boston, of which 
ke was the first pr^idcnt : one of the founders, 
and president of the Massachusetts bank. 

BOWEN, Jabez, L. L D., chanceUor of 
Brown University, Jud^c of the supreme court, 
and lieutenant governor of Rhode Island, died 
in 1815. 

BOWIE, Robert, an oflker of the revolutiona 
ry army, and for many years governor of Mary- 
land, was highly esteemed for his integrity, libe- 
rality and patriotism ; he died in •1814. 

BOXHORN, Marc Zuerius, a professonrat

He commenced 
Mi militnry career asaHeutenantof artillery ,and 
soon afterwards so distingulsbed himself at the 
lime of Tonka, and during the civil contentions 
at Farts, that be was promoted to the command 
of the amy of Italy ; with which he fought a 
sorlas of battles, and gained a succession of vic- 
fosiea over the oldest and aUest cenerato of Eu- 
rope, which astonished the world, and compel- 
led Ids enemies to peace. He was for a time 
eifiially successful in Egypt, but being repulsed 
at the siege of Acre, by Sir Sidney Smith, he 
reumied to France, and, in 1799, was appointed 
fnt consul ot the republic. During bis consul- 
aldp, he coromnnded fai the caropa^ni of Itafr, 
•nd gained the glorious battle of Marengo. In 
1804. be was crowned emperor, by the Roman 
pontiff. Prom fliis time nis usual success at- 
tended falm, and almost all Europe was at his 
control, until 1819. when he invaded Russia 
With mn army of 400,OOD men. The destruction

He greatly disUngolshed bimselr 
by the depth of his literary reeeardies, and by 
bis extraordinary skill in the Greek language. 
He obtained great eminence as ilie master of 
clawical academies, successively at Hammer- 
smith and Greenwich, was D. D., L. L. D., and 
F. R. S., rector of St. Paul, Deptford. and of 
Clifle, both in thecounty of Kent, and died Dec 
28, 1817. 

BURNS, Robert, a native of Scotland, who, 
in the humble eiriploymeni of a pk>ugbman, 
discovered a most extraordinary genius for po- 
etical composition. Dissatisfied with his k>w 
station, he was about to anigrate to Jamaica, 
to seek a better fortune ; and, with a view to 
procure money for his passage, a coarse «ditioa 
of his poems were published at Edinburgh, 
They were soon noticed by the gentlemen In 
that city ; and some extracts, with an account 
of the author, were given in "The Lounger," a 
periodical paper then ia the course of publican 
tion.

When this poom became known, it was neccs- 
sariiy admired : the king quoted, the courtiers 
stadied, and the whole party of the royalists 
applauded it. Every eye watched for the golden 
shower which was to fall upon the author. But 
praise was his whole reward. It is reported, 
lodeed, that the king once gave him 300 guineas ; 
but of this temporary bounty we fitiil no proof. 
He died September 25, 1080 ; and was buried at 
the private expeus«{ of a Mr. Longuevllle, of th^ 
Temple, in the church-yard of Uovent Garden. 
About 60 years afterwards. Mr. Barber, a primer, 
mayor of London, and a friend lo Sutler's prin- 
ciples, bes^towed on him a monument in Vvost- 
minster Abbey. In tbe mist of obscurity passed 
the life of Butler, a man whoee name can only 
perish wiib his language. The mtide and place 
of his education are unknown ; the events of 
bis life are variously related ; and all that can 
be told with certainty is, that he was poor.

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CAVENDISH, Hon. Henry, a very Ingenioot 
natural plillotopher, bora Oct 10, 1731, died at 
Clapbam, Feb. 91, 1810. Tbouglt not much 
lieara of in the oommon pa^ha of life, be waa 
well Imown and bighly diatinguiabed in the sd- 
entiflc world. He bad studied and rendered bin»* 
aelf fkmiliarly conversant with every part of 
Sir Isaac Newton*8 pbUoaopby ; the principles 
of whicb be applied, about the year 1770, to an 
faveotigation or the laws on which the phosno- 
mena of electricity depend. Pursuing the same 
science, on tlie occasion of Mr. WaUh's experi- 
ments with tlie torpedo, he gave a satisfactory 
explanation of the remarkable powers of elec- 
trical fishes ; pointing out that distinction be- 
tween common and animal electricity, which 
baa since been amply confirmed by ttfe briJUant 
dhwoveries in galvanism. Having turned hlsl 
attention very early to pneumatic chymlstry, he| 
ascertained, in 1766, the extreme levity of in- 
flammable air, now called hydrogen gas. On 
this discovery, many curious experiments, and 
particularlv that of aerial navigation have beeni 
founded, in the same path of science, be made 
Che important discovery of the composition or I 
water, by the union of two aira ; and that laid 
the foundation of tlie modem system of chy- 
miatry. which resu principally on this fact, and 
that or the decomptipitlon of water, announced 
soon afterwards by M. Lavoisier. As the puri- 
ty of atmospherical air had been a subject of 
controversy, Mr. Cavendish contrived ewentiai 
improvements In the method of performing ex- 
periments with a eudiometer; by means of 
which, he was the first who showed, that the 
proportion of pure air In the atmosphere is 
nearly the same in all open places. The other 
and much huger portion of our atmosphere, he 
aagaciously coi\)Gcturod to be the basis of the 
aculof nitre ; an opinion which he soon brought 
to the test, by an ingeniooa and laborious ex- 
periment, which completely proved ita truth : 
whence tms air has now very generally obtain- 
ed the name of nitrogeiL Among the laboura 
of hia latter days, Is the nice and difficult ex- 



periment, by which he determined the mean 
density of the earth ; an element of consecpience 
In delicate calculations of aatronomy, aa well as 
in gecflocical faiquirlea. Even In the laat year 
of his life, at the advanced age of 77, be pro- 
posed and described improvements in the man- 
ner of dividing large aatronoroical Instrnments ; 
which, though not yet executed, promise verv 
great advantages. These purauits, icaether with 
reading of varioqa Kinds, by which he acquired 
a deep InslKht into almost every topic of gene- 
ral knowledge, formed the whole occupation of 
his life; and were, In Aict, his sole amusement.

In 1464, a 
coniraission was granted to him and Ricliard 
Whitehlll, Esq., by Edward IV., to continue 
and confirm the treaty of trade and commerce 
between his mf^jesty and FhiUp, duke of Bur- 
gundy, or, if they found It necessary, to make a 
new one. They are styled in the commission, 
ombassadora and special deputies. A marriag« 
was conchided, In July, 1468, between the king's 
tuster, lady Margaret of York, and the duke's 
son, Charles, be being then duke of Burgundy;

Charlemagne was as illustrious 
in the cabinet as in tbe field ; hnd, though he 
Govid not write bis name, was the pabon (^men 
qt letters, the restorer of learning, and a wise 
legislator ; he wanted only tiie virtue of huma- 
nity to render him the most accomfdiahed of 
men ; but when we read of bis beheading 4500 
Saxons, solely for their loyalty to their prince, 
in opposing his conquests, we cannot think he 
merits the extravagant encomiums bestowed on 
him by some historians. He died'in 814, in the 
74tfayear of his age. 

CHARLES U., sumaraed the Bald, succeeded 
to the French crontm in 840, was elected empe- 
ror by the pope and the Roman peo))le, in 875, 
andooi8onedin877. 

CHARLES III., or Simple, succeeded to the 
throne of France in 893.

CHARLES XI., son and successor of the pre- 
ceding, was successful in war, and respected aa 
a Just prince ; he died in 1697. 

CHARLES XU.; of Sweden, was bom Jan«

Stut succeednd him hi the govamment 
of the kingdom, in 1033, and ruled ft wldi great 
wisdom and prud^mce. till 1654, when she re- 
signed it in favour of oer cousin, Charles Ga» 
taviis. She then changed her relicion for tb«4 
of the Romish church, and retired to Rooet 
vet upon the death of Charles Gustavus, whldi 
happened in IGdO', she returned to Sweden, witll 
an intent to resume the government. But tbia 
could not be admitted, because, by the laws and 
constitution of the land, Roman Catholira art 
excluded from the crown. She died at Rome, 
She was a woman of uncommon pan^ 
and as onoommon learning ; for she underetood 
sevetal languages, ftnd was a perfect mtatreai 
in the belles Icttres. 

CHRI8TOPHER80N. John, an E^sh pre- 
late, and master of Trinity College, C ifenbridge, 
in queen Mary^s reign. 

CHRYSIPPUS, a celebrated stole p 9b«>pher, 
bom at Boli, a city of Cilicta, wrote a great eui- 
ny bookSr above 700, as we are told, several of 
which belonged to logic He died in the 14.*^ 
Olympiad ; and had a monument erected to him 
amonj those of tlie illustrious Athenians. 

CHRY80L0RAS, Emanuel, alearoed Greek, 
ambassador to England, from John Palecdogus, 
died in 1415. • 

CHRY«OSTOM, John, so caHed fVom bis 
eloquence, jvas born at Antioch, of a noWe fa- 
mily, about 354, consecn^Ml bishop of Constan- 
tinople, in 396, end died 407. The works of tbia 
father are very voluminous. 
. CHUBB, Thomas, bom at Ea«t Haraham, 
near Salisbury, Wilts, 1079. .He whs bred a 
•plover, but became tolerably vermd In matbe- 
maticM, gengraithy, and many other branches of 
^ience. Bult divinity above all was Ms favour^ 
ite study ; and it is said, that a little society was 
(brrood at Salisbury, under the management and 
direction Of Chubb, for the purpose of debatint 
upon religious sobjects. Mere tbe Beripturei 
are reported to hdve been read underthe guid- 
ance of aome commentator; and evenr man de- 
livered bin sentiments upon all points mely, and 
without reserve. About this thne. tbe contro- 
versy upon the Trinity, was carried on very 
warmly tfetween Chirke and Watertand ; and, 
falling under the cogntxance of this theological 
assembly, Chubb, at the request of tbe nieni* 
bers, drew up and arranged his sentiments about 
it, in a kind of dlsserution ; which, after It bad 
ilndergone some correctton, appeared to the 
wortd under the title of " The Supremacy of 
thfl Father asserted, Ax.,!' tnd gained Mm great 
celebrity. He died at SailHbury. In his 68tk 
year, learing behind him 2 vols, of posthumous 
works, wliirh he calls "A Farewell to his Read-

(Irc-s:^ liis meat for him, and do all his buusehoid- 
iirudgery ; for Augustino kept no other servant, 
'lliitf master, hoping to make him 8erviceat>le to 
Jiim in some of bis greatest uiorkis taught him 
by degrees the rules of perspective, and the ele- 
ments of design. Claude at first did not know 
what to make of Uioae principles of 'art; but 
being encouraged, and not failing in application, 
be cauie at length to understand them ; then his 
soul enlarged itself apace, and he cultivated the 
art with wonderful eagerness.* He removed his 
study to the baiiks of the Tyber, and Into Ilia 
open field*, where he would continue from morn- 
ing to night, ukiog all his lessons from Nature 
herself; and by msiny years diligent imitation 
of that excellent mi^ress, he climbed^ tn. tbe 
highest step of perftAion in landscape painting. 
His memory was 90 good, tliat he would paint 
with great accuracy, when he got borne, what 
he had seen abroad. He has b^n unlveiaalUr 
admired for his invention, tbe delicacy of his 
colouring, and the charming variety and tender- 
ness of his lints; for liis artful distributions of 
tlie lights and shadows, for his wonderful con- 
duct bi the disposition of his figures, and for tbe 
harmony of his compositions. Claude was em- 
ployed by Pope Urban Vlll., and many of the 
Italian princes, in adorning their palaces. H e 
died in 1683. and was burled at Rome. 

Ct<AUDE, John, a French protestant, dis- 
tinguished as an orator, Vnd writer in defence 
ofthe protestant church, died in 1687. Bis son, 
Isaac Claude, published his work^ settled tt the 
Hague, and died bi 1695. 

CLAUDIANUS, Claudhif, a Lathi poet

1549, and died at Stoke Fogey's in Bucks, Sept. 
3, 1634. Sir Edward had mat quickness of 
parts, deep penetration, a faithfU memory, and 
a solid Judgment. He committed every thing 
to writing with an industry beyond example, 
published a great deal, and met with ipany 
changes of fortune ; being somethnes In power, 
and sometimes in disgrace. He w^, however, 
so excellent at making the best of a disgrace, 
that king James used to compare him to a cat, 
who always fell -upon her legs. *' Hto learned 
and laborious works on the hiws," says Fuller, 
[Worthies, p. 951.]/* will be admired by judi- 
cious posterity, while Fame has a trumpet lelt 
her or any breath to blow tlierein."

D., a leading miDlst«>r 
of the Wesleyan Methodists, a very sealous and 
able divine, and most excellent man, was bom 
at Brecon, in Wales, educate at Jesus collegp, 
Oxford, and entennl Into orders in tlie Batath- 
lishcd Church. For the last 28 years he dla- 
charged, with unremitting diligence the exten- 
sive duties of general superintendent of the 
Methodist missions ; which so warmly engaged 
his active and incenant energies, that lie manjr 
times crossed the Atlantic, visiting the ^\'€*t 
India inlands, and travelling through the United 
States. He pave Xft the world, among oUior 
lyorks, a *' Life of John Wesl^," a *^ HlMory 
of the West Indies,'* and a " Commentary on 
the Bible/* in 6 large vQls.4to. Dr. Coke died 
May 3, 1814, on his voyage to India, with six 
missionaries, intended forCeyton and Java. 

(X)LARDEAU, Charies Plerre,a Frencfainan, 
who translated Pope's Etoisa to Abrfard : lie 
wrote some tragedies, and died In 1776. 

COLBERT, John Baptist, maniuis of Segne- 
fat, one of the greatest statesmen that Francs 
ever had, was bom at Paris 1619, and died IflSS. 
He was a pattern for all ministers of state ; and 
every natton may wish itself hliMed with » 
Colbert. 

COLBERT, John Baptifll, marquis of Torer, 
ambassador to Portugal, Denmark and Bngfaad, 
secretory of state, &c, died at Paris, in 1:^ 

COLDEN, Cadwallader, a respectable phyal- 
cian, botanist and astronomer of Scotlamv^ho 
first came to America in 1706, and andn in ITKL 
and afterwards sustained several hl|^ political 
oflicefl ; published several learned worka. 

COLE, William, born at Adderbury, in Ox- 
' fordahire, about 1^96, was the most ftunona 
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bnrantet of bis time. In 1656, h«'fmbUBhed 
** 'lite An of SUuplint:*' asd Id 1657, ** Adato 
hi £den, or Nature'i Paradise:" he died in 
16e3L 

COLE, Thomas, a diMentbif miaiflter in Eng- 
bod, and prf^eptor of the great Loeke, died ni

COLE, Tbonias, a oative of Gloueeatcnhire, 
dl«itaifiiiibcd for lualung a curious coUectloD of 
lwrte,*c 

COLES, Eilsha, bora in Kc ^ 

in 1640, became one of the ushers of Merchant- 
Tailor's school, and wrote several useful and 
Mceanry books for the iiistruction of beginners, 
the ^nclpaiiof which were " The (ktnipiele 
Entlisb Bchoolmaster," " The newest, plaiuest, 
awl shortnst Shortband,** ** Nolens TOlens ; or, 
}roa iihall make Latin whether you will or n< 
o(niiaining the plainest dtreedons for that pui 
Mse,'* ** An English Dictionary,'* and '^An 
EittHsh- Latin, and Lailn-Englisb DIotionaiy.'* 

COLET, Dr. John, n learned English di\1ne, 
bon hi London, in 1466, was the eldest son of 
Sir Henrr Colet, kut. , twice lord-ntajor, |irho 
bad, besides him. 81 children. Beinff dean of 
8l Paors, and naviiig a very plentiful esiato 
without any near relations, (for numerous as 
bis brethren were, tiiey were ail dead and bu- 
ried,) be resohred, b the midst of life and health, 
to conMcrate the whole property of it to somei 
standing and perpetual benefaction. And thii 
he performed by (bunding and endowing St. 
Paors school, in liondon, of which he annolni 
ed William LUiy first nia«ter, io 15IS. He or 
dained that there should be in thto school a high 
master, a sabniaster,and a chaplain, wlm should 
teach gratis, 1S3 rhUdreif. divided into 8 elasies ; 
and he endowed it with lands and bouses, a- 
mounting then to 1S9L 4«, 7d. half^any per an- 
num, of which endowment he made the com- 
panT of mercers trustees. He died September 
16. 1519. 

COLEY, Heniy, an eminent astrologer, in 
Eiwland, died In 1090. 

COLIG^'l, Gaspard de, a celebrated admiral! 
of Prance, who bravely supported the cause of 
die French protestants aga1n«l the duke of Guise 
sod bis adherents ; but after several victorici| 
gained over their pcrseputort, was at last basely 
iMassinated by one of »he domestics of the duke 
of Guise, in the beginning of the horrid massa- 
cre of Paris, oo the eve of Bt Bartholomew*! 
day, 1578. 

COIJGPn, Henrietta, daughter of a marshal 
ef Prance of the same name, celebrated for her 
poetical productions, died in 1673. 

COLLADO, Diegn, a Spaniard, superintend 
eut of tht; convents of the Phili|i|dneB,and author 
of a work on the jM>anese laMuage. 

COLLANGE, Gabriel de, a Huguenot, killed 
at th« massacre of St. Barthoknnews, in 1.179. 

COLLATlNUS, husband of the celebrated 
Lncretia, in coninnetion with Brutus, expelled 
the Tarqubi family from Rome, and established 
the consular government 

COLLE, Chariea, a Frenchman, distfaiguhdi- 
ed as a comic writer, died in 1783. 

COLLEGE, Stephen, a protestant neebanicJ 
«i^)nstly condemned In 1661, as engaged in the 
coosplracT against Charles U. 

OjLLEONE, Bartholomew, a native of Ber 
gaiDo, distiilguisbed for his military successes in 
the service of the Venetians, died in 1473. 

COLLET, Peter, aPreitch ecclesiastic, of Ter 
nay, author of several works ^n «htology and 
bltjgraphy died hi 1770.

COLLET, Philibert, a French advocate; au> 
thor of troathws on excommunications, tythes, 
dec, died in 1718. 

COLLEl'ET, William, a French academician, 
who wrote for the theatres, under Richelieu, 
diedinKWS. 

COLLFiTON, James, was governor of the 
cokmy of South Carolina, about into. 

COLLIER, Jeremy, an eminent English di- 
vine, bora at Stow-Qui, in CorobridgeAiire, in 
I6jO, died 1796. fie published " Essays upon 
several moral rabjccts,'* which have pasttd 
through many editions. In 1608, he made oii 
attempt to reform the BtB(!e, by publishing liis 
*' Sliori View of the IJuuioralUy and Profane- 
uessof the English Stage," and other pomphletK. 
This engaeed hini in a conuoversy uith ilie 
wits ; and Coitgreve and Vanbruffh, w hom« with 
many others, he had taken to task very scvt>rel> , 
appeued openly ns;ainst him. In this contro- 
versy with ih3 stage, Collier exerted hiniM^lt to 
the utmost advantage ; IiLj labours wero ntu t.fi- 
ed with success, and actually produced repent- 
ance and amendment ; for it is allowed on all 
Imnds, that Uie decorum which has been, for 
the most iiart, observed by the later writers of 
dramatic poeti^, Is entirely owing to the aiu' 
madvendons of Collier. Collier also publisii« d

COU.LXCWOOD. Ciahbert, lord, a crJInnt 
British Fdmiral, the inihnalc friend of th*.' ini- 
mortal Nelson, and hi^ sueresjior in the roiu- 
mand of the Mediterranean fleet, which nchie\ - 
ed the glorious virtory of Trafalgar. His lord- 
ship was bom in the county of Norihumlierini<d, 
in 1750; was created a peer of the rcnlni, wnU 
a handsome uunuilv. Nov. aO, 1^05, and died 
March 7, 1810, on board his flag ship, tlie Vii!e 
de Paris, off Minoi^. He vr as a man of gi vn\ , 
hut unobtrusive merit. He command«'d a 74 in 
the battle of the 1st of June, under lord Houc. 
In the great battle of Aboukir, he alK> innv a 
di^nguished \mn ; but it was reserVi-d tor tiie 
battle of TrafaU;arto raiw* hi«» fnire to ii« hi-;!- 
est pitch. His ship, the Rn\al r^overei"r), in 
which he broke throueh the rentre of tin- ene- 
my's line, appeared, as viewed from the Viei«»- 
ry, which leu the other division, a biavse of rire. 
" See,*' said the great Nelson, on viewlnef it,

COLLINS, Arthar, author of " The Peerage 
of England,'* was the son of William Collins, 
ei4q. (gentleman usher to queen Catharine, in the 
year 1009,) and bom in IGtil. Having received 
a iib4;ral education, and being from bis youtJi 
much inclined to the study of antiquities, he 
conceived the arduous duign of digesting a 
compendious account of the nobiUty of these 
Itingdoms, whom; genealogies had, till tliat time, 
l>«en mouldering in private cabinets. Tlie work 
had^reat merit : the rewards of his labour were, 
hdwever, by no means adequate to the time he 
devoted to tlwse researches. The other works 
known to be published by Mr. Collins, were 
** t^ydney State Papers,** " Historical Collec- 
tions of the Families of Cavendish, Holies, Vere, 
Ifariey and Ogle,** " The Life of Edward the 
Black Prince,*^ find ** Proceedings, Precedoitu, 
and Arguments on Claims and Controveisies, 
coneemlng Baronies by Writ, and other Ho- 
nours.*' He died in 1760, and was bu 
church of Battenea, Surrey.

About 
174 «, he suddenly left the universitv, and went 
to liondon, a literary adventurer. He designed 
ifxSny works ; but his great fault was irresoln- 
Uon.

Though bred to the law, he 
found no charms In that pro<(Miion,but turned bis 
mind to polite literature, partioulftrly to dmmade 
compoeltion, and wrote a comedy called " The 
Old Bachelor,** of which Dryden, to whom be 
was recomroendedjsaid " tliat be never aawsoch 
a first plav in his life ;'* and in the performance, 
it met wrth such general applause, that Con- 
greve was thenceforward comdered as tbe prop 
of the declining stage.

Ircn exposed, throuch the Indigence or craelty

an flir, that he projected the Foundling Hospital ; 
in which humane design he lafcoored 17 years, 
and at Iwt, by his sole application, obtained ihc 
royal charter for It. Indeed he spent a great 
part of his life in serving the public : and with 
so total a disregard to his private mtcrest, that, 
toward the latter part of it, he was himself sop- 
ported by the voluntary subscription of public 
spirited persovs.

COR?*EILLE, Peter, a celebrated French 
p »er, born at lUmen, in 1606, and dl«Hl 1084. His 
ivorkfl have been ofien printed, and cousist of 
aiK>ve ;» comedies and tragedies. 

CORNEILLK, Tlioinas, a French poet alao, 
but Inferior to Peter Comeille, whose brother he 
was. He died 1709, aged 84.— Thomas Comeille 
was the author of " A Dictionary of Arts," in 
2 vols folio ; and " A Universal GeographictU 
and Historical Dictionary," In 3 vols, folio. 

CORN'FiUA, a Roman lady, who educated 
her sons Tiberius and Caius Gracchus, and when 
tliey were killed, exhibited great foiUtude.

CORNCTUS, a grammarian and phllosophor 
of merit, and tutor to the poet Porslus. 11a 
was put to death by Nero, A D. 44. 

CORNWALLIS, Sir Charles, second son of 
^ir William CornwalUs, a man of superior abi- 
lities ; was sent by Jaraea L as ambassador to 
Spain ; and died in 1630. 

CORNWALLIS, Charles, marauU. a brave 
Briush general, born in 1738. In the American 
war he displayed great military talents, took 
pn^^esslon of Pliiladelphia, contributed to the 
reduction of Bouth Carolina, aud delV-ated Gen. 
Gaujs with a very inferior force. But, in 1161 ^ 
he was under Die' necessity of surrendering to tlie 
united American and French amiy ; soon aiivt 
which he returned to England. He was next 
i*vnt out as governor-general of India ; where in 
December, 1790, he took Bangalore, which wae 
I'oiiuvved by the defeat of Tipptio Saib, who de- 
livered to his lord»'hip liis two sons as ho^a^cs. 
Lord Cornwallis was next appointed lord lieu- 
tenant of Irdaud ; where he quelled an iii»ur- 
rection, defeated a French invading army, and 
succeeded in ellecting a union of the two king- 
doms. In 1K)1, he was employed as miiiit>ter 
pieiiipotentlary In- France, where he sl^ed ilio 
prrliininary treaty uf peace at Ainit;:is. His 
lordsiiip as;uin accepted the guvemnieiit of lii- 
liia, in liil't; but died at Gba»'poor, in liie pro 
viiice of Benuris, on the 5th of October, in the 
saiiK* year. 

('Oki>NnL, Paul, a native of Seeovja, em- 
ployed by Cardinal Ximenes in thf. pubiicatiun 
of Iii4 Pn'vclott Bible ; he died in 15-^. 

(;uRO.\'ELLl, Vincent, a Venetian pofpjra- 
pher, made cosmographer to the F reach king 
in 1G85. lie publi^ied 400 geographical charts, 
and died in 1718. 

CORRADINI, Peter Marcdlinus, a learned rl- 
vi'tian, and favourite of Pope Clement XI., be 
died in 1743. 

CORRADUS, 9e!>a;4Tian, a grammarian and 
professor at Bologna, died in 15.>0. 

CORREGIO, Antonio da, a most cztraord: 
nary painter, so called from Corregio, a town 
in the dukedom of Modena, where he was bom 
in 1404. This artist is remarkable for having 
borruwed nothing from the works of other men 
f.orregio spent the greater part of Ins life at 
I'arina; aud notwitlistonding the many fine 
iiieces that he made, and the high reputation 
lie had gained, he was extremely poor and al- . 
\vays obliged to work hard for the maintenanca 
of his family, which was somewhat large. U« 
was very humble and modest in bb behaviour, 
lived very de\'outly, and died mneh lamented in 
1534, when be was but 40 years of age. Tlie 
cause of his death was a little singular. Go- 
ing to receive 50 crowns for a piece that be 
had dono, he was paid it in a sort of copper 
money called uuadrinos. This was a great 
weight, and be had V2 miles to carry it, tboagh 
it was in the midst of summer. He was over- 
heated and fatigued ; in which eotidition, indis- 
creetly drinking cold water, he brought on a 
pleurisy which put an end to his lite.

CROMPTON, WilUam, a non-conformiat dl-

CROMWELL, Tbomaa, earl of Ebmx, an 
eminent atateaman in the reign of Henry Vlll., 
waa theaon of a Mackamith at Putney, in Surry, 
and bom about 1490. He waa for aome time 
clerk or eecreuuy to the Eagliah factory at Ant- 
wera.— On hia retnm to England he was admit- 
ted into the tkmibr of Cardinal Wolaey as his 
aolicitor ; to whom he approved hun«elf bv hb 
fidelity and diligence in aeveral important aflalni- 
and after the cardlnai'a fiall, the king employed 
him hi hia own service, and raiaed him ina short 
time to aeveral eminent dignities. Having been 
instrumental in promoting the Reformation, the 
king granted hiin manv noble manon and large 
aatatea, the apoUa of the religious bouses ; ad- 
▼anced him to thedigninr of earl of Eascx ; and 
constituted him k»rd high chamberlain of Eng- 
land. The tide of proanBrity, which had hither- 
to flowed in upon faiim. began now to tak^ a turn : 
aaeheme that he laid to secure hia greatness 
proved his ruin ; auch la the weakneas of hu- 
man policy! He uaed his utmost endeavours to 
proctire a marriage between king Henry and 
Anne of Clevea. As her friends were aJI Lu- 
therans, he imagined It might tend to bring down 
the popish party at court; ^ he expected great 
aupport iVom a queen of his own making. But 
the caprlcioua monarch, being disgusted with 
her neraon. on the first night*s cohabitation, took 
an invincible aversion to the promoter of the 
marriage, who was soon aifter arrested. at the 
council table,attainted of high treason and bere- 
ay, and executed on Tower^iU, after six weeks 
imprisonment, July, 154a 

CROMWELL, Oliver, protector of the cora- 
anonwealth of England, was son of Mr. Robert 
Cromwell, and boim In the parish of St. John, 
Huntingdon, AprU SS, 1509, baptized the 99th of 
the same month, and waa educated in grammar 
learning at the tree-school in that town. From 
Huntingdon he was removed to Sydney college, 
in Cambridge, where he wan admitted fellow 
commoner, April S3, 1616. He waa elected a 
member of the third parliament of Charles 1 , 
which met Jar. 90, IflOB, and from this time to 
1641 was in warm of^ioaition to ail the measures 
of the court. At length when the king and 
pariiament came to an open rupture, Cromwell 
obtained a captain's commission -. and his first 
military exploit waa, securing the town of Cam- 
bridge for the parliament. He was afterwards 
rapidly promoted to the rank of lieutenant-gen- 
eral under the earl of Maiicheater, in which ca 
padty he distinguished himself at the battle of 
MarrtOB Moor. Be waa then made lieutenant- 
general of horse under Sir Thomas Fairfax, had 
the principal ahare in defeating the royal party 
at Naaeby, made himself master of Winchester 
and aevml other plaoea. reduced Carliale and 
Berwiek. and entered Scotland In triumph. 
Ha(vli«<Uni8MdtheHamihoiiB(of the king's 
party) frc» all oOcea of pobUc trvat, he return' 
ad to Bttgland whh every mark of honour and

Blgnal service, which was the last heperfomed 
in his mitttaiy capacity tiU the kliig'a death. 
After that event (to which he waa eqoalty 
prompted by fear and ambttioa,) CnMoweil wai 
u>pointed lord governor of Ireland, to whlcfi 
ktugdom he went in great pomp, and very aoon 
made himaelf master of Drogheda, and the other 

gaces which had been heUbythe royaUaia. 
aving done this service, he waa recalled to 
England, and made captain-general of all the 
parfiament forces, marched apdn into Scotland, 
defeated the Scots at Dunbar, followed Charlea 
II. hito Worcester, and totaUy routed hia whole 
force. CroroweU now found Ua powet so au- 
controUable, that he ventured on a step, bolder 
perhaps, than ever before had entered the head 
of any man in England. He abruptly dia- 
solved the Long Parliament, and, haviiii turned 
all the members out of the house, locked the 
doors, pot the keys in his pocket^and returned 
home. Thia happened on the SOth of April, 
165S. On the idth of December, in the saaM 
year,be waa inveated with supreme authority, 
under the title <^ tord protectmr of the three na- 
tions, England, Scotland, and Ireland ; in which 
statioD, having for five years administered the 
aflUrs of the kingdcmi with great vigour and 
ahUhy, he died Sept. 3, 1658. 

CROMWELL, Richard, eldest sod of Otfrer, 
and named by him as his successor, waa bora 
at Cheshunt, IQU, and died 1713.— An act waa 
passed, for recognudng him as Proieetor, and for 
restoring the house of lords : but the Commona 
fell into debatea about aettling the chief magis- 
trate's power, and that of the upper house : and 
these, with other proceedings, terminated in a 
jealousy, between the protector and his amy. 
At last they discarded him, and took the govern- 
ment into their own hands. On the resloratkm 
he went abroad, but returned In 1680. under tlM* 
assumed name of Clarke, and settled at Cheab- 
unt, where he lived privately and died betoved , 
but he was not by any means qualified to a«p- 
porvthe station to which the aspiring taienta of 
his father bad raiaed him. 

CRONECK, John Frederic baron de, bom at 
Anspach, distinguished himaelf as an ingenious 
poet J he diM in 1758. 

CRONSTEDT, Axel Frederic, a native of 
Sweden, a naturalist, and inspector of the 
mines: he published various works, and died 
in 1765. 

CROOK, Sir George, 
became chief Justice ; died in 1641. 

CROSBY, Brass, bom atStockton-opon-Tees, 
in 17S5, came eariy in life to London, where he 
practised several years as an attorney : became 
alderman of the ward of Rread-street, In 1765, 
and was elected lord mayor, September 94, 1770. 
March, 1771, in the ease of the prodaouuton 
afainst Wheble and other printers, Mr. Alde^ 
man Oliver waa committed to the Tower ; aad 
Mr. Crosby (then kird Mayor) waa ordered Into 
the custody of the seijeaat at anns; but, on 
his .piritedly observing, '*that if any oflhaee 
had been committed, he waa the greateat olfcn 
der, and that heknged tojoin hia brother hi of 
ftcej" an order was signed for hia commlaMBt 
to the Tower.

He was a man of uii* 
coaunen parts, leamlng, and application ; and 
might have performed great things, if be bad 
been poaseflsedoC a solid Judgment ; but be was 
txtremely credulous and supentitious. He suf- 
fered bfanself to be dehided into an opinion, that 
byeertain invocations, an intercourse or com- 
munication with spirits might be obtained ; from 
whence he promised himself an insight into the 
occult sciences. He found a young man, one 
Edward Kelly, a nativeof Worcestershire^ who 
had already dipped deep into these matters, and 
who readily undertook to be his Instrument in 
than, for which he was to pay him 50<. per an- 
naan. Dec 3, 1561, they benn their incanta- 
tiona ; In conseouence of wtuch, Kelly was, by 
the inspection of a certain table oonsecrated for 
that purpose, with many superstitious ceremo- 
niea, enabled to acquaint Dee with what the 
spirits thought fit to show and discover. These 
conferences were continued for about two years 
and the subjects of them committed to wilting, 
bat never publlihed, though still preserved in 
Ashniole*s museum. He travelled much abroad 
in company with KeUey, who had in his pos- 
session, as was reported, a philosophical pow- 
der of projection, by which tbcnr were Aimishedl 
with money very profusely. In the latter end 
of his life, however, be became miserably poor ; 
and it is highly probable, tliat be remained un- 
der hla delnaions to bis death ; for he was ac- 
tually ivoviding for a new Journey into Ger- 
aany, when, worn out Iqr age and distempers, 
be <Uod in 1Q06, aged 80,and was buried at 
Mortlake. His mathematical works are nu 
neroua and valuable.

He was 
educated hi grammar learning at Westminster 
school, being king's scholar there under the fa- 
mous Dr. Busby, and was from thence elected, 
in 1650, a scholar la Trinity CoUege, Cambridge. 
His reputation as a poet, together with his at- 
tachment to the court, procured him the plqce 
of poet-lanrett and historiographer to Charles 
II., 'Which accordingly he took possession of, 
upon the death of air William Davenant, in 
3668. In 1669 his flnt play, a comedy, called 
*' The Wild Gallants," was acted at the Thea- 
tre-royal, but with so little success, that if the 
author hdd not had a peculiarly strong inclina- 
tion to dramatic writing, be wouM have been 
sufldentty discouraged from any farther at- 
tempts In it. He went on, however, end in the 
space of 35 years produced 37 plays, besides his 
tkhftr numerous poetical writings. He died 
Biay 1, 1701. As lo Dryden's character, it has 
l^eui treated in extremes, some eettlng it too 
high, others too low ; for he was too deeply en- 
gaged in party to have strict Justice done him 
ettner way. Consreve' represents him, in re- 
gard to his moral character, in every respect not 
on^f MamelesB, but amiable : and '* as to his 
wrftiifli (says he) no man hath written, in our 
tapgtt^, so much and so various matter, and 
in so various manners, so well. Another thing 
I may say was very peculiar to him : which is,L 
that his parts did not decline with his years, but I 
that he was an improving writer to the last, 
even to near 70 years of age; improving 
in fire and imagination as well as in judgn 
witness his " Ode on St. CeciUa's Day/ 
his " Fables," his latest pert'ormances. He was 
equally excellent in verse and in prose. His 
prose had aU the deamees Imaginable, together 
with all the nobleness of expression, all the 
graces and oroamenis proper and peculiar to it, 
without deviating into the language or diction of 
poetry. I have heard him fVequently own with 
pleasure, that if he had any talent for Ewlisb 
, h was owing to his having often read the 



writinp of the great archbishop TUtotson. His] 
ToralAeatioo and his numbers bv conM learn of 
nobody ; for he first possessed those talents to 
perfection in our tongue. In his poems, his dic- 
tion is, wherever Ids subject reonlres it, so sub- 
Mmely and si» tmly poetical, that its essence, 
Hke that of nuro gold, cannot be destroyed. 
Whttbehas done In any one species or disdnct 
Mad of writing, would have been snlBcient to 
have acquiretf him a great name. If he had 
written nothing but his prefaces, or nothing but 
1Mb aongs or Ui prolocues, each of them would 
iMve entitled him to me preference and distinc- ,.

Usb; about bia 14ita year ba was takoi from 
Khool, and was afterwards successively en- 
gaged In the several lowest employments ol 
a eouatry Ufe. He had from his infancy n pra- 
dilectkm for poetry ; sometimes turned bis own 
tbongbta into verse while he was at work, and 
atlaat began to veifture those thoughts a little 
opoB paper. At lencth some of bis easaya foll- 
mg Into the bauda of a lady of quality, who at- 
tended on the late queen CanHine, he becamel 
known to her majesty, who took him under her 
proiectloii, and settled on him a yearly pension 
of aboat 201, ; such a one at least as wa^l 
sufficient to maintain him indepehdentlv of la- 
bour. Duck was afterwards admitted into or- 
ders, and preferred to the Itving of Byfleec, inl 
Surrey. Here he continued for many years to

DUDLEY, Paul, eblef Justice of Mass. foun- 
der of the Dndleian lecture, in Harvard College ;

DUFFET, Thomas, a dramatic writer, of the 
17t b century . 

DUFFIElD, George, D. D., a dlsttoignlB&ed 
minister of PhiladeliMiia, represented to have 
been uncommonly eloquent ; be died in 1790. 

DUFRE8NE, Abraham Alexis Qnlnault, a 
French actor of eminence, who succeeded par- ' 
ticularly in noble characters ; he died in 1767. 

DUFRESNOY, Charles, Alphonse, a native 
of Paris, who acquired celebrity as a painter 
and poet ; he died in 1665. 

DUPRESNY, CharlM. Riviere, a naUve ol 
Paris, called grandson of Henry fV., fVom bia 
resemblance to that monarch. His dramatie 
works were published in 6 yiM.- He died In 
1794. 

DUGARD, WIDtam, master of Merchant Tai- 
lor's school, London. He was Imprlaoned for 
being concerned in Babnasius* aefence, and 
reduced to poverty ; but was a man of great 
learning, aim worth ; he died in 106B. 

DUGDALE, Sir William, a very eminent

DUJARDCN. Charles, a Dutch painttsr, of 
Amsterdam, who excelled in delineating mar- 
kalB. robbers, mountebanks, <tc., died in 1674. 

DUKE, Richard, a poet of some credit, in the 
Iastcentm7, and by Dr. Johnson included among 
Hie clasRica. He died suddenly, Feb. 10, 1710- 11. i 

DULANT, Daniel, one of tlie most learned 
and accomplished counsellors of the countiy ; 
a nativa of lAaryland ; he died at an early age. 

DULAU. John Marie, archblshtm oi' Arlcft, a 
member of the states- general ot France. , lie 
was a good man, and therefore sacrificed by the

DULAURENT, N.,a worthless French priest 
who displayed great abilities on licentious sub- 
jects.

He was a Frenchman of great celebrity, and 
died in 1796. 

DUMONT, George, a native of Paris, secre- 
tary of the French embassy to Russia. He 
wrote on history and commerce,and diedin 1788.

DUNBAR, Dr. James, professor of phUosophy 
in King's Colkm, Aberdeen, and aathor of 
** Essays on the Histonr of Mankhid In rode and 
uncttltivaled Ages,*' 8vo, 1780, died May 98, 
1706. 

DUNCAN, Mark, a Scotch physician, profes 
sor of philosophy, and principal of the Calva- 
nist*s oolleae at Saumur ; he died In 1640. 

DUNCAN, Daniel, one of the most eminent 
and learned physicians of his time. He was horn 
of Bcotdi parents, in Frauce,and gradually rose 
to the higliest distinction ; he was known as a 
practitioiier, in almost eveiy part of Europe. 
The king of Prussia invited him to settle at Ber- 
lin, as his physician, 4bc He wrote many works, 
and died iu London, in 173S. 

DUNCAN, WllUam, an iiwenkras criUc and 
translator, bom at Aberdeen, m 1717. He wrota 
for Dodsley's " Preceptor" the article " Logic," 
which was so much approved, that it was printr 
ed separately in 1752, and has In some measure 
Buperoeded that of Dr. Watts. His last produc- 
tion was an excellent translation of " Cesar's 
Commentaries;** previous to tiie publication of 
which, he was appointed profe«or of phiioso 
phy in the Mariscbal college, Aberdeen. B« 
died in 17G0. 

DUNCAN, Adam, lord vtecount, a gallant 
British admiral, whose name will be immortaliz- 
ed in tile annals of his country bv the victory 
which bcicainod over a Dutch fleet, between 
Campertlown and Egmont, within five miles of 
the Dutch r< ast, Oct. 11. 1707, for which he was 
deservedly rewarded with a poeraae. He was 
born at Dundee, in North Britain, July 1, 1731, 
and early adopted the naval profession. It 
should be mentioned to his honour, that through 
lifH, admiral Duncan was a man of great and 
unaffected piety, and fell it an honour to he a 
Christian. When the victgry was decided, 
which has fixed his renown, hr ordered the crew 
of his ship, to be called to(;ctlicr ; and at their 
head, upon his bended knees, in the, presence of 
the Dutch admirnl (who was irreatly olTected 
with the sc<*ne) soJennily and pathetically of- 
fered up proix' and tiiankngiving to ilie God of 
I^altles; strongly proving the truth of the as- 
9i>nion, that pii'ty and cuura^fe siiould he inse- 
parably allied, and timt ttic laner without the 
forrnrr loses its principal virtue. He died Aug. 
4, 1804. 

DUNCOMBE, William, a dramatic author 
and translator of Horace, born in London, 1600. 
and died 17(!9. 

DrNCOMBE, John, son of the precedUig, a

DUNN, Samuel, an English mathematician, 
and author oC several mathematical works, 
died in 1798. 

DUNNING, John, lord Adiburton, chancel- 
lor of the dudiy of Lancaster, and oije of the 
most disdngulsbed pleaders that ever adorned 
the EngUsh bar. His rise was rapid, aad there 
were very tew causes tried in the court of King's 
Bench in which he was not employed ae lead- 
lag counsel, either for the plaintUTor defendant. 
His industry and zeal for the interest of his cli- 
ents wen equal to his abilities ; and m cases 
where the ieea were small, he was never known 
to show less ardour than when tbey were con- 
sidetabie. The causes of the poor and the op- 
pressed he ftequently pleaded without reward. 
He was bora in Devonshire,about the year 1732, 
and died August 18, 1783. To Mr. Dunning, 
famoiig others) Junius* Letters have been as- 
cribed ; we do not. however, believe that the 
real author has yet been deUrree. 

DUNOD DE CHARN AGE, Francis Ignatius, 
a learned professor pf law at Besancon, his na- 
tive town : he died in 1751. 

DUNOI6, John, Count of Orleans and Lon- 
goeville, a fkmous general of France, in the 
time of Charles VII. who called him the lestorer 
of his country. He was a man of many private 
virtues, and died hi 1468. 

DUNS, John, commonly called Duns Scotus, 
a celebrated theologian of the order of St. Fran- 
cis, born in Northumberland. He distinguished 
himself eo much by the aciiteness of his parts, 
aad espedally by Us manner of disputing, that 
heacquired the name of " The Subtile Doctor." 
He affected to maintain opinions contrary to 
those of Thomas Aquinas, which produced 
two parties in the schools, the Thomists and the 
Seotbts. He died 1306. 

DUNSTAN, Sl, archbishop of Canterbury, 
was a man well known for bis talents and in-

DUPIN, Lewis EHis, a very learaed doctor 
of the Sorbonne, and one of the greatest critics 
of his time, especially in what regarded ecclesi- 
astical matters, bora at Paris, 1657, died 1710. 
His chief wotk is, ^ Biblloiheque UniverMlle 
des Auteurs Ecclesiasuques." He bad an un- 
c(Hnmon talent at uinlyzing the works of an 
author, which makes his Bibliotheque so Valu^ 
able, for there we have not only a history of 
the writers, but also the substance of what tbey 
wrote ; which i« a great oonvenienoe to persona 
who are desirous to know somethini of them, 
yet have not either time, or knowle<%e of um- 
guaces, BU0icient to read their works. 

DUPLANIL, J. D., a French physician, who 
translated several English medical works toto 
his own language ; he died in 1803. 

DUPLEIX, Scipio, historiograpber of France, 
died in 1661 Among his works aire. History ot 
France, 6 vols, folio, and Roman History, 3 vols. 
foUo. 

DUPLf:iX, Joseph, a French merchaAt,^f 
great abilitii'S, governor of Pondicberry, kliich 
be defended wiUi bravery against the EngUsh, Ui 
1748 

t)UPORT, James, dean of Peterborough, hi 
the 17th century, leftbehind him several learned 
works, among which is a Latto vision of the 
Psalms. 

DUPOBT, Francis Matliurin, counsellor o! 
the parliament of Paris, and a warm partisan of 
the duke of Orleans, which last cirocunstauce 
brought him to tho guillotine, in 1704. 

DUPPA, Brian, bishop of Wincliester, born 
at Lewisham, in Kent, 1388-0, appototed, in 
1638, tutor to Charles, prince of Wales, and af- 
terwards to bis brother the duke of York, was 
a great favourite with Charles I., and Is said by 
seme to have assisted in composing the fkmous 
Eikon Basilike. This bishop is deservedly me- 
morable for his numerou» charitable tnstitU' 
tiohs : among which is to be remembered an 
ainu-nouse at Richmond, on the gate of which 
is this inscription, ** I will pay my vows which 
I made to God in my trouble," &c. He diud 
in 1662. 

DLTRAT, Anthonv, a very eminent French 
statesman, and president of the parliament of 
Paris ; a man, who, to increase his fortune, or 
^arge his power, did not hesitate to sacrillce, 
either fame or virtue ; he died in 1535. 

DUPRE DE GUYER, John, a hermit, said to 
have built in the solid rock wilh only the help 
of Ids servant, the hermitage at Friburg, the 
chimney of which rises 90 leet. 

DUPRE, Mary, a learaed lady of the 17tb 
century, who studied rhetoric^ poetry, the Ian 
guages and philosophy. Some of her writings 
were read with applause. 

DUPRE D' AUNAY, Lewis, a learned native 
of Paris, who Wrote on the geiieration of 
animals, on. the transfusion of the blood, ^c, 
he died in 1758. 

DUPRE DE ST. HAUR, Nicholas Francis, 
a native of Paris. He translated Hilton^s Para- 
dise lost, and regained, Addison^s odes, dto. ; he 
died to 1774. 

DUPUIS, Claude, a Fi«nch engraver of neiit, 
who died at Paris, id 17^ 

DUQUESNE, Abraham, a native of Ner- 

andy, a naval commander of great fame, wba 
distinguished hhnself to various battles agatosl 
the Spaniards, Dutch, fcc, he died at Parla, to 
16^ 

DURAND, WUlikm, a native of pRnFmst* 
cmtoent as a Inwyv and altenvardi ntmi t« 
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man, of Boston, was 0ie son of the preceding, 
and aucceiior t9 bis father in the niiiuitry. He 
was the author of a Biographical Dictionaxy of 
the eriinent men of New England ; Ije died in 
1813. 

ELIOTT, Sir John, an eminent English phyti- 
dan, died 17d7. 

ELIOTT, George Augustus, lord Heathfield, 
K. B., governor ol Gibraltar, and colonel of the 
15th regiment of light dragoona, was bom at 
Btobbs, in Roxburghshire, 1718. In 1735 he be- 
came a volujiieer In theS3d regiment of fobt,or 
Royal Welch Fusileers, and soon after was ad- 
mitied into the engineer corps at Woolwich jj 
from whence he purchased the acUutancy of 
tht; fid troop of horse-grenadiers ; in which he 
became a captain audm^jor. as well as lieo- 
tenajit-colonel ; when be res^aed iiis commis- 
sion as an engineer. In 1759, he quilted the 
liorae-guards, and was selected to raise, fom, 
and dbeipiiutt the Ist reciment of Ught-horse, 
which bore his name. Having gone tiirough 
▼arious departments in different pervices. With 
the greatest marlcs of bravery and miUtary know- 
ledge, in 1775 be was appointed conmiander-in- 
chief in Ireland ; which he soon relinouisbed, 
and was appointed to the command of Gibraltar, 
in a fonuRate hour fbr the safety of tliat impor- 
tant fortress : where, by a cool and temperate 
demeanor, be maintained his station for three 
years of constant investment, is whic^ all the 
powers of Spain were employed. The eyes of 
all Europe were on this garrison ; and his con- 
duct lusUy exalted him to the most elevated 
rank in the mlUtary annab of the day. On his 
return to England, the gratitude of the Britisli 
senate was as forwaM as the public voice in 
giving him the distinguished mark that his ment 
deserved ; (o which his majesty was pleased to 
add that of th^ peerage, by the title of lord 
Beathfield, baron Gibraltar, on June 4, 1787 ; 
permitting his tordship to take also the arms of 
the fortress he had so bravely defended, to per- 
petuate to i\itur!ty tils noble conduc4. lie died 
at Aix-la-Chapelle, July 6, 1790, and was buried 
at Buckland, in Devonshire. 

ELIOTT, Richard, an EngDsb divine, who 
became a dissenter, and published some contjo- 
versiai tracts ; he died in 1789. 

ELI8HA, a prophet among tlie Israelites : 
died 830 B. G. 

ELIZABETH, of Austria, a very virtuous, 
and highly respected queen of France, wife to 
Charles IX., died in 15118.

ELSHEIMER, Adam, a celebrated Qerman 
painter, bora at Frankfort, in 1574, excelled par^ 
tlcQlarty In landscapes, histories, knd night-pie- 
ces, with little figures.

lie bestowed upon them, valued at such ^rodl- 
ckras rates, that they are hardly any where to be 
Ihond but la the cattinets of princes.

Their Virgil, Terence, and Greek Testament, 
have been reckoned their master-pieces; and 
are Indeed so very fine, that thev Justly Ipdned 
them the reputation of b«ing tl^e best printers la 
Europe. 

EMANUETi, succeeded John II., as king of 
Portugal, distinguished for patronising commer- 
cial enterprises ; He died In 1S91. 

EMEBRAET, a Flemish painter, at Antwerp, 
who was eminent ta landscapes, lived in the ITib 
century. 

EMBRI, Sebastian, an advocate, of Paris, la

His company was 
extreme^ courted by every one ; and his mirol- 
rry m> much admired, that persons of the first 
iTiTallty freqnently invited ram to their eater- 
tainments, in order to divert their fHends with 
Ws drollery ; on which occasions be constantly 
received very handsome presents for bis com- 
pany.

ETHEREGE, Sir George, a celebrated En- 
Iglish wit, and eminent in particular for his 
[comic genius, flourished in the reigns of Charles 
II. and James H. His three come<fles are, " The 
Comical Revenge ; or, Love In a Tub;** • She 
Would If She C?)uld ;** and " The Man of Mode; 
or. Sir Poppling Flutter ;" in which laSt piece 
he is supposed to have drawn some of the chief 
characters fVom certein of his colcroporarlea, 
and acquaintance. Thus, beau Hewit, the most 
notorious fop of his time, was supposed lo be 
designed under his first character; Dorimant 
for his friend lord Rochester, under which aj« 
characterised inconstancy, falsehood, and^ tri- 
umphs, in the conquest and ruin of the fair, 
varnished over with aneeable and captlvatinf 
graces of modlsli gallantry, peculiar to that 
witty but -licentious nobl^an. Be was also 
^uspiscted to have sketched out himself tn the 
character of Medley. Applauded, however, bm 
this play was for wit, yet, hke his Kfibejt, it waa 
condemned for immorality. Be was^'bom in 
Oxfordshire, abom 1636, and died aM>ut 1090.

with many others of hisown : on which account 
be is said to have been the first who reduced 
arithmetic and geometry into the form, of a sci- 
ence. When this great man was bom, and 
what was bis country, we have no distinct ac- 
count ; but lie flouriuied, as appears flrom Pro- 
ctus' Comment upon bis Elements, about 277 
years before ChrlM, and taught mathematics at 
Alexandria with vast applause. 

EUDiEMON, John Andrew, a Jesuit, 'pub- 
lished some works, and died in 1635. 

EUDES, John, founded the congregation of 
the Budists ; he left some devotional works, and 
diedinioeo. 

EUOOCIA, daughter of Leontios, an Athe- 
nian sophist and philosopber, bom about 400. 
Her tuher took such care of her education, that 
she becasoe at length comsummately learned; 
and so accomplished in every respect, that, at 
bb death, be left his whole estate to bis two 
aons, except 100 pieces of gold, which he led to 
bis daugbtar, with this declaration, that " h 
•wn good fortune would be sufBdent for her.

His doctrines were, that " there is one God un- 
create and without bediming * who has noUting 
existing before him ; for nothing can exist be- 
fore what b uncreate : nor With him ; for what 
Is uncreate must be one : nor in him ; for God 
is a simple and uncompounded being. Thu 
one simple and eternal being te God the crenior 
aod ordalner of all things ; fust indeed and prin- 
cipally of bb only-begotten Son, and thru 
through him of all other things : for God hc^ 
tot, created, and made the Son only, by bb own 
direct operation and power, before all things and 
every other creature: not producing, however, 
any other being like himself, nor Imparting any 
of his own proper substance to tbe Son : for 
God b inunortal, uniform, indivisible, and there* 
fbre cannot communicate any part of bb own 
proper substance to another.*' &c.

This ingenious artist ascended lo the 
very origin of printing, for tlie sake of knowing 
it tborougnly. He produced al different times 
several Inslorlcal and critical dissertations upon 
the rise and nrogresaof tlie typographical art, 
which have slnee been collectea and published 
in 1 VOL, divided into three parts : the Jaac in- 
dude^ a curious liistory of the oigravers in 
wood. But the most important work of Four- 
nier Is his ** Manual Typographique, utile anx

FOX, Charles Jamea, a diaUnanished English 
sCaleanan and orator, bom in 1 149, waa the se- 
eeod son of lord Holland. After receivlnga libe- 
ral education at Westminster, Eton, and Oxford, 
lie made the tour of Europe ; and, returning 
IMBM, was even, while yet in his minority, elect- 
ad M. P. for Midhurst. His first speech waa in 
Ikvoar of minialera, aialnat Mr. Wilkes and the 
NUdlesex election.

FRAGUIER, Claude Francis, a French wri- 
ter, an eminent classical schplar^and author of 
Latin poems, 4tc : he died in 1798. 

FRANCE8CA. Peter, an eminent painter, of 
Venice, who delighted in representing night- 
pieces and battles. He drew also several per* 
traits, wrote of arithmetic and geometry, and 
died in 1443. 

FRANCESCHINI, Mark Antony, a painter, 
of Bolocna, died in 1720. 

FRANCHI, Antonio, a painter, of Lucca, 
engaged in the service of the ducncss of Flor- 
ence ; he died in 1709. 

FRANCIA, Francesco, an eminent painter, 
bom at Bologna in 1450, was at first a goldamith 
or Jeweller, afterwards a graver of coins and 
medals ; but at last appiyiug himself topainting, 
he acquired great credit by nls skill. Raphaera 
reputation made him desirous to see his works, 
but his age would not sufibr him to take a jour- 
ney to Rome : nevertheless, a friendly eorrea- 
pondence commenced between these two pain- 
ters. Raphael having painted the picture of 
a^ Cecilia for a church in Bologna, sent it to 
Francia to place it properlv for him, and even 
to correct its Auilts, IT be dlaceraed any. But 
Francia was so strack with tbe beantv of tbe 
piece, that, despairing of attaintnc the same 
perfe!etion, he fell, It is said, into a kind of me- 
lancholy ; and tnis, brinaiug on a consumption, 
occasioned his death in 1518. 

FRANCIS, Simon, a French painter, bora In 
IG06, was in his youth very devout, and declar- 
ed for a religious life.

The war that was Just terminated, and the 
exertions made by them to support it, bad given 
them a convictlpn of their strength ; they op- 
posed this measure,, aiul tbe minister gave way, 
but reserved the means of renewing his attempts. 
3noe cautioned, however, tbev remained on 
their niard ; liberty, cherished by their alarms, 
UMik deep root; and the rapid cireulauon of 
ideas by means of newspapers, for tbe intro- 
duction of which they were indebted to tbe 
printer of Philadelphia, united them together to 
resist every fresh enterprise. In tbe year 1766, 
this printer, called to the bar of the bouse of 
commons, underwent iliat famous interrogatofy, 
which placed the name of Franklin as fii^h in 
politics, as it was before in natural frfiilosophy. 
From that time he defended the cause of Amer- 
ica with a firmness and moderation becoming a 
great man, pointing out to ministry all tbe errors 
they bad committed, and tbe consequences they 
would induce, till tbe period when, the tax on 
the tea meeting the same opposition as tbe stamp- 
act bad done, Eni{land blindly fancied herself 
capable of suboeeting by force 3,000,000 of men 
determined to be (tee, at a distance ofSOOO 
leagues. Every man is acquainted with the 
partlculara of that war ; but every man has not 
equally reflected on the bold attempt of FrankUn 
M a legislator. Having assorted their indepen- 
dence, and placed themselveB in tbe rank of 
nations, the different colonies, now the United 
States of America, adopted each its own form 
of government ; and, retaining almost univer- 
sally their admiration for the British constitu- 
tion,. fVamed them from the same principles vad- 
ously modelled. Franklin alone, disengaging tbe 
political machine from those muUipliedf move- 
ments and admired counterpoises that rendened 
If so complicated, proposed tbe reductaig it to 
tbesirapUcltyofaringIelc«islatlvebody.

A bout 1460, he associated with John of 
Guttemburgh ; their types were cut in wood, 
and fixed, not moveable as at prsaent Havina 
printed off a considerable numW of ooplea of 
tlie BiMe, to imitate those which were com* 
monly sold in MS., Fust undertook the sale of 
them at Paris, where the art of printing was 
then unknown. As he sold his printed copies 
for 60 crowns, while tbe scribes demanded 500, 
this created universal astonishment; but, when 
he produced copies as fast as they were wanted, 
and lowered the price to 30 crowns, all Paris 
was agitated. The unifbrmity of the eoplas In- 
creased the wonder ; informations were given 
in to the police against him as a magielan ; Itia 
lodgings were searched, and a great nambar of 
copies being found, they Hrere seised ; thb red 
ink with which they were embelllsbed was said 
to be bis blood : it was seriously adlttdfed that 
he was in league with the devil ; and, if be had 
not fled, moat probably he wouM have sharaa 
the fate of those whom ignorant and supersti- 
tious judges condemned', in those days, for witch* 
craft. Fust died at Mentz, in 1466. 

FUZGLIBR, Lewis, a dramatic writer, of Pa- 
ris, and the conduetnr of aperiodical paper, call- 
ed ih« Mercury, died in 1793.

[ave fVequent proofh of hia theatrical talents; 
or he could, without the least preparation* 
tranaform hlmaelf Into any character, tragic oi 
comic, and aeixe inatantaneonaly upon an v paa- 
ilon of the human mind.

HANMER, Sir Thomas, Bart., a d^infutshed 
statesman and polite writer, bom in 1676. In 
1713 he was chosen speaker of the house of 
comrooos; which office, difficult at all times, 
but at that time more particularly so, he dis- 
chaned witbbecomtnt dignity. He died in 1746. 

HANNBOKEX, Mwinon, a historian and dt 
vine, of Germany, was professor of morals, 
theology, 4tc. at Marpuiig, and died in 1071. 

HANNECKEN, Philip Lewis, son of the 
preceding, was professor of Hebrew and elo- 
quence at Ole s scu . His worlu were chiel}y on 
theological controversy ; Jie died in 1706. 

UANNEM AN, John, a painter, at the Hague^ 
and an excellent copvist of Yandydi ; ho died in 
168a 

HANNIBAL, a great Carthaginian general, 
was the son of tfamtlear, wiio made him swear 
on the altar, that he wbuld never be reconciled 
to the Romans. At 35 years of age, be took 
upan him the command pf the army. After 
tMdhig Salamanca and Sagnntum, in Spain, he 
defeated the Ganis, and pused the Alps in de- 
fiance of the snow, and of PubUus Cornelius ; 
havlnf'molliAed the rocks wllh vinegar, aqd cut 
through them with iron. He took Turin, and 
at Pavia defeated Cornelius Sclpio. The foilow- 
inf year he defeated Fiaminius, and slew 15,000 
men : he next overthrew Vairo at CaiinsD, with 
40,000 foot, and 27D0 horse, the flower of the 
Roofan youth, and sent to Carthage two or three 
baskets of gold rings taken from the hands of 
5690 slain Roman gentlAnen. And now' had 
Hannibal gone straight to Rome, he had cer- 
tainly ruined that a>mmonwealth ; but going to 
Capua, where be wintered, the delights of the 
T^e so dsbauched hi^ whole army, that the 
Romans recovered themselves from the conster- 
nation into which the loss of five battles had 
thcown them. Two years after, Marcellus gave 
him battle, and conquered, but whs himself 
killed in an ambush. . Hannibal was defeated 
afterwards by Sempronius Gracchus, and at last 
met with a total overthrow by Scipio ; when, 
falling (or fearing to fall) into the hands of the 
Romans, he took poison, which he had kept In 
a ring for that purpose. 183 B. C, aged 70 

HANNIBALIAKUS, Flavins Claudius, was 
Buudered bv Constantlus, in 336. 

HANNO, a Carthaglaiin^ empkiy^d by his 

countrymen to make tne drccdt of Aftka; la 

sonsequenoeof which he explored vaolons re* 

fioBs, and made fiMt geograpbiea] diaoomkt.

HANWAY, Jonas, was bora at Portsmouth, 
in 1712. Being bred to comroei;ce, be left Eng- 
land) and entered into business at Lisbon as a 
merchant ; from Lisbon hi removed to Peters- 
burgh, where he was appointed agent to the 
British factory ; and, with the view of opentng 
a trade through Ruraia into Persia, he undertook 
a laborious and dangerous course of travels, of 
which he afterwards published an ^interesting 
account at his return to England. To the cha^ 
ritable dtspusitlon and benevolent exertions of 
Mr. Han way, London owes in a great measure 
the institution of the Marine Society, the sup- 
port of the Magdalen Hospital, the improvement 
of its streets and avenues ; and the poor of v» 
rious descriptions, their most efi^^tual comfor 
and support. He died in 1786. 

HARCOURT, Harriet Eusebia, an Ei.glIB& 
lady; who established a female monastery on 
her lands in Yorluhire, which wad dissolved at 
her death, in 1743.

HARDEBY, Geoffrey, an Augustine noonk, 
confessor to Henry II., professor at Oxford, and 
an author ; he died In 1360. 

HARD!, Alexaiider, a French poet, who Is 
said to have written 600 pieces for the theatre. 
<">f thdse, however, no niore' remain than 41, 
which were published by himself in six vols. 
He was the first French dramatist who intro- 
duced the custom of being paid for bit piec», 
and died at Paris, in ItaO. 

HARDIME, Peter, a painter, of Antirerp, 
died in 1748.

On the 8th of March, 1711. be was in 
great danger of his life ; the marquis of GuLi- 
eard, a French Mmlst, then under examination 
of a committee of the privy council at Whitehall, 
stabbing him with a penknife, which he took 
up in the clerk's room, where he waited before 
he was examined. Gulacard was imprisoned 
and died to Newgate, the 17tb of the same 
month ; whereupon an act of parliament passed, 
making it felony, without benefit of clergy, to 
attemfrt the life of t privy counsellor in the exe 
eution of hisoflke. Aft^ tbe death of queen 
Anne, viz. June 10, 1715, Harley was impeached 
bv the house of commons of high treason, and 
high crimes and misdemeanors ; and was com 
muted to tbe Tower by the house of lords, 
where he suiflbred confinement till Jiily 1, 1717,

Having been educated at Westminster scbooL 
he went out to the East Indies as a writer, and 
in course of time became governor of Bengal. 
He was romoved trom Madras to the presidency 
of Calcutta at a critical period, when the state 
|of Hindostan becameMrilous from the rapidly 
Hvder AOy, the so vere ig n 
of Mysore, and the intrigues of the French, who 
w^re taking advantage of tlie rapture between 
Great Britain and her colonies. In this exigeoqr, 
the governor-general had to rely eolely npoa Us 
own exertions; and he succeeded, bayond aO 
expectation, to saving British India from a com- 
bination of enemies. Party spirit at liome, low- 
ever, turned his merit tolo a crime, and cbarna 
were brought against him in pariiament. Ha 
returned in 1786, and an impeachment IbOowed, 
the trial of which Issted nine years, and term- 
nated to an aotnlttal. After this be led a ro- 
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tired life on. the wreck of hia fortune, and an 
annuity from tbe India conipaoy. He Ured, 
lioweTer. to tee tue plans for tije security of 
India pttbliely applauded : but received no other 
recompense for liis sufferings, tban tbat of being 
sworn of tbe privy-council Sir Warren died 
in 1818. 

HATSELL, Jdhn, clerk of the house of 
ooauHHU, from 1766 to 1797, died in 1820. 

HATTON, Sir Christopher, an eminent states- 
nun, and lord chancellor under Queen Eliza- 
beth, died in 1501. 

HAUSTEAD, Peter, a clergyman and a comic 
writer, in the reign of Charles I. 

HAUTE-PEUILLE, I'abbe, a French gentle- 
man, skilled in mechanics, who made considera- 
ble improvements in the movements of watches, 
and inveoted a specular gnomon for regulating 
blocks arfU watches by the sun, k.c.^ born in 
?»H7, died in 1724. 

HAUTEROCHE, Noel le Breton ilc, a French 
dramatic poet and actor, died at Paris, in 17U7. 

UAUTETERRB, Anthony Dadine de, profes- 
sor of law at Toulouse, author of a treatise on 
monastic life, and other works, indicative of 
great talents and learning ; he died in ItiHS. 

HAVARD, WUUam, a respectable actor, and 
dramatic writer, of Dublin, died in 1778. 

HAVEN, Samuel, D. D., minister of Ports- 
mouth, New-Hampshire, published many ser- 
mons, and died In 1806. 

HAVEN, Jason, minister of Dedbam, Massa- 
chusetts, author of many imblished sermons, 
died, much respected, in 180^. 

HA VERCAMP, Sigibert, a celebrated Dutch 
critic, and professor of history, eloquence, and 
ibe Greek tongue, at Leyden. He was particu- 
larly skilled in the science of medals, and was 
the author of some works In this way that were 
very much esteemed. He gave good editions, 
as well as grand ones, of several Latin and 
Greek authors ; of Bntropius, Tertuilian's "Apo 
logetic,*' Josephus. Sailust, &c. ; and his edi- 
tions of those authors are reckoned tbe ' 



He died in 1743, aged 58. 

HAVERS, aopton, an EngHsb physician, 
author of a treatise on tbe bones, died early In 
tbe 18tb century. 

HAW^, Stephen, an English poet, who 
flourished about 1500. 

HA WES, Dr. WiUiam, an English physician, 
wbo has immortalized his name by being the 
founder of tbe Royal Humane Society, for the 
recoverv of persons apparently dead by drown- 
ing, solfocatum, or strangulation, was bom at 
Islington, in 1736. and died in 1806. Dr. Hawes 
was a truly amiaUe and benevolent man ; and 
gave a strong proof of bis philantbropby in his 
unwearied attention to tbe above-mentioned in- 
stitution, which has been found highly useful, 
and to estaUish which bo empk^ed many years 
of bis life. So much. Indeed, did this engross 
his mind, and eng^e bis attention, tbat Ids own 
tmmediiite Interests appeared to him to be very 
subordlnaie considerations ; y#t be was always 
ready to allbrd Us (Mrofeosional assistance to 
distress. It woukl be difficult for tbe enemies 
of Dr. Hawes, (if such a truly benignant char 
racter eouU have any enemies,) to say any thing 
t0 Ids disadvantage. There was a remarkable 
■impUd^ in Us manners, tbe result of an Inno- 
cent and unsuspecting heart : and bto name 
oufbt to be recorded among the benefactors of 
tbOr country, for the esuMUiment of an insti- 
tution, wUcb has been a source of renewed 
hsppinew to thousands, who might otberwlf>e|l 
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have sunk into wretchedness, aridng from Ilia 
oniimeiy Ices of their dearest relatives. 

HAWEtS, Thomas, an English divine, knows 
as chaplain to the countess of Huntingion, and 
as principal of a seminary which she finuided 
for the educatioo of students in divinity; lie died 
in 1830. 

U AV^KE, Edward lord, a bravo and intrepid 
En^ish admiral, aimointed rear ot tbe wUte, in 
1747, being then styled by George U. ** His own 
Admiral •, and, by successive promotions, be 
became vice-admiral of Great Britain, in 1765. 
He was one of the greatest diaractefs tluu evef 
adorned the British navy ; but most of all re* 
marfcaUe for the daring courage, which induced 
him, on many occasions, to dlnegard tliose forma 
of conducting or sustaining an attack, wUcb, 
by the rules and ceremonies of service, liad be- 
fore been considered as Indispensable. His de- 
feat of tbe French armament, under marshal 
Conflaos, off Belleisle, will never be fbigotten. 
He died in 1781. 

HAWKESWOETH, Dr. John, an EngUsb 
writer, of a very soft and pleasing cast, bom at 
Bromley, in Kent, in 1715. died in 1773. As an 
author, "The Adventurer^* is bis capital work; 
the meriu of which. It is said, procured bim tlia 
degree of LL. D. from Dr. Herring, archUsbop 
of Canterbury. When tbe design of compiling 
a narrative of the discoveries In tbe South Seaa 
was on foot, he was recommended as a proper 
person to be employed on the occasi on ; but tbe 
perrormance did not answer expectation. Works 
of laste and elegance, where bnagination and 
tha passionfi were to be aflSacted, were his pn»- 
vince ; not works of dry, cold. accuratanarraF* 
tive. However, be executed bis task, and la 
said to have received for it tbe enformoua som 
of 6000/. 

HAWKINS, Sir John, an EngUsb admiral, 
wbo signolia^ himself, in tbe relcn of Eliza- 
beth, by opposing the Spanish armada, and in Ua 
expediUons to the West Indies ; be died in 15B& 

HAWKINS, Shr John, to whom the pnbUe 
are indebted for a good edition, with notes, of 
"Walton's Angler," as weU as a valuable " His- 
tory of Music,*^ was bom in 1719, and died In 
I7W. Some short time before his deatli, lie 
wrote a " Life of Dr. Samuel Jobnaon,** 



which, though replete with literary anecdote 
and entertaiiunent, met with but an iadilftienft 
reception from tbe critics. 

HAWKINS, William, governor of tbe stala 
of Georgia, died in 1819. 

HA WKSMOOR, Nicolas, an Enslish arebi- 
teet, pupil to Sir Cbrislopber Wren, died in 17361 

HAWK WOOD, Sir John, bom in the reign 
of Edward II., died in 139i Though bred a 
tailor, having afterwards taken to arms, be 
signalized himself U tbe wars in Italy, by bis 
valour and conduct. Which ralMd bim to tbe 
highest posts. He gained so great honour and 
reputation for having restored, in tbow parts, 
inUitary discipline, wUcb was ahnost kist, that, 
after bis death, the Floientlnes erected, in their 
city, a bhick marble statue as an ackiiowledg 
ment for the services be bad done them.

HEINECCIUS, John Gottlieb, a German law 
professor and writer, born at Eisemberg, in 1681, 
died 1741. 

HEINECKEN, Christian Henry, an extraor- 
dinary youth, bora at Lubeck, in 1721. He spoke 
liis maternal tongue fluently at ten months ; ai 
one year <dd he knew the principal events of the 
Pentateuch ; In. two months more he was master 
of the entire histories of the Old and New Tes- 
tament ; at two years and a half he answered 
the principal questions In geoeraphy, and in an- 
cient and modem history. He spoke Latin and 
Preach, German and Low Dutch, with great fa- 
cUi^, before the commencement of his fourth 
year, 17S5, in which he died. Hm consUtuiion 
was so delicate, that he was not weaned liU a 
ftw monUtt before his death. < 

HEINSIUS, Daniel, professor of politics and 
blstory, at Leyden, and librarian of the univer- 
sity therjB, bora at Ghent, in 1580, died 1655. 
He distinguished himself as a critic by his la- 
bours upon Theocritus, Hesiod, Seneca, 'Ho- 
mer, Tbeopbrastus, Ovid,Llvy, Terence, Horace 
Jfcc, and wrote poems in various languages, 
whldi have been often minted, and always 
admired. 

HEIN8IUS, N., grand pensionary of HoUand, 
was an able statesman, and a man of strong 
powers of mind. He died at the Hague, inlTSO. 

HEINSIUS, Nicholas, the son of Daniel, born 
at Leyden, In 1680, became as great a Latin 
poet, and a greater critic, than his father, and 
died in 1681. 

HEISS, N., a German historical writer, of the 
17th century. 

HEIBTER, Lawrence, a physician, surgeon, 
and naturalist, bora at Frankfort, in 1683, died 
In 1758. His principal works are, "Compendium 
Ans^mieum," and " Institutions of Surgery." 

HELE, Thomas, an Englishman, who, after 
aerving In the army, settled at Pafis, where he 
toeame an esteemed dramatic writer, in the 
Prencb language ; be died in 1780. 

HELENA. St., the mother of Constantine the 
Great, was distinguished for her piety and Chris- 
tian cbttrity, and as the founder of several 
etaurchea She died in 328. 

HELIODORlXS, uCFhoenicia, flourished about 
996. la his youth be wrote a romance, l>y which 
ke te now better known than by his bishopric of 
Tricca. to which he was afterwards promoted. It 
Is entitled, *^ Ethiopics," and relates the amours 
of Hieagenesand Cbariclea. The learned Heu- 
Uns \m of opinion, that Heliodorus was among 
the romance writers, what Homer was amons 
the poets. 

RELlOGABALUS,Marcus Aurelius Antoni- 
Bus, emperor of Rome. He was erael, vindic- 
tive, and Ucentldiia, and was aasaarinated A. D.

HELLENICUS, a Greek historian, w> died 
411 B. C. 

HELLOT, John, a French pfaHosophioal ana 
chymical writer, and a dist^guisbed cbymist, 
died in 1766. 

HELMBREKER, Theodore, a Dutch land- 
scape and historical painter, of Haeriem, died at 
Rome, in 1694. 

BELMONT, John Baptist Van, commonly 
called Van Helmont, a man of great learaii^, es- 
pecially in physic and natural philosophy, bom 
at Brussels, in 1577. By his skill in phvsic he 
performed such unexpected cures, that he was 
put into the inqjoisition, as a man that did things 
beyond the reach of nature. He cleared him- 
:ieir beforf the inquisitors; but, to be more at 
liberty, retired afterwards into HoUand, where 
he died, hi 1644. 

HELMONT, Matthew Van, a painter, of Ant- 
werp, died in 1728. 

HELOISE, the concubine, and afterwards the 
wife, of Peter Abelard ; a nun, and afterwards 
prioress of Argentuil ; and, lastly, abbess of the 
Paraclete. She was burn about the bectnalng of 
the 13th century, and died in 1163. See ABE- 
LARD. 

HELSHAM, Richard, M. D., professor of 
physic and natural philosophy in Dpblin college, 
and author of lectures on natural pbikisophy. 

HELSE, Bartholomew Van der, a painter, of 
Hneriem, died in 1670. 



HFLVETlUSjAdrian, a Dutch phvslctan, w1h> 
iHtin^ishod hfmseir at Paris, during the pre- 
valence of an epidemic there, by his succemd 
practice ; he died in I73I. 

HELVETIL'S, John Claude, son of the pre- 
ceding, was physician to the aueen of France, 
counsellor of atatej&c. ; he died in 1755. 

HELVETIUS, Claude Adrian, who wrote 
the celebrated book "De TEsprit,'* On the 
Bflnd, and " Do THomme,'* On Man, and whom 
Voltaire calls "a traephiloSbpher," was bora 
at Paris, in 1715. and died in 1771. His hypo- 
ih<>8is is materialism in the worst sense. 

HELVICUS, Christopher, professor of Greek 
and eastern languages, and of divinity at Giessea 
university ; he died in 1617. 

HELTOT, Peter a native of En^nd, of 
the order qf Franciscans, author of a history 
of the monastic orders, &c., died in 1716. 

HEMELAR, John, a Flemish poet and orator, 
and author of some extremely useful eommen 
taries upon the Inedals of the Roman emperors, 
from the time of Julius Cssar down to Justinian, 
was bora at the Hague, and died In 1640. 

HEMMERLIN, or MALLEOLUS, Fellz, a 
canon, and writer of Zurich, In 1428. 

HEMMINGPORD, Walter de, c4non of Ois- 
borough abbey, England, and author of a history 
of England, from 1066 to 1306; he died in 1347 

HEMSKTRK, Martin, an eminent paintei: 
born at a viUage of his name in HoUand, in 1498 
Most of his worln were engraved ; but it is 
visible that he did not understand tlie chlaro 
obscure, and that hb manner of desifning was 
dry. He has, howsver, been caUed the Ra- 
phael of Holland, and died in 1574. 

HEMSKTRK, Egbert, a Dutch painter. 

HEMSRIRK, Egbert, the Younger, a son of 
the preceding, was also an enunent Dutch 
painter , he died in 1704. 

HEMSTERHUI9, or HEMSTBftHUSIUS, 
Tiberius, a learned critic, bora at Groningen, 
was professor of mathematics and philosophy, 
at Amsterdam, and cf Greek and tdstorr, at 
T^yden ; he died inl706.

.1 1706, with a dispensation on account of 
bis age, and, in 1710, waa made president of the 
first chamber of inquests. He spent several 
years in making himself master or the Roman 
law, the ordinances of tlie French Icings, their 
euBloiiis, and public law ; but history was his 
Ibvourite study ; and he is deservedly accounted 
the Ihrst firamer of dironotogical abridgments ; 
Id wliich, wltliout slopping at detached lacts, he 
attends only to those which form a chain of 
events that perfect or alter the government and 
character of a country, and traces only the 
springs which exalt or humble a nation, extend- 
ing or eontractiQg the space that it occupies in 
the world. The first edition of his work, the re- 
salt of forty years* reading, appeared in 1744, 
under the auspices of the chancellor Draguee- 
Maa, with the modest title qf, " An Essay." 
The socoess It met with surprised him: . He 
made continued improvements in it, and it has 
■oiMtlirough nine editions, and been translated 
Into Italian. English, and German, aud even Into 
Chinese. He wrote, in early life, three tragedies, 
which met with indifferent success ; but after- 
wards be composed three delightful comedies. 
Beoanlf died in 1771. 

HENDERSON, Alexander, a leader of the 
presbytertan party In Scotland, and one of the 
divines sent to meet Charles I. at Newcastle. 
Be died about 1646. 

HENDERSON, John, of Covent Garden thea 
tre, an admlralrfe actor in various characters of 
the Immortal Shakespeare. His private life was 
exceedingly amiable. He was born in London, 
In 1747, and died in 1785. 

HENDERSON, John, B. A., of Pembroke col- 
lege, Oxford, bom in Ireland, in 17S7, displayed, 
at a very early period of life, an uncommon 
thirst after knowledge, which he gratified with 
unremitting ardour. The favourite subjects of 
bis studies were ■letaphysics.dlvinitv, morality, 
chymistry, and medicine ; and the virtues of his 
b^rt wm« superior even to the astonishing 
powers of his understanding. He died, however, 
the victim of Itatemperance, in 1788. 

HENGEST, a Saxon chief.who weM to Eng- 
land to assist in repelling the Picts, and received 
the kingdom of Kent as a reward for his ser- 
vices ; be died in 4»9.

HENNUYER, John, a bishop of Lisieux, iB 
France, justly memorable for his humaniQr at the 
time of the dreadful massacre of St. Bartholo- 
mew, died in 1577. 

HENRION, Nicholas, a native of TrOTes, 
was engaged, at the time of his death, in 17S0, 
in writing a work on weights and measures. 

HENRY, of Huntingdon, an early English hi» 
torian, died in 1108. 

HENRY I., suraamtd the Fowler, emperor 
of Germany, was elected to tlie throne in 910. 
He was a wise and politic prince, was success- 
ful in his wars, strengthened bis empire, and 
promote^ harmony and union, among the Ger- 
man princes. He died in 936. 

HENRY II., surnamed the Lame, was grand 
son of the preceding, and ascended the imperial 
throne in lOOS.^ He died in 1024. 

HENRY in., emperor of Germany, Bnecc<!d- 
ed to the throne in 1099. He made war with se- 
veral of the.popes, expelled three of them, and 
was crowned by a fourth. He died In 1056. 

•HENRY IV., emperor of Germany, succeed- 
ed his father, Henry III., when only six years 
old ; dudng his minority, the kingdom was go- 
jvemed by his mother.

When the re- 
bellion broke out in Scotland, in 1745, and the 
HiglUanders defeated the king's .troops at Pres- 
ton-pans, the archbishop (then of York) contri- 
buted much to reoiove the general panic, and 
awaken the natioD fVom lu lethargy. He con- 
vened the nobility, gentry, and clergy, of his dio- 
cese, and addressed them In a noble and anlmi^i- 
ed speech, which liad such an eifect upon his 
auditory, that a mibseription ensued to the 
amount of 40,000{., and the example was suc- 
cessf^y followed by the nation in general. On 
the death of Dr. Potter, in 1747, he was translat- 
ed to the see of Canterbury, and died in 1757.

certain of the moat rare and uncommon plants, 
wMch he ailerwards published by subscription. 
About 174(i, he translated from the Greek a 
iniafl tract, written by Theophrastns, **On 
Geass;" and this being well executed, pro- 
oared Mm friends. repntMien, aiid money. En- 
couraged by this, he engaaed ta works of greater 
•extent and importance. The finrt that he under- 
teok was, ** A General Natural History/* 3 vols. 
Mio. He next engaged, in conlnnmon with 
George Lewis Scott, em., for a ** Supplement to 
Chamber's Dictionary.*' Heat the same time 
started the "British Magaxine;'* and, when 
fl&gaged in a mnnber of tiirse and other works, 
aoflw of which s e emed to require a man's whole 
Mteatkm. earrled on adaily essay, under the ti- 
tle of "The Inspeeior** Henext applied himself 
m theprepantlOB ef eeitaln simple medicines : 
namely, the " Bmeneeof WateHtock, Tincture 
of Vawrian, Pectoral Balsam of Honey, and 
TIfteiQre of Bardana." The well-known slm- 
pNdty of theae medielnes made the public Judge 
fkvoarablv of their eflects, insomuch that they 
had a rapM sale. Soon after the publicatloa of 
the fhtt of these medicines, he obtained the 
patronage of the eart of Bute : under which he 
published a very pompous and voluminous bo- 
tanical work, entllled, " A Svstem of Kotany ;" 
and having, a year or two before hia death, pre- 
sented an elegant set of his botanical works to 
the king of Sweden, that mfinarch Invested him 
with one of the orders of his court.

HIPPARCHU8, a great astronomer, bora at 
Nice, in Bithynia, flourished between 160 ind 
185 B. C. He is reckoned to hkve been the flrsc 
who ftom vague and scattered observations re- 
duced astronomy info a science, and proaecuted 
the study of It systematically. 

HIPPARCHUS, son of Pisistratus, was slain 
by Harmodlns and Aristogllon, 59B B. C. 

HHTOCRATES, the father of physic md 
prinoe of physicians, bora in the island of Cos, 
in the 80th Olympiad, flourished at the time of 
the Peloponnesian war. Be was the first men 
that we know of, who laid down precepts con- 
ceraing physic On account of Ida wondnf ul 
skill and foresight in this art, he pamed witli 
the Grecians for a god, and after his death had 
divine honoura paid him. He died at about 90 
years of age. His works have often been nrinted. 
HIPPONAX, a afttirist of Epbesus, as re- 
markable for his wit as the defonnity of hb 
perMin. BupaJus and Anthermua, two eminrut 
statuaries, caricatured him in a statue : on which 
he wrute such bitter invectives against tliem,thai 
they both despatched themselves ; or (as others 
ssy) left Epheeus on the occasion.

HOADLY, Beqjamln, bishop of Winchester, 
born SI Weacerham, in Kent, 1876, died in 1761. 
Preachtng againat what he conaidered as the 
inveterate errors of the elergy, among other dis- 
courses one was upon these wonto, *^ My liing- 
dora iM aoc of this world ;'* which producing 
the ftaMMis Bangortan controversy, as It was 
called, eroployeof the press for many yean. 
Hoadly contended, that the clergy had no preten- 
^sioiis 10 any temporal juriidictlons ; but that tem- 
'poral princes had a right to govern in eoelesiasti- 
cal ffoiitlcs ; and by this means he drew on him- 
self the indignation of aimostall the clergv. These 
disputes, however, have long since suMded. 

HOADLY, Dr. Bei^amin, eldest aoo of the 
bishop of Winchester, bom in London, in 1705-6. 
He was appointed physician to his mi^Jesty's 
household, In 1742, and to that of the prince of 
Walea, In 1746. This, being at a time when 
the famines were not upon the best terms, Is a 
proof that Dr. Hoadly was a most uoexceptloD- 
able man ; and ho Is said to have filled the post 
with singular honour. He published some me- 
dical and phlloaophlcal works, and **The Sus- 
picious Husband,'* a comedy, which, whenever 
represented, coatiaually aftords fresh pleasure 
lo the audience ; he died in 1757. 

HOADLY, Dr. John. This gentleman, young- 
est son of the bishop of Winchester, was born 
in London, in 1711, and died in 1776 ; and with 
him the name of Hoadly became extinct. He 
revised Lillo's ** Ardea of Feversham," wrote 
the 5cb act of Milter's •• Mahomet,** and lefk 
behind him asveral dramatic works in MSB.; 
among the rest, "The Housekeeper,** a fiuve, 
on the plan of High Life bekiw Stairs, and a 
tragedy on the story of tord CromweU. 

HOAR, Leonard, M. D., president of Har- 
vard College, remeeted as a scholar and a 
Chfistlanjhe died In 1675. 

HOBART, Peter, first minister of Hlngham, 
MaM., died In 1679. 

HOBART, Nehemiah, son of Peter, and min 
i»ter of Newton; he was humble, pious, and 
learned, and died In 17J3. 

HOBART, Noah, minister of Fairfield, Conn., 
was a man of great talents aad extensive ac- 
quirements ; he wrote in fkvour of presbjrtnrian 
ordination, and died in 1773. 

HOBART, John Sloss, judge of the district 
court of New York, and a senator of the United 
States; he died in 1805. 

HOBBES, Thomas, bom bt Malmsbury, in 
1586, died In 1679. He pubHshed, among other 
Uiingataa " EngUsb translation of Thucydides," 
^ Human Nature,*' and a treatise " DeCorpore 
PoUtleo, or, of the Etemeais of the Law."

He was actually carried before the governor as 
a spy, and after a strict examination, oonunit- 
ted a prisoner to Orandsire, hb landk>rd, on his 
pronisinf that Hogarth shouhl not go out of his 
bouse, till he was to embark for E^and. In 
1753, be appeared to the world in the character 
of an author, and published a 4to volume, en- 
titled " The Analysis of Beauty, written with 
a view of fixing the fluctuating Ideas of Taste." 
In this performance, he shows, by a variety of 
examples, that a curve is the line of beauty, 
%nd that round swelling figures are most pleas- 
ing to tbeeye; and the truth of his opinion has 
been countenanced by subsequent writers on the 
Mbjest. Hoganh was one of the most absent 
o€ men. Soon after he set up his carriage he 
bad occasloD to pay a visit to the k>rd-mayor, 
(Mr. BeekfMd.)

HOLLAND,PhiIemon, a very laborious trans- 
lator,' was born at Cbelmford, Essex, and edu- 
cated at Trinity college, Cambridge. He died 
is 1636, at the age of 85. having published 
translations of Livy, Pliny, Plutarch, Suetonius, 
Xeoophon, and "Camden*s Britannia "

HOLLAR, Wentzel. or Wenceslans, a roost 
admired engraver of views and portraits, bom 
at Prague, in Bohemia, in 1607, died in 1667.

poetry is but indifferent, vet bis translation b ge- 
nerally allowed to be fnitmil,and his notes good. 
HOLYOAKB, Francis, a learned Englishman, 
memorable for having made an " Etymological 
Dictionary of Latin Words," bom in War- 
wickshire, in 1567, died in 1633. 

HOLYOAKB, Thomas, an officer in the Eng- 
lish army, a^rwards a clercrman, and author 
of a Latin and English Dictionary ; be died in 
1675. 

HOLYOAKE, Edward, president of Harvard 
college, died in 1767. 

HOLYWOOD, John, an English matbemati- 
clsn, died at Paris, in 1SS6. 

HOMBERG, WUUam. a- native of Batavia, 
in Java; he went to Europe, and settled at 
Paris, where he became a distinguished chymist, 
and physician to the duke of Orleans ; be died 
in 1^5. 

HOBfE, Da vM, a celebrated Scotch divine and 
writer, the time of his death Is unknown. 

HOBfE, Henry, kml Kaimes, one of the se- 
nators of the college of Justice in Scotland, arid 
eminom as a critical and philosophical writer, 
born in ScoUand, in 1696, died In 1782. HU 
principal works are, " SkeUhes of Uie History 
of Man," " Elements of Crit^^ism," and *^The 
Gentleman Farmer." 

HOME, John, was bora in the city of An- 
crum, in Roxbuifshire, in 1794, and died at 
Merchlston House, near Edlnburgl^ in 1806, 
Mr. Home was origlnaUy educiued for the 
church of Scotland, Inducted into a livii^ in 
the Lothians, the duties of which be discharged 
with the greatest propriety. As soon, however, 
as it was known that he was the author of the 
excellent tragedy of ** Douglas," he became 
very unpopular, fh>m the puritanical spirit of 
the times, which rendered it criminal in the 
eyes of the multitude, that a clergyman should 
even read a play, far less be the author of one 
On this, Mr. Home gave in his resignatioo, and 
contented himself with the income of a small 
paternal estate. He was always, as for as his 
means would admit, the friend and patron of 
merit; and under his fostering hand, many 
sparks of UtArary genius, that would otherwise 
have lain dormant, were brought to light He 
was, in early life, a very kind patron to Mac- 
pheison, the translator of Omian, who had af- 



terwards an opfortuni^ of manlfestta 
titude by a bMuest of SWOI. Though 
wrote several tragedies besfcles. ^ 
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•ome of wblch poweM merit, none of ttoem 
were suoceaBful on thp stage. 

HOMBRf the most ancient of the Greek poets. 
«ras the father of poetry, as Herodotus was of 
Watery, and Hippocrates of physic. As much 
as be baa celebrated the praises of others, be 
has been so very modest about bimseif, that we 
do not dod the least mention of him tbrougbout 
bto poems : ao that where he was born, who 
were bis parenta, what age he lived in, and al 
moat eveiy circumstance of his life, remain, at 
this day, in a great measure, if not wholly, un- 
known. The only incontestable works which 
Homer has lell behind him are th« '* Iliad" and 
tbe ** Odyssey." It was by ihese poems that 
aU the wortnies of antiquity were formed. 
Hence the lawgivers, tbe founders of mnnar- 
cMes and commonwealths, took the model of 
ttetr politics ; hence the philosophers drew the 
first principles of morality which they taught 
the people ; hence physicians have studied di»- 
eaaes and their cares ; astronomers have learn- 
ed the knowledge of the heavens, and ganme- 
triclana of the earth : kings ^nd princes, tbe art 
to govern ; and capcafas, to form a battle, to 
/ socamp an army, to besiege towns, to fight, and 
nin victories. " Homer (says Sir William 
Temple) waa. without doubt, the most universal 
genius that has been known in the worM, and 
VhrgU the most accomplished. To the first must 
be allowed the moM fertile invention, the richest 
vein, tbe most general knowledae, and tbe most 
ttvelv expressions : to the last, the noblest ideas, , 
tbe jnsteit iastitation, the wisest conduct, and i 
tbe choicest elocution. The colouring of b«)th 
sesnu equal, and Indeed In both Is ^mirabie. 
Homer bad more fire and rapture, Virgil more 
light and sweetness: or, at least, the poetical 
file WIS more raging in tbe one, but clearer in 
the other ; which makes tbe drat more amazing, i 
and the latter more agreeable. In sbon, iht^w, 
two Immortal poets must be allowed to havej 
ao raoeh eaoeUed in their kin(|s as to have ex- j 
eaaded aJI oompaiison, to have even extinguish- 
ed emtalatkm, and. In a manner, confined true 
poetry, not only to their two languages, but to 
their very persona.*' The first appearance of 
Homer's works In Greece, was about I9(i years' 
before Rome was built ; that is, about 900 years.

BMtiea,'* after bestowing many Just enooiqiums 
on tba gtoiiis of Dr J., says, It woukl be tbe 
Ugbest injusciee, were I not to observe, that no- 
ttJiig but that gentua can possibly exceed the 
•xtaotof Us erudition ; and it would bo adding 
a greater Injury to his still more valuable quall- 
tiea, wart we lo stop bore ; since, together with 
the ablest bead, he seemato have b^ possess- 
ed of the very bast heart at piasent eilstinc. 
Every line, every se&thnant, that issues from hitt 
pen, tends lo the great eentre of aU his views, 
the promotion of virtue, religion, and humani- 
^; nor are Us actions leas pointed toward the 
name great end. Benevolence, charity, and 
platy, are the most striking features or his cha- 
netar ; and while hIa writings point out to us 
what agpod man ooght to be, his own conduct 
aeli us an example or what he Is.'* A statue to 
Dr. Johion*a memory has been erected in St 
Paul's cathedral.

JONES, Henry, a native of Drogheda, in Ire-

Snally a Journeyman bricklayer, died very poor, 
i 1770. His principal performance, " The 
Karl of Essex," a tragedy, appeared in 1753. 

JONBSjGrifflth, bom in London, in 1731, died 
In 1786. This gentleman was many years edi- 
tor of the London Chronicle, of the Daily Ad- 
vertiser, and, we believe, of the Public Ledger, 
ta the ** Literary Maeazlne,*' with Johnson, 
and In the ^' British Magazine,'* with Smollet 
and Goldsmith, his anonymous labours were of 
ten associated. His modest mind sfamnk from 
IHiblic attention ; and hb labours were most 
frequently directed to the improvement of the 

Jonnger and more untutored classes of man- 
ind. His translations from the French are 
very numerous, but cannot now be traced. 

JONES, Sir William, one of the Judges of 
the supreme court of Judicature, in Bengal, and 
an excellent poet, to whoee translations we are 
indebted for many beautiful effusions of the 
Persian nraae, was bora In London, In 1746, and 
died In 17M, at the premature age of 48. En- 
dowed by nature with a mind of extraordinary 
vigour. Sir William, by unwearied industry. 
•Ided ny superior genius, succeasfiilly explored 
Ihe bidden souiees of Oriental sdence and lite- 
ratnie; and his attainments in tUs interesting 
WaDch of learning were such as to make him 
fltf beyond aU competition, the. most eminent 
Qrieatal aeholar, In tlile, or perhaos any oUier 
-•Ce. Uyillke many other eminent Uterary eha- 
racteri of the age. Sir William was a sinoere 
ahd pious Chrlsdan; Instead of laboorlng by Ids 
9%t 
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writings, to propagate the doctrines of infidelity 
as has been a favourite practice with some mo- 
dern philosophers of reputation, he was desir- 
ous to lend the Scriptures hiit utmost support : 
and, in one of his latest annual discourses to 
tfie Asiatic Society, he has done more yo give 
validity to the Mosaic history of the creation 
than has been done by the researches of any co- 
temporary writer. The following epitaph, wrir 
ten by and for himself, is equally admired t<l 
its truth and its elegance. 

" Here was deposited

JONES, Johnf aul, a native of Scotland.who, 
aAer being engaged in the merchant service of 
Great Britain, came lo America, at the com- 
mt>ncement of the revolution, and received a 
lieutenants commission in the navy of the Uni- 
ted States.

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: hifl iDcMnation and geniui lay to com* 
podtioaa for tbe stage ; and be bad the example 
of Bbakspeare, wbo bad taken tbe same courae, 
to the Mke difficoltles, with miccenr. The first 
Blur Jooflon printed was the comedy entitled 
" Every man in hie bnmour ;" after which he 
prodnced a play regularly every year, for some 
years soecessively. In 1619, on the death of 
l)«nieL be succeeded to tbe vacant laurel ; and 
tbia office obliged him to provide the Cbrisimaa 
diveialon of a masque: accordingly, in his 
works, we have a series of these and other en- 
tertainments of a like kind, most of which were 
mesented at court from 1615 to 16SS. He died 
I* 1637, and was interred in Westminster Abbey.

His first production as a poet 
waa a volume of " Epistles Philosophical and 
Moral," in 1750, addressed to Lorenzp: an 
avowed defence of Infidelity.

Dr. Keurick also translated the 
Emilius" and " Eioisa" of Rousseau, and the 
"Elements of the History of England," by 
If Uot ; produced several dramatic performances: 
a volume of *' Poems, ludicrous, satirical, and 
moral," and an Infinite varletv of other publica- 
tf eiw both original and translated, and died in 
1779. 

KENT, William, an English painter, but 
much more eminent as an architect, bom ia 
1685, died in 1748. Mr. Walpole considers him 
as the Inventor of modem gardening. 

KENTIGERN, or St. Mungo, a Scotchm— 
and bishop of Glasgow, in the 6th century. 

KENTON, Lloyd. lord, an English Judj 
bora in 1733. In 1783, he was made attora< 
general ; in 1684, master of the rolls ; and 
1788, lord chief Justice of the king's beni 
which office he fiUed with distinguished iuteg 
ly. His lordship pos se s sed an uncomi^n strenj 
of mind, and an intuiiiveness of perceptlc 
which enabled him at once to discern the din 
path of Justice, however attempted to l>e cc 
cealed by legal chicanery, and subtleties 
practice. To his exertions, England is iudebt^ 
for much of thai refomi which has been intro- 
duced into the practice of the law, and particu- 
larly with regard to attorneys, whose misconduct 
never fkUed to meet his Just resentment and in- 
dignation. His endeavours on the Bench, were 
uniformly directed to the promotion of every 
moral and religious duty, to the discouragement 
of vice, and to the exposure of those fklse prin 
ciplei of honour, the baneAil eflects of which 
We have too often reason to contemplate. He 
died at Bath, in 1802.

Ho 
then hastened back to succour the sophi, whom 
he supposed to be engaged with the Turlu : but 
was surprised to fiud, when he came near lapa* 
han, that he had concluded a peace with the 
Porte, disbanded hb army, and sent him orders 
to do the >ame. These orders he received with 
indignation, evclaiming against the ignominious 
peace and his effeminate prince. Instead of 
dUbanding his army, which now consisted of 
70,000 men, he marchud with it u> lspahai\, 
seized the Schah Thamas, imprisoned him la a 
strong fortress, and in an assembly of the chief 
men of Persia got him deposed, and his son, an 
infant six months old, proclaimed Schah, by the 
name of SchaU Abbas III. In his name, Kouli 
Khan assumed to himself the sovereign power, 
and pre^ntly issued a maniiesto disclaiming 
the late peace with the Turks. After having 
recovered all that had been taken from Persia, 
he concluded a peace with the Ottoman Porte in 
1738. The following vear, the young Schah 
Abbas died, and KoiJiKhan p|rocured hhnself 
to be proclaimed his successor. As he thought 
war wouki be a better prop to his throne than 
peace, he immediately carried his victorious 
arms against the Mogul, and in one single bat- 
tie conquered almost all .that empire. In this 
expedition he kiUed 300^000 people ; and brought 
away a treasure worth about 145 millions, In 
which was the imperial throne«set wMi dia- 
monds of an immense value. Taking ttom the- 
Mogu! all the country that lay between the for^ 
mer limits of Persia and the Indus, and subdu- 
ing the whole countrv of the Usbeck, he vast- 
ly enlarged the bounds of his empire ; but ha 
now fell into a state which seemed to border 
upon distraction * he attempted to change tha 
religion of Persia to that of Omar ; hanged 'Up 
the chief priests; put his own son. to doath ; 
and was guilty of such cmeltv, that he waa as- 
sassinated in 1747, in his 60th year; having 
reigned above 20 years over one of the moat 
powerful empires on the gk>be.

LEE, Samuel, an Englishman, ejected fhm 
his living for non-conformity in 1686, and em 
barked for North America. 

LEE, Nathaniel, an eminent EngUab drama- 
tic poet. He is the author of eleven plays, all 
acted with applause. Bis thoughts are wonder- 
fully suited to tragedy ; but frequently lost in 
such a cloud of words, that it is dlAeult to see 
the beauty of them. He died in 1601. 

LEE, Thomas, president of the council of 
Viri;iuia, in 1749. The administratlOQ of the 
tflairs of the colony devolved <m him until bis 
death, which occurred in 1750. 

LEE, Charles, a native of Wales. After 
Sfrrving in the Engttsh army under ien< 
Abercrombie and Burgoyne, came to Virginia, 
In 1773, and at the commencement of the revo- 
hiUonary war, was appointed a nu^r^eneral in 
Ihe army , and afterwards to the compiand aif the 
troops in the southern states. He rendered great 
tnd ifn^nrtunt services to the United States, but

LEE, Richard Henry, an eminent citisen, and 
distinguished patriot of the revohition^waa a 
mamberof congress fhm Vlrginiia, In 1776, and 
fim proposed to that body the declaration of In- 
dependence, which he afterwards signed. Ha 
was subsequently president ot congress, and a 
senator of the United Statea, under the federal 
constitution. He died in 1794, and his name 
will be remembered with gratituide, as one of the 
moat conspicuous actors of the revolution, so 
long as Americans enjoy the benefits resulting 
tmm that event. 

LEE, Arthur, LL. D., brother of the preced* 
ing, was also an ardent friend to tl;e rights oC 
the colonies, and rendered them easential servi- 
ces, while ag^ut of Virginia, at London. He 
was afterwards minister to Prance, fh>m the 
United States,with Dr. Franklin and He Deanf ; 
hediedlnl79S. • 

LEE, Francis Lightfoot, a member of con- 
gress, from Virginia, In 1775, and one of the 
signers of the declaration of Independence ; ii« 
died at Richmond, In 1767. 

LEE, Thomas Sim, a member of congress, 
and of the convention which formed the federal 
constitution, afterwards governor of Maryland , 
he died in 1819. , 

LEE, Charles, auoraey-general of the United 
States, died in 1815. 

LEE, Ezra, a revohitlonarv ofllcer, who was 
engaged In several of the principal contests of 
the war. He enjoved the confidence of his su- 
perior officers, and was selected to take charge 
of the marine " Turtle," In an attempt to blow 
up the British ship Asia, in tiie harbour of New- 
Y^>rk. He died in 18S1. 

LRE, Samuel, a learned and distinguished 
Engibb divine, afterwards flist minister at Bris- 
tol, Rhode Island ; he died in 1691, on his return 
to England. 

LEECHMAN, Dr. WlUlam, pilnHpal of the 
rollege of (Glasgow, bom In 1706. died In 178S. 
His publications wprc few, but they are gene- 
rally known and admired, and will remain last- 
ing monimicnts of a devout and benevolent 
heart as well as of an enlarged and highly cul- 
tivated understanding. • 

LEEPE. John Anthony Van der, a Dutch

LEE8E, Anna, a native of Engbind, of ob- 
scure origin, and of doubtful character, was the 
founder of the society of shakers.

LINANT, Michael, a French poet, the Inti

in I74». 

LINCOLN, Benjamin, a dlsUngnisbed officer 
anda maJor-Kencral in the American army, dur- 
ing tbe revolution. His services were conspi- 
cuons through tbe war. He was second in com- 
mand at the capture of Butgoyne, commander 
of tb^ forces in tbe southern states, was tak^n 
prisoner at Charleston, and exchanged, and af- 
terwards shared in the siege of Yorktown, and 
•tiperlntended tbe capitulation of Corowallls. 
After the war, be was repeatedly in public life, 
was lienieaant-govemor of Massachusetts, and 
eoUeelorof tbe port of Boston ontU 1809. He 
died in 1810. 

LINCOLN, Levi, a member of congress ftom 
MassadratetlB. was attorney-general of the Uni- 
ted fHates, and for a time, acting secretary of

LIND, Dr. James, a celebrated medical wri- 
ter, died in 1794, 

LINDANUS, WUliam, a DntdiAan, made 
first bishop of Ruremonde, bv Philip II., of 
Spain. He wrote some Latin books in defenc* 
\f the catholic religion, and died in 1588. 

LINDENBRUCH, Frederic, a Fleming, tha 
laborious and learned editor or Virgil, Terence, 
and other classics. He died in 1638. 

LINDSAY, John, a learned divitie, for many 
yean minister of the dissenting congregation in 
Aldersgate-street, London. He wrote several 
books, and died in 1768. 

LINDSAY, Sir David, of the Mount, Lvon 
King at Arms, an ancient Scotch writer and dra- 
matic poet, bora in 1496, died in 1557. Bis chief 
writings were, ''SaUrcs on the Vices of tija 
Clergy.** His poetical works w^re published in 
1806. 

LINDSAY, David, after studying in foreign 
universities, retnraed to support the reformed 
religion against queen Mary. He wrote a Ilia- 
tory of Scotland, and died in 1563. 

LINDSEY, Tbeophilus, bora in 1733, took hla 
degrees in arts at Cfambridge, and obtained, af- 
ter other preferments, the valuable living of 
Cauerick, in Yorkshire ; which, bowevar, be 
resigned, in 1773, having embraced the Socinia* 
system. He then settled fan London, where be 
opened a chapel, in Essex-street, Strand, la 
which he officiated tiU 1793, wlien be redred 
from the ministry. He died in 1808. 

LIND WOOD, William, divinity professor, at 
Oxford, ambassador to Spain, and afterwards 
bishop of St. David's. He wrote tbeconatUu- 
tion of tbe archMshopt of Caoterbary, and 
died in 1446. 

LINGELBACK, John, a celebrated German 
landscape-painter, of tbe ITih century. 

LINGUET, Simon Nicolas Heaiy.aFraBch 
writer, born at B helms. He was educated a 
lawyer, and rose to tbe highest eminence at an 
advocate. He wrote "Theory of Laws, Me- 
moirs of theBaatile, Political Annals,** and many 
oth^r works. Be fell under the guillotine, in 
1794. 

L1NIERE, Frafnds, a French poet of great 
literary merit, but of dissipated character, aad 
an obstinate atheist, died An 1704. 

LINING, John, M. D., a native of Scotland,

LINNjEUS, Charles Von, the Iktbte of mo- 
dera botany, was bora at Smaland, in Sveden, 
1707.

LISLE, Sir George, leamt the art of 'war in 
Flanders, and distinguished himself in the civil 
wan of Great Britain..

LITTLETON, Adam, an excellent EngllA 
philologist and ^ammarian ; an inde(^tlg&bte 
restorer of the Latin tongue, as appears from hl« 
^' Latin Dictionary,'* and an excellent critic in 
the Greek, bom in 1637, died in 1694. 

LITTLETON, Edwar^, an English dhrlm 
«ndpoet,ln irJ4. 

LITTLETON, Edward, a distinsuisbed mem- 
ber of parliament, chief justice or the court of 
common pleas, k>rd keeper ef the great seal, 
and afterwards made a peer, 1^ the title of h>nl 
Littleton ; he died In 1645. 

LITTLETON, John, an active member of 
parliament. His attachment to Esoex was the 
cause of his being condemned as a conspirator, 
though he was saved from execution by Sir 
Walter Raleigh ; he died in prison In 1600.

XilVINGSTON, John, a Scotch presbvter.

He went to Holland, where he continued t» 
preach. He was author of some letters, and 
died in 1672. 

LIVINGSTON, William, LL. D., ap emineot 
lawyer, of New- York, and a zealbus advocate 
of the rights of the colonies, removed to New- 
Jersey, and was chosen a member of Congress, 
and afterwaids governor of that stale ; he died 
in 1790. 

LIVINGSTON. John, D. D.. kn eminent di- 
jvlne, of New- York, bora in 1746. He waspastor 
of the Dutch rdbrmed church in the dty of New- 
York, and. at the same time, professor of theolo- 
gy in the theological seminary of that chnrcb ; 
and on its removal to Queen*0 college, N. J., he 
was placed at the head of the institution ; he 
died at New-Brunswick, in January, 1835.

LIVIN^TON, Philip, a member of Con- 
gress, in 1?76, and one or the signers of the de- 
Anne, andnelaratlon of Independence; he died hi 1778. 

LIVINGSTON; Robert R., a distinguished 
member of congress from New- York, was one 
of the committee which drew up the declsration 
of Independence, and after Its adoption, wte. In 

1780, appointed secretary for foreign aflUn. 
He wai^ afterwards chancellor of the state of 
New- York, and minister from the United States 
to France. He raaterhUly asristed Fulton, by 
rapplying him with ftmds, both In France and 
at home, to enable hhp to pursue his experi- 
ments, and to carry his discoveries Into eflkci.

LIVIUS, Titiu, tbe beat of the Eoman blato- 
rians, bom at Padua, 59 B. C. The history of 
Livy, lilce other great work* of antiquity, ia 
tranainiued doim to ua exceedingly mutilated 
and imperfect. Its books were originally 142, 
of which only 35 are extant. It cooim^ced 
with the foundation of Rome, and cnnckided 
about 13 B. C. The encohiiums bestowed upon 
Lfvy, by both ancients and modems, are great 
and numerous ; but probity, candour, and im- 
partiality, are what have most particularly 
distinguished him above all historians. He 
died A. D. 17. 

LLOYD, William, an Engttah prelate, anc-

bard of merit ; who flourished from 1170 to 1S90. 

LLYWARCH HEN, a Welch poe;, distin- 
guistied also as an able defender orchis country 
against the Saxon invasion, in which he is said 
tohaTeloat24sans. He flourished about 630, 
and died aired 150. 

LLYWKLYN AP JOftWERTH, king of 
North Wales. He was a wise, active, and war* 
.ike prince ; he died in 1240. 

LLYWELYN APSIT8YLT, a Welch king 
3f South Wales. He was killed in batUe, in 
1021. 

LLYWELYN V ARDD, a Welch poet^some 
»f whose pieces have heed preserved. He 
lonrished between 1 130 and 1 180. 

LLYWELYN O LANGEWYDD, or 
LLYWELYN SION, a Welch bard, of Gla- 
Borfan, who died in 161b. He often presided at 



leetings of the bards. 

LLYWELYN. Thomas, author of a history 
^f the diflbrent editiom of the Welch Bible, in 
which he evinced great learning ; he died In 
1796. 

LOBB, Theophiltts, a imtive of London, an 
eninent physician. He wrote some tbeologi- 
eah and some medical tracts, and died in 1703. 

LOBEL, Matthias, a native of Lisle, who de- 
voted himself to the study of botanv. After 
travelling in most paru of the continent, he 
went to England, where he was nominated

LOBKOWiTZ, Boleslaus dc Hniisnn«>tein, 
baron de, a Bohemian nobleman, who, aftrr 
visiting several countries, and making iiim^tilt' 
famous as a negotiator and warrior, eitierrd 
the clerical profession ; he died in 1510. 

LOQO, Jerome, a jMuit, of Lisboa, who was 
sent on a mbsion to the Indies, and pofl(Hratr>fl 
into Abyssinia, of which be publi^od a very 
accurate account, and died in 1678. 

LOBO, Rodrituex Francis, a celebrated P<>r. 
tuguesepoet, whose works were publishi-d in 
1721. 

LOCK, Matthew, an excellent musician, of 
Exeler, published some muaical pieces, in 1657 ; 
and after the restoration, was employed as a 
composer of operas. His voeal music is stlil 
greatly esteemed: he died in 1677. 

LOCK ART, Alexander, author of ** Memoirs 
of Scotland,*' was bora, near Edinburgh, in 
1673, and killed in a duel, in 1732. 

LOCKE, John, the most celebrated philoso- 
pher of the age he lived in, and one of the 
brigthest omamenbi of English literature, was 
born in 1632. By the patronage of lord Sbafte* 
bury, he held a respectable sKuatioo under go- 
vernment, and wrote some tMe polltieal tracts. 
HiK lordship, however, being at length compel- 
led to fly to Holland, to avoid being prosecuted 
for high trea^n, Mr. Locke foUov^ htaa. In 
1686, the English demanded him of the States 
General, on suspicion of his being eeocera- 
ed in Monmouth's rebdlion. On thn, he kepi 
himself private fbr several months, «nd em- 
ployed the time in preparing for the press that 
work which has Immortalfzed his nanio and 
fame, "The Essay pn the Human Understand- 
ing." It#as not published, however, tlB after 
the reVohition^ an event which restored bim to 
his native countrv. The latter years of his Kf^ 
he devoted chiefly to religious retirement, and to 
the writlnff of works on theology, and died a 
the seat of lady Maaham, in 1704. 

LOCKE, Samuel. D. D., a native and dlsdn. 
gufshed minister of Massachusetts, was, fbr 
several years, president of Harvard college ; he 
d\e6 after 1773. 

LOCKER, John, an English gentleman, de- 
voted to literary pursuits, a!nd an author of some 
works ; he died in 176a 

LOCKMAN, John, author of *« Rosalinda,** a 
musical drama, ** David's Lamentations,** and 
other works ; he died in 1771. ' 

LOCK WOOD, Samuel, !>• !>•, •n American 
clergyman, settled in Andover, Coanectictit, 
dleifln 1791. 

LOCKYER, Nicholas, CromwelPs chaplain, 
and author of some theological traeu ; he died 
in 16&I. 

LODBROG, Regner. a c«lelirated kbig of 
Denmark, at the beginning of the 9th centur>'. 
He was a warrior and poet, fUH of fanaticism 
and religious f^vnzy. 

LODGE, Dr. Thomas, an BngUsh phviriciaa 
and dramatic writer, died Id I9a. We ffnd him 
characterised, by many of hia cotemnorary 
poets, as a man of veiy^onsiderable genios. 

L0EWE3n)AL, Ulric Frederic Wddemar, 
count de, a native of Hamburgh, distinguished 
as an oflker In the service of Poland, and after- 
wards of Denmark, against Sweden. He was 
finally a fldd-manbal of France, and died in 
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^OOAN, Frederic, baron de, a Gennan poet, 
of Gouklerable merit, urboae EDtsriims, lu.

LOGES, Alaiy Bruneau, a French lady, mucli 
adaiired for her wit and genius, particularly by 
tiie Iting of Sweden, and the duke of Orlean*, 
and caUed the tenth muse. Stie has left none 
of her poetry behind her. 

LOUENSTBIN, Daniel Gaapard de, a learn 
ed Gennan, who wrote some dramatic pieces, 
and other works ; he died to 1683. 

LOIR, Nicholas, a painter, born at Parte, the 
disciple of Le Brun. He died professor of tti^ 
academy of painting. 

LOKMANTramamed the Wise, Bometii_„ 
tailed Abie Anam, or father of Anam, a phllo- 
•opber and flri>nttsc of great account among the 
Eastonis. Being <m>m*>1(^1x»w he had attain- 
ed so eialted a pitch of wisdom and virtue, 
Lokaum repUad, "It was kry alwavs speakinir

LOLLARD, Walter, founder «f the religious 
aeet called Lollards, who denied the power and 
ialueoeeof the vti|dnBlaryover Christ; taught 
tint the mass, bapUam, and extreme unction, 
were of no use or avail ;. retjected the form or 
tlie penitential, and renounced all obedience 
both to the ecclesiastical and civil magistrates. 
He was burnt for heresy at Cologne, in 1322. 

LOLME, John Lewis de, LL. D., a native of 
Geneva, in which country he practised as an 
advocate tUl he w^t lo England, where he pub- 
Hailed, in 1775, a oelebrated treatise, V On the 
Conetltution or England;** a work well known 
and Justly esteemed. Junius recoaunended it 
tothe MihUc, as deep, soOd, aad ingenious; and 
ia the British senato It'was honoured with the 
applans^ of a OaiMlen and a Ohatham. He 
pubUabed, besiftaa, « *' History of the Flacel- 
laata, or Memorials of Human Suoerstition, Tm- 
itaicd from the Abbe BolMau.** Dr. De Lolme, 
died In Switzertahd, in 1807. 

LOM, losM Van, a pfaysiBiaar^ho praeUsed 
atToomayaidBniMa.

LONG, Thomas, an able divine, born at Ex^ 
ter. He was author of the history of the Dona- 
tists, Examination of Hales' Treatise on Schism, 
Sec. ; he died in 1700. 

LONG, Dr. Roger, a verv eminent astronn 

•r, and author or an excellent treatise on that 
science. He erected in one of the rooms of 
Pembroko eoUefe, of which he was master, a 
sphere of eighteen feet diameter, elevated to 
the latitude of Cambridge, wherein thirty per- 
sons might sit convenientiv : it is turned wit It 
great eaat fagr a ami^ winch, though the whole 
weight is above 1900 lbs. He was bom in Nor- 
folk, in 1679, and died in 1770. 

LONGBEARD, William, a facetious priest, 
nolorkMis fbr raising seditions in London, in the 
rei^ of Richard I. He wm torn to piecas hf 
horses, and then bung upon a galtows.

appointed him sovereign judge of all authors ;

LOT, son of Haran, and nephew of Abm- 
ham. When Sodom was about to be destroyed,

LOTKN, John, a A)od landscape painter, of 
the English school, though a native of HoUaad, 
died in 1681. 

LOTH AIRE I., son of Lewie the Debonnaiie, 
Was partner on the tlirone of Germany with 
his fkther. In 817, and made king of Lombard 
three years atter. He revolted against bis Ik- 
ther, seized him, and shut him In prison. 7*hb 
conduct brought on a war in which an immensa 
number of lives were sacrificed. Lothaire died 
in 885. 

LOTHAIRE II., duke of Saxony, afterwards 
king, and then emperor of Germany ; he diad 
in 1157. 

LOTHAIRE, king of France, son of Lewis 
IV. His wife, Emma, gave him potoon, 9t 
which he died in 980. 

LOTHAIRE, king of Lorrafaia, abandoned

LOUIS m., son of Louis II., shared the king- 
dom with his brother Carloman. with ^hom he 
lived in perfect onion ■ Louis died in sas, and 
Carloman became sole king of France. 

LOUIS IV.,sttmamed Transmarine, because 
he resided 13 yean in England, succeeded to 
the throne of France In 036. He was killed by 
a (kll from bis horse while bunting in 954. 

LOUIS v., su^named the Lazy, su<iceeded his 
fkther Lothalre in 966. He was Tigorously 
preparing to march against the Saracens, when 
he was poisoned by bis queen Blanche, in 967, 
He was succeeded by Hugh Capet. 

LOUIS Vl., called the Big, succeeded to the 
tlirone In 1108. He waa disturbed by external 
quarrels, and internal factions; but he was a 
iwise and popular monarch, benevolent as a 
man, impartial as a judge ; he idled in 1137. 

LOUIS VIL, the Young, son and successor of 
the preceding, was early engaged in a quarrel 
with the pope, and was excommunicated by 
him. He made a crusade with an army con- 
sisting of 80,000 men, to Faleatine, but was de- 
featedbv the Saracens ; he died at Paris, in 1180. 

LOUIS Vni., surnamed the Lion, succeeded 
bis fkther, Philip Augustus, in 19S3. He waged 
ncceasftil war axaiust the Engli^, and took 
lane possesflona from them ; he died In 1336. 

LOulS IX., called Saint, son of the precedios 
Re made two crusades, during tbe last of whicl 
ka died at TnniM, in 1^0, aiul was canonized 
by Bonefkce VIu. 

LOUIS X, called Rutin, succeeded his father, 
Philip the Fair, in 1314, and died in 1316. 

LOUIS XI., ascended the throne in 1461, an 
nngratafUl wretch, who rebelled against bis 
father, and afterwards poisoned hu brother. 
Daring his reign, rebellion and carnage were 
eoramon occorrences ; and be has been deserved- 
ly called tlie Tiberias of France. He died in 
1483. 

LOUIS XU.. surqamed the. Just, asc^ded 
the throne in 149a He engaged in war with 
oeartv all tlie neighbouring states, bat was an 
aoMabie monarch, and greatly beloved by his 
solb^ects ; he died in 1S15. 

LOUIS XIIL, samamed the Just, ascended 
the tiirone in 1610. He was guided. in his con- 
dnct by tlie celebrated cardinal Richelieu, who 
from motives of ambition kept him at war dor 



ingmost of Us reign ; he died In 1642.

LOUIS XY., ascended the throne in 1715. 
Dartaig iili nigo, France was almost constantly 
at war. The contest with England, concivning 
tbe poasearing of Canada, ended with gren loes 
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of tenliory to France. Louis died of a seeood 
attack of tbe small pox, in 17^4. 

LOUIS XVI., ascended the throne in 1774, 
having married the celebrated Maria Antoinena 
of Austria, in 1770. He was a benevolent, vir- 
tuous, and amiable man, much attached to re- 
ligion, and anxious to make his subjects happy. 
By his sukiiecu he was treated in the vilest 
manner, called a tyrant and traitor, and Anal^ 
beheaded by a perjured tribunal, in 1793. 

LOUIS XVIIL, brother to Louis XVI., dar- 
ing the reign of Terror, and that of Baooapana, 
being obliged to leave his country, he wandered 
from place to place, aa his safety required. He 
finally went to E^ngfand, where be remained till 
1814, when the allied powen placed him on tha 
throne of France. On the approach of Napoleoa 
from his retirement, he was obliged anin to 
fly, but was again placed on bis throna by tlio 
allies. He was a mild and amiable pdace, con- 
sulting the wiahes and happiness of his people ; 
he died in 1825. 

LOCIS I., called the Pious, king of Germany, 
was a powerful modarch, and rendered himself 
formidable to his nelgbboun ; he died in 87^ 

LOUIS II., son and successor of the preced- 
ing, defeated his uncle Chartea the Bald ; he 
died In 883.' 

LOUIS UI., king of Germany. See LOUIB 
UI., emperor. 

LOUIS I., of Anjou, kii« of Hungary and 
Poland, succeeded Charles O., la 134S, and dleSl 
in 1382. 

LOUIS II., was king of Hungary, after hia 
fkther Ladlalaus, and was droomed in a otanb, 
as he fled from a field of battle, In 1586. 

LOUIS, prince of Tarentum, married Jum. 

Sueen of Naples, and was crowned kiog^of^ 
Faples^ in 13SS. 

LOUIS I., duke of An>ou, second son of John, 
king of France. The kingdom of Naplea was 
left bihi by tbe will of oueen Jane, but failing 
to obtain it, he died of a broken heaxt, in 1384.

LtJBIENETSKi, Stanislaus, a gentleman of 
Poland, and celebrated Socinian minister, born

martvr. 

LUBI^, Bllhard. a learned protestant, bom 
in Oldenburgh, and professor of poetry, at Ros- 
tock ; he died in IQ9I. 

LUBIN, Augustin, geographer of tbe French 
king, was the author of several works, and died 
in 1095. 

LUC, Jean Andre de. bom at Geneva, In 
1790. As a chymist and geologist he was pre- 
eminent ; and his labours were all rendered 
subservient to the best interests of mankind, In 
illustrating tbe evidences of natural and re- 
vealed religion'. His principal work Is, <* Geo- 
logical Travels In the North of Europe, Eng- 
land, France, Switzerland, and Germany." Ilr 
De Lnc, died at Windsor, In 1817.

MARION, Francis, an active and sueceisful 
partisan oiteer of tbe revolution, wbo for bis 
activity, braveiy, and usoAilne», received the 
tbanlcB of congress and was promoted to tbe 
rank of br igadie r general; be died in 1795. 

MARIOTTE, jSdme, a native of Dijon, knbwn 
m an able malberoatkian, and learned ecclesi- 
astic; be died in 1684. 

B1ARIU8 CAIU8, a celebrated Roman, seven 
times consul. - By a series of exploits, he be- 
came tbe most popular commander of Rome, 
but bis dispntes with Sylla proved fttal to tbe 
Roman people ; be died 86 B. C. 

MARIU8, Marcos Aurelins, a common soldier, 
wbo rose to tbe imperial purple of Rome. He 
was a man of astonishing strength of body; but 
was slain by a soldier soon after his elevation.

but in a state bordering on want, in 1799. Tbreo 
years before bis death, belht nomi n a t ed to tba 
legislature, be went to tbe Electoral Assembly, 
and, thanking bis fellow-dtixens for this mark 
of respect, sold to them, "You behold, my 
friends, a body enfoefaled by ago; buttbeiwart

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MATHIAS CORVINUS, king of Rangary 
and Bohemia, in 14S8. He broke the conspiracy 
of Hungarian lordi, who invited Frederic HI., 
to take possession of the crown. He was a 
great warrior, but a aood and benevolent king, 
and iiintroduced order, and reformed abuses 
amonsbis subjects ; he died in 1490. 

MATHIAS, Christian, a native of Holstein, 
pntfessor of divinity and philosmiby at various 
universithss. He wrote UistoriaFatrlarcharum 
ate., and died in 165& 

MATHON DE LA COUR, James, a French 
mathematician, and an active membw^ of the 
academy at Lyons. He wrote Elements of Dyna- 
mics, and Mechanics, and other works, and died 
in 1770. 

MATHON DE LA COUR, Charies Joseph, 
son of the itoecoding, was distinguished at Paris 
for his literary labours, and tho prizes he obtain 
ed in the various learned academies there. A 
mong bis works, he wrote on the danger of 
reading books hostile to religion.

BIATTHEW CANTACUZENUS. son of 
John, emperor of Constandnoplefand partner 
on the thrqne with him In 1534. He composed 
nme commeniaxies on Solomon's Song. 
MATTHEW, of Westminster, an English 
historian, of the 14tti century, very much es- 
teemed tot his veracity, acuteness, and dili- 
gence. 

MATTHEWS, Tobias, an able and eloouenl 
divine, in the reign of James L. was made bi- 
shop of Durham, and afterwards of York ; he 
died in 1098. ^ 

MATTHEWS, Thomas, a native of Glamor- 
ganshire, eminent as a naval commander ; he 
died in 1751.

MATY. Paul Henry, M. A., P. R. S.. son of 
the preceoinf . His whole life was taken up in 
Itteraiy pursuits. In Jamiary, 1783, ho set on 
fbot « Keriew of Publications, principally fo- 
rei^i ; dnd no man was better cpiallAed fbr the 
employment He was bom in 1745, and died in 
17B7. 

M AUCHARD, Borehard David, protasorof 
anatomy and plnnilc, at Tubingen, and physician 
to the di|ke of Winemberg. He wrote various 
tracts on his profession, and died in 1751.

M AUPERTUIS. Peter Lewis Moreao de, an 
mnlnent Prench pmloeopbM, bora in 1096. In 
1736 he was placed at the head of the academi- 
dans who were sent Into the North by the king 
of Prance, In order to determine the figure of the 
MTth, which was executed with great success.

MAUTOUR, Philibert Bernard Moreaa d^ 
auditor of the Paris chamber of accounts, and 
member of the academy of inscriptions. Be' 
wrote some poems and other works, and died 
in 1737. 

MAXCY, Jonathan. D. D., professor of divi- 
nity, and president or Brown university, and 
afterwords president of Columbia college. Bomb 
"arolina ; he died in 1830. 

MAXBNTIUS, Marcus Aarelius Valeria^ 
ion of Majdmianus Hercules, declared himeeii 
emperor of Home, in 300 He was defeated If 
Constantine, and drowned In the Tiber, in 919L 

MAKIMIANUS, Marcus Aurellns ValerhM 
Hercules, a Roman emperor, who rose to that 
(fignlty from the rank of a common soldier. He 
was put to death by order of Constantihe, tali 
son-in-law, tn 310. 

MAXIMIANUS, Oalerins Valerius, a shep- 
herd, raised to the Roman throne by DIodesiaa, 
who gave him his daughter In marriage; be 
died in 311. , 

MAXIMILIAN t, arcbdnjre of Austria. so« 
of Frederic IV. He was elected king of tba 
Romans, and afterwards emperor. He was un- 
steady In his attachments, and little to be de- 
pended upon in.polUical alfhlrs : he died in ISlf. 

MAXIMILIAN II., son of Frederic I., was 
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elected king of the Romans, in 1569, and twa 
jrears after, succeeded his father as king of Hoa- 
ffary and Bohemia, and emperor of Germany. 
He waa apeaceftil and well disposed prince, and 
died in 157B. 

MAXIMILIAN, dUke of Bavaria, deserved 
by his courage, the litle of Defender of Oarma- 
ny, by his vrlsdom, that of Solomon. H^ waa 
raised to the dignity of an elector of Germany ;

He excelled 
in etching, of which he has been called the in- 
ventor, and was regarded as Uie rival of Cor* 
regio; he died in 1540. There was anotherar 
tist of the same name, in the 16tb century, wba 
excelled ip historical pieces. 

MEAD, Matthew, an English dissenting di 
vine, and author of some maritorioos worlEi.

MUNCER,or MUNTZER, Thomas, a Saxon 
divine, one of the disciples of Luther, and chief 
of the German Anabaptists. In conjunction with 
Stork, be pulled down all the images lu the 
churches wbkb Luther had left standing ; and 
then, finding an army in bis followers, he com- 
menced levelier, and openly taught that all dis- 
tinctions of rank were usurpations on the rights 
of mankind. At the head of 40,000 men, he 
ravaged the country. The landgrave of Hesse 
at lemth defeated him ; 7000 of the enthusiasts 
feU lnl>attle, and the re^t, with their leader fled : 
he was taken and beheaded at Mnlbanaen, in 
12iS. 

MUNCKBR, Thomas, a learned author, died 
in 1680. 

MUNDAY, Antony, a dramatic author, died 
in 1633. 

MUNDINU8, a celebrated anatomist, was 
bora a*. Florence, and died In 1318. 

MUNICH, Borchard Christopher, of Olden 
bnrgh, learned the art of war under Eugene and 
llarlborouKh. He distinguisbed himself in the 
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service of Peter 1. oFRussla, who made bim a 
marshal ; he died in 1767. 

MUNNICKS. John, professor of phyric and 
botany at Utrecht, died In 1711. 

MUNSTER, Sebastian, a German Lutheran 
divine, eminent for bis great knowledge in the 
Hebrew and other oriental languages, tbe ma- 
thematics, and natural philosophy, and for a 
great number of works which he published on 
aU these sublects, bora in 1480, died in 1558. 

MUNTING, Abraham, a learned botanist, 
of Gronenger, died In 1681 

MUNU8, Don Juan Baptista, a most volo- 
mhious Snanish writer, who published 130 vols, 
of bisiorical und other works, many original 
documents and letters of Columbus, Zimenes, , 
&c, and other productions relating to America, 
and Wtt3 employed in 1779 by tbe kini of Spain 
to write the Uislory of tbe New World. He 
died at Madrid, about 1790. 

MURALT, Bealt Lewis de, a Swiss, who 
travelled 'Over Europe, author of letters on the 
French and English ; he died In 1760. 

MUHAt, Joachim, a soldier of fortune, wbo 
emerged fh>m obscuriw during tbe French re- 
volution, became a distinguished general in the 
armies of France, a duke and marshal of tbe 
empire under Napoleon, and afterwards Unf 
of Naples. He married a sister of Buonaparte ; 
was with him In several of his celebrated cam- 
paigns, In Ei^pt, In Austria, and In Russia, and

N'ORADIN, son of Sangnin, or.Emadeddin, 
sultan of Aleppo and Nineveh. He attacked 
and defeated the crusaders, and died in 1174, 
univeraallv reelected. 

NORDBERG, I. A., i haplain and companion 
of Charles XJI., of Sweden, in all bis miUtary 
adventures. He died in 1745. 

NORDEN, Frederick Lewis, bora in Holstein, 
in 1708. He was a skilful navigator, a great 
designer, and a good mathematician. Having a 
strong desire to examine tbe wonders of Egjrpt, 
he went thittier under 'be patronage of the King 
of Denmark, and nabn'^jied the result in " Tra- 
vels in I^pt and Nubia.'* Going afterwards 
to England, he was admitted a member of tbe 
Royal Society , and on this occasion gave the pub- 
lic '' Drawings of some Ruins and ColoKsal Su- 
tues at TbebM, in Egypt, with an account of the 
same, in a Letter to the Royal Society." He 
died In Prance, in 174S. 

NOROEN, John, an able topographer, and

James L : he died in 1025.

NORRIS, John, a merchant, of Salem, Mas- 
tachusetts, distinguished as one of the founders, 
and a liberal benefactor of the theologica] insti- 
ttition at Andover, hi that state; be died ha 
1808. His wife, Mary, left hy win, 30,000 dol- 
lars to the same institatkm, and a lika gam to 
other religtoua objects. 

NORTH, Franlds, lord Guilford, keeper of 

the great seirir in tbe reigns of Charles U. and 
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James U., a great natural phikwopber, and a«- 
thor of " A Philosophical Esny on Ifualc." 
He was bora about 1040, and died in 1085. 

NORTH, Dr. Jolin, brother of the prendinff,

OLDFIELD; Anne, a celebrated English ac- 
tress, and accomplished woman, was bom in 
1683, and died in 1730. 

OLDFIELD, T. P^ an English youth of extra- 
ordinary genius, died In 1804, in his 16th year. 
At the age of five and a half years his body was 
debilitatM withsiekneai, but his mind presented, 
the finest display of human perfection. He be- 
came a great proficient in mathematics, philoso- 
phy, astronomy, geography, hiatory and paint- 
ing.

on** Plato's politics,** which are losf; but his 
name is particularly fkmous for his treatise *' Of 
Che duty and virtues of the general of an army,** 
which has been translated into several languages. 

0NUPHRIU8,Panviniu8, aeelebrated Augus- 
tine monk, bom at Verona, in 1539, who, apply- 
ing hirosdf to the study of ecclesiastical hUnory, 
continued the ** Lives of the Popes'* be^n by 
Platina.. He acquired the title of the father of 
taistorv ; and died in 1566. 

OORT, Adam Van, ^n eminent painter, of 
Antwerp, was bora In 1557. 

OOST, James Van, a celebrated Dutch pain- 
ter, died in 1600. 

OPIE, John, an eminent English artist, and 

Eofessor of painting. In the Royal Academy, 
e was not merely an excellent artist, but was 
also an admirable writer upon the art. He wai 
bom in 1761, was the son of a hombie carpen- 
ter; he was drawn from his obscurity by the 
kind patronage of Dr. Wolcot (usually called 
Peter Pindar) and died hi London, in 1807.

PAUL, Petrowitz, emperor of Russia, son of 
the great Catherine and Peter III. He married 
for his second wife a niece of the kingof Pniaaia. 
Before be came to the throne, be visited most 
of the nations of Europe, to obtain such infor- 
mation as would be advantageous tobh subjects, 
But he afterwards crew tyrannical, and banished 
a great number of persons to Siberia. He was 
assassinated In 1801. 

PAUL, a celebrated beresiarch, of Samosata, 
a city on the Euphrates. He was bishop of An- 
tiocb, in 980 ; but avowing his belief that Jesus 
Christ was only a good man, endowed with 
great wisdom, he was deposed by the Synod of 
Antioch,ln970. 

PAUL, of Tyre, a rhetorician, who went as 
ambassador from his country to Adrian, A. D. 
190. 

PAUL, thesilentiary, a Greek writer, so called 
from the office he held in the palace of the em- 
peror Justinian. 

PAUL, of Sancta Maria, a Jew', converted to 
Christianity. He became tutor to John 11., 
king of Castile, and was appointed bishop of 
Carthagena, and then of Burgos. This learned 
prelate died in 1445. 

PAUL, deacon of Aquileia, was secretary to 
DIdier, the last king of the Lombards. He was 
afterwards banished, but left his exile for the 
court of the duke of Benevento. He wrote soi 
histories, and died in 801. 

PAUL. Father, a most lllnstrious person and 
onivenal scholar, but porticulariy skilled in the 
canon and civil law, and in physic.

At 33 be went over to 
England, was retained at Drury-lane, and assfat- 
ed in setting the operas which were performad 
there. He died in 1753. 

PEPYS, Samuel, a learned EngUshman, 
known as the indefatigable secretary of tbe ad- 
mirallty.

PERANDA, Santa, a native of Venice, and 
an eminent historical painter, died in 1738. 

PERAU,<Sabriel Lewis Calabre, a French 
ecclesiastic, of tbe Sorbonne, who wrote " Uvea 
of niustrious Frenchmen," and edited Bo8niet*a 
works, k,c. He died in 1767. 

PERCEVAL, Spencer, son of tbe eari of 
Egmont, was bom in 1763. He was educated at 
Cambridge, and became an eminent lawyer. 
An assassin named Bellingham, shot him with a 
pistol, in the lobby of the bouse of commons, 
in 1813. 

PERCIVAL: Dr. Xbomas, an eminent physi- 
cian, and medical and misceUaneous writer, 
was hero in 1740, and died in 1804, and left be- 
hind him an excellent moral character. 

PERCY, WilHam, progenitor of tbe Ulustrioos 
bouse of tbal name, and one of tbe courtien of 
WiUiamthe Qonoueror. His descendants, dis- 
tinguished by their zeal in the cause of their 
sovereigns, were raised in 1377, to the rank of 
eari of Nortljumberiand, by Richard H. The 
most celebrated among them was, Henry, aor- 
named Hotspur, who was at last defeated at 
the battle of Shrewsbury, in 1403. 

PERCY, George, succeeded capt John Smith, 
as president of the colony of Virginia, in 1609, 
and was superseded the foUowlM year. 

PERCY, Thomas, bishop of Dromore, Ire- 
land, .was edibsated at Oxford, and died at Pro- 
more, in 1811; he was author of several works. 

PERDICCAS, one of the generals and suc- 
cessors of Alexander ; be was slain in bis tent, 
by som e of hi s oflicen, 381 B. 0. 

PEREFIXE, Rardouin de Beaumont de, 
archbishop of Paris, and author of a very ex- 
cellent "History of Henry IV. of France;" 
be died in 1670.

PERUGINO, Pletro, an Italian painter, who 
Bueeeeded particularly in the elegant expression 
of hts female figure^t he died In 1584. 

PERUZZI, Balthasar, an ItaHan painter, who

PB8ELLI, Pesello, an elegant historical paint- 
er, of Florence ; be died In 1517, aged 77. 

PE8SELIER, Charles Stephen, h French 
financier, of great industry and aSilities, mem- 
ber of many learned societies.

PETAVIUS, Dionyslus, or DENIS PETAN,

The lilstory of bis 
me and rctgn would demand a volume, and is 
so eventful, as to defy abridgment. He spared 
no pains nor i^tigues to obtain knowledge wbioh 
he tlKHight would be beneficial to his suMects, 
and was emphatically and Justly called the 
"Falherof his Country.*' He died in, 1735. 

PETER II., emperor of Russia,, son of Alexis 
Petrowits. socceeded the empress Catherine at 
tlic age of 15. He banished the fkvoorite mi- 
nister, MenzikoH; and died in 1738, aged 15*. 

PETER ni., emperor of Russia, ascended the 
throne in 1781. His attempts to reform his sul>- 
Jects proving abortive, be was dethroned by his 
queen, Catlterine n., who assumed the reins of 
government He died in 17Q2. 

PETER NOLASaUE, a native of Langue- 
doc, In the service of James, king of Arragon. 
He established the order of mercy, whose' sole 
"business was the redemption of Christian slaves 
from die_power of infidels. He died in 1956. 

PETER of Sicily, author, in the 8th century, 
of a curious and interesting biiuory of the Ha- 
nichees, In Oreek and Latin. In 1604. 

PETER of Clunl, or, the Venerable, was 
a oi&n of great learning, who granted a fViendly 
any lum to the unfortunate Abelard. in 1 130. He 
received pope Innocent IL at his abbey with be- 
coininc magnificence. 

PETER, an ecclesiastic, preceptor, aifd then 
secretary, to William H., king of Sicily. He 
was invited to England by Henry IL. and was 
made archbishop of Bath, and then or London. 
He died in 12U0. 

PETEU, the wild boy, a youth found in the 
woods in Hanover, in 1796, and carried to Eng- 
land by the order of queen Caroline ; but no 
care nor pains could ever make him articulate a 
word ; he oied in 1785. 

PETER LOMBARD. See LOMBARD. 
' PETER MARTYR. See MARTYR. 

PETER O'OSMA, a Spanish ecclesiastic, In 
the ]5ih century, who was, perhaps, the fore- 
runner of tlie reformation, as he wrote and 
preached against the iuikiUbiiity of the church 
of Rome. 

PETERS, Gerard, of Amsterdam, a distin- 
guished landscape |Mdnter, in the 16th century. 

PETERS, Bonaventure, of Antwerp, a paint- 
er, whose marine pieces are much admired ; he 
died in 1653. 

PETERS, Francis Lnoas, an eminent land- 
scape painter, born at Mechlin, died in 1654. 

PETERS, Hugh, a tarbuient Englishman, 
who, became an actor, then a bishop and lectur- 
er, tiien an adulterer, for which be was obliged 
to flee to America; but returned to Budand, 
where, for his violence against Charles I., he 
was bancod and quartored, in 1660. 

PETERS, Hugh, an English Jesuit, known in 
history as the friend and coofesior of James n., 
by Whose adfiee the rain of that monarch was 
hastened. 

PETERS, Charles, an English divine, cele- 
brated for hU theological writtams, died In 1777. 

PBTHION DE VILLENBUVE, Jerome, 
mayor of Paris, and member of the aatioaal 
convention. He was a violent oppoaer of roy- 
alty, and bis Influeace hastened the downfkll 
o.' Louis XVL Us permitted riot and murder 
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him, and seta prieeoD his head. He perished 
by starvation, in 1793. 

PETES OB LA CROIX, Frands, interpreter 
of the oriental languages to Louis XIV., born 
in 1654, and died in 1713, after having compiled 
Kveral useful works relating to oriental bSmmy, 

PETIT, John Lewis, a celebrated surgeon, 
born in Paris. He was invited to visit the kli« 
of Poland, and afterwards wem to Spain to at- 
tend on Ferdinand. He invented some valna- 
bleaurgical Instruknents, and wrote on svfery, 
land died in 1750. 

PETIT, Peter, of France, celebrated for hi* 
mathematical and phUosopbical writings; ha 
died in 1667, aged 60. 

PETIT, Samuel, an eminent French scholar, 
and professor of theology, Greek, and Hebrew, 
at Geneva. He wrote oo classical literature, 
and died In 1645. 

PETIT, Anthony, an cminem pfaysidan, at 
Paris, and afterwards at Orleans. He was a 
copious and learned writer on several parts of 
his profesrioo, and died in 1794. 

PETIT, Peter, a leaned Frenchman, bom at 
Paris, was the author of varkms works of great 
interest, and died In 1687.

His son was also consul at Smyrna, and a man 
of science, and general infonnation, and died in

PBZENAS, Esprit, a learned Jesuit, profewor 
of philosophy, and hydrography, ai Marseilles. 
He died In 1776. 

PEZRON, Paul, a very learned and ingenious 
French historian and antiquary, bom in 1630, 
and died in 1706. 

PPANNER. ToUas, called, from bis extensive 
knowledge, the living Archives of the house of 
Baxony. He died in I7l7. 

PPEPFERCORN, John, a famous converted 
Jew, who had nearly persuaded Maximilian tn 
bum all books except the Bible. He wrote on 
the Fcripcures, and died in 1580. 

PFEFFEL, author of " A History of Germa- 
ny/* died at Paris, in 1807, aged 81. 

PFIEFFER, Augustus, a learned orieiitaltst, 
professor of oriental languages at Wittei^berg, 
Leipeic, and other places. He published several 
able works, and died In 1608. 

PFEIFFER, Lewis, a native of Lucerne, and 
a Aimous general in tne service of Charles IX 
of France, whose life he once preserved ; he 
died in 1504. 

PHiGDON, a native of Ells^ the disdple of 
Ck>erates, and founder of the sect called Eiean 
pbilosophere. 

PHiEDRUS, an ancient Latin author, ad- 
mired for the elegance of his language; he 
lived in the reign of Tiberius. 

PHADRUS, Thomas, professor of ekiquence 
at Rome, early in the 16ch century, and called 
the Cicero of his time. 

PHAER, Thomas, an English physician, who 
published varions medical works, chiefly com 
piled from the French. He also translated a 
part of the ^neid ; he died in 1500.. 

PH ALARIS, a celebrmted tyrant of antiquity, 
bora at Crete; be was partlcularlv crael to- 
ward his enemies. He was putto death by his 
subjects, In bis braxen bull that PerUlus knade, 
and in whieh be was the first to iul^ death, 
563 B.C. 

PHARAMOND, was first king Of France, 
and institutor of the Balique law, wbic** pre- 
vents women from Inheriting real estate. On 
this law Is founded one which excludes females 
tnm inheriting the thnmt of France. He 
in 488. 



PUARNACFJ3, son of MIthridates. king of 
Pontus, revolted against hto father. Cesar da* 
feated him with such facility that he wrote to 
the senate only the foltowing : ** Veni, vldi, 
vlci." ^ 

PHERECRATE8, a Greek comic poet, who 
klourisbed about 330 B. C. 

PHERECYDE8, a philoMpher, of Scyros, 

?I0 B. C, and mas^r of the great Pythagoras, 
here was another of tbe same name 456 B. C, 
{author of " A History of Athens.** 

PHIDIAS, the most (kmous sculptor of anti- 
|quitv, an Athenian, and coiemporary of the 
celebrated Pericles ; he died in 432 B. 0. 

PHILANDER, WiUlaro, a Frenchman, arch- 
deacon of St. Antoninus. He wrote a commen- 
tary on Vttravius, and another on QuintilUan: 
|be died in ]5l{$. 

PHILELPHUS, Francis, aJeamed Italian, au- 
Ithor of several works, professor of eloquence 
at Venice, and secretary of an embassy to Con- 
stantinople. His son Marius was also a man 
of learning, and died In 1480. 

PHILEMON, a comic poet, of Athens, flour- 
ished S74 B. C. ; ^he is said to have died at 101 
years of aee. 

PHILETUS, a Greek pnet and grammarian, 
of Cos, preceptor to Ptolemy Pblladelphus. 

PHILlDOR, Andre Danican.the mostski!fnl 
chess-player pierhaps that ever was known. He 
was also an excellent muftician, and produced 
many French dramatic pieetis of considerable 
merit. He died in 179.% aged 60. 

PHILIP, St, a native of Bethsnida, was the 
first whom Jesus called to become his disciple. 
He was a fisherman, and left a family at home. 
Another of the same name, }vho was a deacon 
In the church, converted a eunuch of Candace. 

PHILIP II., king of .Maeedoik^nd lather of 
Alexander, the Great, was tufnmy renowned as 
a legislator, polltirian, and warrior. He was 
asvaaiinated at a banquet, by Pausanins, a cap- 
taiu of guards, 336 B. C. 

PHILIP Vj, kltig of Macedon, succeeded to 
the throne 2ii20 B. C. His jealousy of the Bo- 
man power, and his alliance with Hannibal 
proved his nila. His dominions were Invaded 
hv the consul Lsvinus, and he was conquered, 
lie put to death his eldest son, Demetrius, and 
died 178 B. C. 

PHILIP, Marcus Julius, an Arabian, who, 
from tbe rank of a common soldier, ascended 
the imperial throne of Rome, bv tbe murder of 
the younger Gordlan, in 344. He was assassi- 
nated in 249. 

PHILIP I., king of France, succeeded Jiis fa- 
ther, Henry 1., in 1060. He was a wicked and 
ambitious prbice. DissatlBtied with his que<Yi, 
Bertha, he carried away Bertraude, wife of the 
count t>f Anjou, and married her. He was at 
war with Enijland and the Flemings, and was 
defeated by both. He died in 1108. 

PHILIP II., sumamed Augustus, king of 
France, succeeded his father, Lewis VII. Jn 1181k 
He was a wise and politic prince, an intrepid 
warrior, an enlij^htened legislator, and an Im- 
partial judge. In conjunction with Richard I., 
of England, be made a cruaado to the Holy 
Land, with 300.000 men, but, though victorious, 
he returned with little glory. He afterwards 
Invaded England, and was crowned king, at 
London, but the nobles throwing oflT their alle- 
giance, he retired, and died In 1283. 

PHILIP HI., or the Hardy, was proclaimed 
king of France in 1270, while In Afrka, on a 
crusade with his father Lewis IX. He defeated 
^9 
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tlie 8>raceD«, aud aiade n truce witli tbem for 
10 jean ; Im died ia 1S86. 

PHILIP IV., or the Fair, succeeded bia father 
Philip Jll. Heenfafed ina long and bloody 
war Willi Edward I., of England, the emperor 
•f Oermaajr, and the count of Flanden, at the 
■ame time. In a battle wltb the Fieminnt 25,000 
of hie enemies were Iciiled, and an equestrian 
■tatue wai erected to the monarch, in the churcb 
of Notre Dame, in honour of Dm victory ; he 
died in 1314. 

PHILIP v., eumamed the Long, king of 
France, the son of Pbilip the Fair, succeeded 
to the throne in 1316. He made war against 
the PlerabigSf renewed the alliance with Soot- 
land, and banished tbe Jews from his kingdom. 
He permitted great cruelties against lepers, who 
were either put to d<;aih or confined ; he died 
in 1531. 

PHILIP DE VALOrS, first king of France, 
of the collateral branch of the Valois, Ascended 
tlie throne in 133a His elevation was disputed 
by Edward HI., of England, and a terrible war 
ensued, In which, at the celebrated battle of 
Cressy, the French lost 80,000 men^ Itlchard 
proposed to decide the war by single combat, but 
Philip declined. He died in,]350. 

PHILIP I., son of the emperor Maximilian, 
and Jane, queen of Spain, obuirtod the Spanish 
throne. He possessed but fhoderate abilities, 
and.diedinli06,agcdS8. 

PHILIP II., son of ChaHes V. and Isabella 
of Portugal, was made king of Sicily and Na- 
ples, in 1554. Ho was afterwards made king 
of Englanc), by miurriage with qacen Mary ; and 
two years after, ascended the Spanbli throne, 
by the abdication of his father. He made war 
against France and England, and was unsuc- 
cessful. Though a man of great abilities, he 
was superstitious and cruel in the extreme ; he 
died in 15<)H. 

PHILIP in., son of PhiUp H. and Anne of 
Austria, became king of Snain at the age of 30. 
He cruelly banished all the Moors from bis king- 
dom, and thus deprived himself of the arts and 
services of a million of his subjects. At the 
siege of Ostend, he tost 89,000 men, and the place 
was of no use to him when taken ; he died in 
1031. 

PHILIP IV., son of Philip HL and Margaret 
of Austria, became king of Spain, in 10S1. He 
renewed the war with Holland, and also de- 
elared war agahist France, in both of which 
he was unsuccessful. The Portugnese rebelled 
against him, and after many bloody attempis to 
reduce them, he acknowledged their indepen- 
dence. Thto weak and effeminate monarch died 
in 1665. 

PHILIP v., duke of Anjou, son of Lewis, 
the dauphin of France, and Maria Amie, ont 
Bavaria, ascended the Spanisli throne, in 1700. 
His elevation was opposed by the archduke 
Charles of Austria, in which England, Holland. 
Savoy, Prussia, and Portugal Joined him, and 
one of the most bloody wars on record ensued. 
In which France finally Joined the Spaniards. 
A peace was sisned between the allied powers 
at Utrecht, in 1713. Ho died in 1746. 

PHILIP the Good, succeeded to the throne 
•f Spain, in 1410. He Joined the English against 
Prance, out afterwards abandoned thbm, and 
Maod the duke de Berri of France, agahist his 
orotber Lewis XI., and encaged in all the tu- 
nuhs of war. He lost the title of Good, by bum- 
tna the town of Dtnan, near Liege, and putting its 
tahabitanu to tha sword ; he died in 1467. 
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PHILIP DE DREUX, bishop of Beanvais, in 
France. He became a famous oeneral, and 
joining the crusades, behaved wita great val- 
our at the siege of Acre. He afterwards Joined 
Philio Augustus against tbe £oclisb,aiMl died 

PHILIP, duke of Swabia, was elected em- 
peror of Germany, In 1196. He waaapdaeeof 
great wisdom, and strong powws c« mind; 
his memory Is still reelected in Germany. He 
died in 1908. 

PHILIP the Bold, son of John, Ung ofFrance, 
and duke of Burgundy, was a brave and vlr* 
tuous prince, but unfortunately so profnae in 
his expenses, that his body was sdxed after 
death, by his creditors, and it was with difficulty 
his duichess could redeem iu He died in 1404. 

PHILIP of Orleans. See ORLEANS. 

-PHILIP, hifum of Spain, was placed in poa- 
session of the dutcbies of Parma and Placentia, 
and alter having signalised liimself in war, he 
devoted himself to the prosperity and improve- 
ment of his subjects ; he died, universally re- 
gretted, in 1765. 

PHILIP, governor of Jerusalem, in the time 
of Antiootius Epipbaues, bebavcu with great 
cruelty to the Jews, and compelled tbem to 
change their religion. He was put to death by 
his rival Lyaias. 

PHUilPthe Solitary, a Greek author, about 
1105. 

PHILIP, of the Holy Trinity, a French eccle 
siastic, who travelled Into the Levant. Peivia, 
and India, and aflerwards visited all the coo* 
venu in Europe ; be died in 1671. 

PHILIP, an Indian sachem, notorious for tbe 
bloody war» he waged with the early settlers 
of New-England, which had nearly extermina- 
ted the ooioniBts. He was killed by tbem ia 
1676, and his forces destroyed. 

.PHILIPS, Thomas, a native of Ickford: 
be wrote the Life of Cardinal Pole, a work oi 
great celebrity, in which be supports the princi- 
ples of the Komish church, and thus brought 
upon himself a host of opponents. He died at 
Liege, in 1774. 

PHILIPS, Fabian, a learned Engltah anti- 
quary, wlm Was a zealous supporter of Charles 
t., and strongly protested against his execution 
He died in 1600. 

PHILIPS, F^ward, a nephew of Milton, 
bom in 1630. He bublisbed several works, one 
of which was a dictionary entitled " A New 
Wortd of Words." 

PHILIPS, Catherine, an EngUsb ladv of 
great wit and accomplishments, chiefly distinT 
guished for her skUl in poetry; she died In 1664, 
aged3S. 

PHILIPS, John, BB eminent English poet, 
died in 1708. 

PHILIPS, Ambrose, an English pastoral and 
dramatic poet, and pomkal writer, died ia I74t, 
aged 7a 

PHILLIPS, George, was the first mintiter of 
Wateitown, Mass., and died in 1664. 

PHILLIPS, Samuel, a clergyman, at Ando- 
ver, Mass» wrote some sermons, and died 1771. 

PHILUPS, John. LL. D., a naUve of Maa- 
sachnsetts, distinguished for his liberal endow- 
ment of an academy at Aodover, and another 
at.

PHILLIPS, Ramud, LL. D., a member of 
congress in 1775, and afterwards lieutenant-go-

PINKNEY, William. LL. D., a distinguish- 
ed lawyer, of Maryland, was bora in 1765. He 
was minister of the United States to tbe court 
of St. James; attorney-general of the United 
States; a representative in Congress ; minister 
to St. Petersburg, and to Naples ; and a mem- 
ber of the senate of the United States from Ma- 
ryland. In all these offices, be acquitted him- 
self with distinguished abiUty. He died in 1823. 

PINON, James, of Paris, distinguished at the 
bar for his eloquence bod integrity. He died in 
1641. 

PINSON, Rich^, a native of Normandy, in 
the service of Caxton. He excelled as a printer, 
and printed the Magna Charta, and ouer hooka 
and dted in 1530. 

PINTOR, Peter, a Spaniard, and phyttelan 
to pope Alexander VII. He was an able writer, 
and died in 1503. 

PINTURICCIO, Bernardino, the Inventor, in 
Italy, of a new way of painting, in the 15tb sen* 
tury ; ho died In 1513, aged 50.

from his confinement in tne Tower, in 17()3, in 
a speech thai did him honour. His wise and 
spirited behaviour on this remaikable occasion 
was so acceptable to tlie nation, that the city of 
London presented him with the freedom of their 
corporation in a gold box, and desired his pic- 
ture, which was put up i^ Guildhall, with this

in 1189. In the beginning of his reign he letl 
England fur a crtsiule to the Holy Land, where, 
after displaying great bravery, be defeated the 
infidels under Saladin, and embarked for Eu* 
rope. In his return he was shipwrecked, taken 
prisoner, and hold in captivity by the emperor 
Henry VI., until he was discovered and ran- 
somed by his subjects. He was killed wbila 
besieging Cbalus, in 1199. 

RICHARD II., succeeded bis grandftither 
Edward IIL, on the throne of England, in 1377. 
His reign was disturbed by the rebellions of Wai 
Tyler, and afterwards of his nobles, under Hen- 
ry of Lancaster, who defeated him and took 
him prisoner. He was deposed by pariiament, 
and killed in Pontefract castle, in 1400. 

RICHARD IU., duke of Gloucester, and 
brother to Edward IV., obtained the throne by 
murdering his nephews, Edward V. and Richard 
duke of York. He was defeated and slain in 
the battle of Bosworth field, by Henry, eari of 
Richmond, his rival, in 1485. 

RICHARD I., sumamcd the Feariess, duke 
of Normandy, succeeded his €uher William, 
tn 94^ : he died in 996. 

RICHARD il., sumamed the Good, son of 
the preceding, succeeded his father as duke of 
Normandy ; be died in 1027. 

RICHARD, Thomas, a Benedictine monk in

RICHARDSON, William, a native of Soot 
land, and profesMr of classical literature al 
Glasgow, died iu 1-^14. 
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KICBELET, Ce^r Peter, a French writer, 
author of ft Dictionary of the French language, 
died in lfl98. 

RICHBLIEU, John Annand du Plemte de, a 
great cardinal and minister of sute in France, 
bom at Paris, in 1585, and died in IM2. He 
■bowed himself a patron of men of letters, and 
caused the arts and sciencet to flourish in the 
kinedom. 

RICHER, Edmund, an eminent French theo- 
loffical writer, posMsaed of great powers of 
' mind and of a lively imagination. His writings 
drew on him the censures of the pope's legate, 
and persecutions, which ruined bis health ; he 
died in 1631. 

RICHER, John, abooicBeIler,ofPari8, Icnown 
as the first compiler of the Mercure Francois 
be died in 1665. 

RICHER, Henry, a native of Longueil. wlio 
devoted himself to literary punuits at Paris ; he 
died In 1748. 

RICHER D* AUBE, Francis, author of an 
Enty on the Principles of Right and Morals, 
died at Paris, in 1752. 

RICHER, N.. a French philosopher, who 
first observed the shortenins of the pendulum, 
In 1673 ; a discovery, whleb, in the hands of 
Newton and Heygens, led to the most astonish- 
ingtruths. 

R1CINIER, a Roman ienator, who acquired 
sreat power as a general. Re put to deatli 
Majorian, raised Beverus to the throne, and after- 
wards dethroned Antbemius, bis father-in-law. 

RICIU8, Paul, a converted Jew, professor of 
phlloaophy, at Paris, and afterwards physician 
to the emperor Maximilian. He was highly 
esteemed by Erasmus and other learned men. 

RICOBONI, Antony, of Revlgo, professor of 
eloquence, at P&dua, and died there In 1590. 

RIDER, William, B. A., curate of St. Faith's, 
and many years under-master of St. Paul's 
school, published a " Histonr of England," a 
** Commentary on the Bible,*^ and other works, 
•nddiedinim 

RlDOELY, Thomas, an eminent dissenting 
cleigymao, author of a Commentary on the 
Assembly's larger Catechism, died in 1737. 

RIDLEY, Nkolas, bishop of London, one of 
the principal instruments of the reformation, 
who soflcred jnartjrrdom for it in the reign of 
queen Mary, was bom in 1500, and burnt at 
Oxford, in 1555. 

RIDLEY, Thomas, a distinguished English 
eivillan, was knighted, made master in chancery, 
ntd vlcar-general to the archbishop of Canter- 
bury: be died in 1698., 

RIDLEY, Gloster, an Englisb divine, dra 
matic and theological writer, bom on board the 
Gloster Indiaman, at sea, in 1703, died at Poplar, 
In 1774. 

RIDLEY, James, son of the preceding, was 
author of ** The Tales of tbe Genii,'* and some 
Mher literary performances ; be died in 1765. 

RIDOLFI, Claodlo, a historical and portrait 
palmer, of Verona, died In 1644. 

RIDF ATH, George, aScotchman, dlscingnlsb- 
cd fbr bis attachment to protestantism, and for 
hit bold oimosition to the relicioos innovations 
of James iLihe died in 1717. 

RIEDBSQj, John Herman, baron da, a 
Jevmed German, amb as t ad br fram tbe Prussian 
court 10 Vienna, died in 1785. 

RIE6LB8, M., a native of Denmark, author 
of a valuable bfstory oTbis country, died In 1803. 
RIELEY, Heniy, a dhyiiclan, author of the 
*" Anatomr of Ibe Brtln,*^ poUMied In 1005. 



RlENZl, Nicolas Gabrhii dc, a n»ai) uiw, ^ 
from a low sdtuaiion, raised himself to*«ivereluii 
authority In Rome, la the 14th century, was 
murdereid in 1354. 

RlGALlllI'S, Nicolas, an ingenious Pr^nclf- 
man, dtstingniiihed for hhi great learning and 
iiMlustry ; he was librarian to tlie Iting, and conn' 
Fellor of the parliament of Metz : be died in 
1654. 

RIGAUD, Ilvacynth, an eminent French 
painter, called the Vandyck, of France, bom in 
1663, and died in 1743. 

RILEY, John, an English portrait painter, 
bom in 1646. On sir Peter Lely's death be waa 
made state painter, and died in 1691. 

RIMINALDI, Orazio, an eminent blstoricdl 
painter, of Plea, died In 1638. 

RINALDO, Oderic, a native of Trcviso ; he 
continued " Baronius' Annols," and published, 
in Italian, an abridgment of the entire work. 

RINCON, Antonio del, an admired Spanish 
painter, died in 1500. 

RINGELBERGIUS, Joachim Furtius, an 
eminent writer on mathematics, bom at Ant- 
werp. His German name was Storck ; he died 
in France, about 1536. 

RINUCCLNl, Octavia,an Italian poet, bora 
at Florence, went to France, and is said to have 
there invented the opera ; be died in 1621. Uii 
poetry and operas are deservedly admired. 

RIOLAN, John, a phynician, at Paris, author 
of several works on anatomy and medicine, died 
in 1605. His son John wan also an eminent phy* 
Bician, and professor of anatomy and botany. 

RIPLEY, George, an eminent English mailie 
roatician and alchvmiM, died in 1496. 

RIPPERDA, John William, baron de, a na- 
tive of Gronlngen, who, when ambassador at 
Madrid, so pleased Philip V., of Spain, that he 
persuaded him to settle there, created him d 
duke and peer of the kingdom, and intrusted 
him with the departments of war, finance, and 
marine. Being afterwaitis disgraced, he went 
lo Morocco, wiiere he became a favourite of tiM 
emperor, and a Mahometan ; he died in 1747. 
• RISBRCK, Gaspard, a German writer, au 
thor of Travels through Geraiany, and a Histo- 
ry of Germany ; he died In 1786. 

RISDON, Triftram, author of a History •f 
Devonshire, died in 1640. 

RiSLEY, Thomas, an Englisb dissenting 
clenrvman, died in 1716. 

RITSON, Joseph, an English lawyer and an-i 
tiquary, bora in 17^, and died in 1801 He wrote 
soncs, metrical romances, and some other 

RITTENHOUeE, David, an American phi- 
losopher, who, in' the early part of his life, min- 
gled tbe pursuits of science with the active em- 
ployments of a farnter and a watch-maker. In 
17^ he was invited by the American philoso- 
phical society to join a numl>er of gentlemen 
who were then occupied in making some astro-^ 
nomical observations, when he particularly dis- 
lincuished himself by the accuracy of his csl- 
eulations, and the comprehension of bb mind. 
He after\i'ards constmcted an observatory, 
which be superintended in person, and which 
was the source of many important discoveries, 
as well as greatly tending to tbe general difl'n* 
sion of science in the western world. He suc- 
ceeded the illustrious Dr. Fvanklin in tbe office 
of prraklent of the philosophical society, and 
idled in 1796, aged 64. 

RITTERSHUSIU8, Conradus, a Gennaii 
(civilian, and law writer, bom in 1560, and died 
35f 
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In 1613. He was a man of consummate learn- 
ing, greatly skilled in the Greek and Latin laq- 
gni^es, and ia aaid to have liad Homer and He- 
eiod 00 perfectly by heart, as once, in a conver- 
sation witb a learned young gentleman, to have 
expressed in ttie verses of Homer, all ttiat lie 
bad occasion to say. 

RIVALZ, Anthony, a painter, of Toulouse, 
whose portmlts and historical pieces were much 
admired; he died in 1735. 

RIVARD, Francis, an eminent professor of 
mathematics at Beauvais, and an author, died 
in 1778. 

RIVARD, Anthony de, a French writer, emi 
nent as a man of genius and information, the 
friend of Voltaire, d*Alerobert, and Buffon. 
He died in Germany, in 1801. His writinp are 
numerous. 

RIVBT DE LA GRANGE, Anthony, a Be 
nedictine, of Poitou, author of a History of 
Prance, died in 1749. 

RIVIERE, Henry Francis de la. a native of 
France, who embraced the profession of arms, 
but on account of an unfortunate marriage, re- 
tired to a monastery, where be died in 1743. He 
wrote two volumes of Lettera. 

RrVINUS, Andrew, a physician, and profes- 
sor of poetry and philosophy at Leipdc, died ii 
1656. 

RrvINUS, Auffustus auirinus, a professor of 
medicine, and a dutinguished physician at Leip- 
■Ic, died In 1733. 

RIZZIO, or RIZZI, David, an Italian musi- 
ciaii, attending the Fiedmontese ambassador in 
to Scotland, got into the queen's favour, and was 
made her secretary, and soon arrived at a very 
high degree of royal favour. However, in 1566, 
certain nobles conspired against him, and dis- 
patched him with great brutality in the queen's 
presence, with 56 wounds. 

ROBBINS, Chandlei, D. D., of Plymouth, 
Mass., was eminent in the ministry ; he died in 
17». 

ROBERT DE COURTEN AY, French empe- 
ror of the East, in whose reign the empires of 
Trebizond and Thessalonica were estanlished ; 
be died in 1338. 

ROBERT, elector palatine, chosen emperor 
of Germany, in 1400. He died. Just as a pow- 
erful combination bad been formed Uf deprive 
bhn of the crown, in 1410. 

ROBERT, king of France, sumamed the 
Wise, or the Devout, succeeded his father Hugh 
Capet, in 996. He refused the crown of toe 
empire, and of Italy, preferring to reign over his 
native dominions, and to devote himself to the 
bt&ppiiiess of the French people. He died in 

ROBERT of France, count d'Artois, brothei 
of St Louis, reftised the empire of Germany, 
oilbred him by pope Gregory IX., and accompa- 
nied bis brother to the Holy Land, where he 
behaved with great valour ; be was killed at the 
batUe of Massourah, In 1250. 

ROBERT, count d'Artois, called the Good, 
or the Noble, son of the preceding, distinguished 
himself in an African expedition, and against 
the English and the Flemings. He was kUled in 
• battle with the latter, In 1303. 

ROBERT of Anjou. succeeded his father, 
Cbaries the Lame, on the throne of Naples, in 
1309. He died respected by bis subjects, and by 
foreign powers, in 1343. 

ROBERT the Magnificent, duke of Norman- 
dy, was poisoned on bf s return ftom a pilgriih- 
•ge to the Holy Land, at Nicola, in Bithyuia. 
556 
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He was sncceeded by bis son WiOiam the Coo> 
qoeror, in 1035. 

ROBERT, sumamed Short Sbankf, son of 
VlMlliam the Conqueror, duke of Normandy, 
displayed great valour in the Holy Wars ; but 
on his return,be found himself deprived not on- 
ly of the throne of England, but of Normandy, 
by hhi brother Henry, who detained Itfm a pii- 
soner until his death, in 1134. 

ROBERT BRUCE, a Scotch nobleman, who 
disputed the throne with John Baliol. By tbe 
aid of England he was deposed ; but afterwards 
appearing amonc his countrymen, he was una- 
nimously elected king, and maintained liis ele- 
vation by nis valour. He defeated tbe English 
at the famous battle of Bannockbnm, and died 
in 1329. 

ROBERT, Nicholas, an eminent painter, of 
Lancres, whose birds and plantson vdlum, were 
much admired ; he died in 1684. 

ROBERT DE VAUGONDY, N.. a Fiencfc 
geof^apher of eminence, died in 1766. 

ROBERTELLO, Francis, professor of rheto- 
ric and philosophy, at Padua, and author of 
Commentaries on the Greek and Latin poets, 
died in 1567. 

ROBERTS, Barre Charles, an eminent £ng- 
Ush scholar, died in 1810. 

ROBERTS, Peter, an English divine, eml 
nent as a writer on theological and other sub- 
jects, died in 1819. 

ROBERTS, Charles, of Virginia, remarkable 
for lon^eviw ; he died in 1796, aged 116. 

ROBERl^ON, WiUiam,D. D.,an eminentdl- 
vine, bom in Dublin, afterwards settled in Soot- 
land, and died in 1783. 

ROBERTSON, George, an eminent EqgUsh 
landscape painter, died in 1788. 

ROBERTSON. Dr. WUliam, principal of tbe 
university of Edinburgh, and hi8tori<mapber 
to his majesty, of Scotland, born in I7S1, and 
died in 1793. His histories of *' Charles V.,** 
of " America," and of " Scotland," win long 
continue to be read with jrfeasure, aud impress 
future ages with respect for tbe memory of tbe 
writer. 

ROBERTSON, Joseph, an eminent English 
clergyman, author of a translation of Telema- 
chus, and other works, died in 1803. 

ROBERVAL, Gilles Personne,^eur de, au- 
thor of a Treatise on Mechanics, was prof^aor 
of mathematics at Paris, and died In 1675. 

ROBESPIERRE, Maxhnilian Isidore, a revo- 
lutionary monster, of France, was bore at Arras, 
of a poor family, in 1750. At an early period 
of the French revolution be became the chief 
of the jacobins, and at length obtained tbe su- 
preme command in Prance. A confederacy was 
formed against him, and he was arrested in tbe 
national assembly, and executed in July, 1794. 

ROBIN HOOD, captain of a notorious band 
of robbers, who infested tbe forest of Sherwood, 
in Nottinghamshire, and ftom thence made ex 
cursions to many parts of England in search of 
bob^. He died in 13«7. 

ROBINS, Benjamin, an English matbeiBiti- 
clan of great geiuus and eminence, bom la 1707, 
and died in 1751. He was engineer-general to 
the East India Company ; wrote " New Princi- 
ples of Cruimery;" and is considered as tbe real 
narrator of k>rd Anson's " Voyage round the 
World." 

ROBINSON, Tankred, a distinguished pby 
siclan, author of an Easy on Natural HMoiy. 
died In 1748. 

ROBINSON, Anaitida, an ntaoA ftag^ 
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tflnfer, who beeame aftenrardt coonten of Pe- 
tarborongb, by mtnryiog tbe earl, and died in 
1750. 

ROBINSON, Robert, an EngUih divine, who 
pubttabed a translation of '* 8aurin*s Sermons," 
and an *^ Essay on tbe Composition of a Ser- 
mon,** was born in 1735, and died In 1790. 

ROBINSON, Mary, an elegant English poet, 
dramatist, and novelist, was Docn in 1756, and 
died in 1800. 

ROBINSON, Richard, a native of Yorkshire, 
prebendary of York, afterwards bishop of Ki^ 
lala, and archblsbopof Armagh, In Ireland, and 
created a peer, by the tiUe of baron Rokeby ; be 
died in 1794. 

ROBINSON, Moses, a member of the United 
States senate, from Vermont, and governor of 
that state : he died in 1813. 

ROBINSON, Jonathan, chief Justice of the 
stale of Vermont, and afterwards a senator in 



congress from that state ; he died in 1819. 

ROBINSON, John, a distinguished Engusn 
clergyman, pastor of the English church at Ani- 



■terdam, and afterwards at Leyden, and died 
there, in lOSS. 

ROBINSON, Dr. John, a mathematician, pro- 
fessor of natural philosophy, and afterwards of 
chymiAry, at Edinburgh, was bom in 1730. Be 
wrote *' Elements of Mechanical Philosophy," 
and died in Edlnbnrgb, in 1803. 

ROCHEFORT, William de, a distinguished 
French writer, died in 1788. 

ROCHEFOUCAULT, Francis, duke of, an 
ingenioos French writer, bom in 1613, and died 
I0I68O. 

ROCHESTER, John Wllmot, earl of, a very 
licentious wit and poet, in the reign of Charles 
II., bom in 1648, and died in 1680. 

ROCHON DECHABANNKS, Mark Anthony 
James, a French dramatic writer of merit, dl^ 
at Paris, in 1800. 

RODGERS,John, D. D., a distinguished Ame- 
rican clergyman, pastor of a preslmerlan church 
in New. York, died in 1811. 

RODNEY, George Brydges, a most brave and 
successful E^Ush admiral, bom in 1718, ' 
died in 1703. 

RODNEY, Csear, of Pennsylvania, one of 
the signers of the declaration of Independence. 
RODOLPH, duke of SwaUa, was elected 
king of Germany, in 1077, by some German in- 
surgents. He was soon after killed in battle. 

RODOLPH I., of Hapsburg, sumamed the 
Clement, emperor of Germany, made war with 
the king of Bohemia, and obtained with victory, 
the oeasion of several of his provinces; he died 
in 15291. 

RODOLPH n. son of MazimlUan H., king of 
Bohemia, Hungary, and the Romans, and elect- 
ed emperor in 1576. He was a weak and irrsao- 
hite monarch, and suffered his kingdom to be 
invaded by the Turks, and afterwards divided 
by his brother, without courage to oppose the 
one, or spirit to repress the other. He died in 
1613. 

ROE, sir Thomas, an eminent statesman, aenii 
as ambassador bv James I., to the court of thd 
great mognl, to that of the grand slgnlor, and af- 
terwards to Sweden ; during his absence, lie 
made vahuUe collections of H8S. in the orien- 
tal lancuages, which he presented to the Bod- 
leian liDrary. He was afterwards a memlier of 
parliament and a privy counsellor, and died in 
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Dauphin of France, afterwards professor of as- 
tronomy at Copenhagen, and engaged in the sor- 
vlce of ChrisUan V. ; he died in 1710. 
^ ROENTGEN, N., a German artist, who was 
(employed by Catherine of Russia, in erecting the 
palace of Petersburg, died at tiie close of the 18th 
centnrv. 

ROEPEL, Conrad, a painter, bom at the 
Hague, whose fruit trees and flowers were much 
admired : be died in 1748. 

ROESTRATEN, Peter, an eminent portrait 
painter, of Haorlem, flourished about lOTO. 

ROGER, first king of Sicily, conquered Apu- 
lia, Calabria, and afterwards waged successful 
war against the Eastern empire : lie died in 
1154. 

ROGER, Charles, an eminent prtaiter at Paris, 
In the 16th Century. 

ROGER, Joseph Louis, a physician, of Straa- 
burg. died in 1761. 

ROGER, prior of Hexham, author of a His- 
tory of the Campaign of the Scotch Army onde* 
king David, aboutIl38. 

ROGERS, John, an eloquent and zealoua 
English divine, who suffered martyrdom at the ' 
stake, at Smithfield, in 1555, in the persecuting 
reign of Mary. 

ROGERS, John, D. D., a disUngOished Eng- 
lish divine and controveralal writer, canon and 
sub-dean of Wells, and afterwards promoted to 
the living of St. Giles, London ; he died in 1799. 

ROGERS, Woods, an English clrcumnavlgar 
tor, and writer of his Voyages round the globe ; 
he died in 1733. 

ROGERS, Nathaniel, a descendant of the 
martyr, was minister at Ipswich, Mass. ; he died 
In 1655. 

ROGERS, Ezekiel, first minister of Rowley, 
Mass.. died In 1661. 

ROGERS, John, a native of England, came 
to America when young, and in 1682 was chosen 
president of Harvard college ; be died in 1684. 

ROGERS, WiUlam, D. D., a baptist clergy- 
man, professor of English and oratory in Uie 
University of Pennsylvania ; he died in 1824. 

ROGHMAN, Roland, a distinguished land- 
scape painter, of Amaterdam, died In 1686. 

ROHAN, Henry, duke of, peer of France, 
bom in 1579. He distinguished himself as • 
warrior against Lewis XIII., and also as apoliti- 
cal writer ; hedied of wounds received In bal- 
Ue, in 1638. 

ROHAULT, James, a French phUosopblcal 

id polite writer, bora in 1090. and died in 1675. 

ROLAND DE LA PLATIERE, L M., a na- 
tive of ViUefranche, removed eariy in life to 
Rouen, where he was soon noticed for his know- 
ledge of commerce and political economy, and 
for his writings. He was afterwards a minister 



of Lewis XVf., and'a favourite of the people for 
a time, but was at length proscribed and fled 
fhHn Paris. He committed suicide hi 1793. 

ROLAND, Mary Jane Phillpon, wife <3t the 
preceding, was a woman of strong mind, and 
eminent for her knowledge of the arts, her wit 
and learning. During her hnsband's elevadon 
she assisted him in the transaction of his busi- 
ness, and her house was the rssort of the learn- 
ed, the powerftil, and the intriguing. She waa 
guillotined u an accompUee of the Giroodiais, 

lnlT93. 

ROLAND D*ERCEVILLE, B. 6.. a learned 
and popular man, and prssldent of tne parlia- 
ment of Paris, fell a victim to the revolution, 
ROEMER, Oiaoa, a Danish astronomer, who te 1794. 
waa appointed teacher of mathematica to VUt\ BOLE, MIcbael, an «min«u French.nathtr 
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m«tician, aathor of a tre«Use on Algebrm, and 
died in 1719. 

ROJLLIN, ChariM, a Frencbman, ninioufi for 
doqueoee and skill in Uie belles lectres, and as 
an author, was bora in ]<i61, and died in 1741. 

ROLLINS, Reinbold Henry, a German phi 
loiofflst, author of Lives of PhUocophers, Poets, 
Itc, published in 1700. 

ROLLO, a Norveaian chieftain, who obtained 
the sovereignty of Normandy with the title of 
duke of Normandy, in 912 ; he was the ancestor 
of William the Conqueror, and died about 933. 

ROLLOCK, Robert, a native of Scotland, 
appointed by king James VI., the first principal, 
and profesaor of divinity, in the university or 
Edinbunb ; he died in 1001. 

ROLT, Richard, a miscellaneous and dra- 
matic writer, died in 1770. 

ROMAINE, Rev. WUliam, an emhient and 
▼eiy learned English divine, born in 1714, and 
died in 1795, having published many valuable 
Uieolo^cal works. 

ROMANELLI, John Francis, a painter, bom 
•t Viterbo, patronised by the pope, and elected 
head of the academy of St. Luke, died in 166S. 
HIi pan Urban, was also eminent an a painter, 
and died In 1683. 

ROMANO, Julia, an eminent Italian his- 
torical painter, and architect, and disciple of 
Raphael; be was bom at Rome, in 1493, and 
died in 1546. 

ROMANUS I., emperor of the East, was 
raised to dkitlnction, by saving the Hfe of the 
emperor Basil. He afterwards married a daugh- 
ter of Oonauntine X., who raised him as his 
associate to the throne. After ^zhiMttng ereat 
military talents, united with humanity and be- 
nevolence, he was banished to a monastery, by 
hiiion Stephen, and died in 948. 

ROMANUS U., the Younger, emperor of the 
East, a worthless, and effeminate prince, who 
died In consequence of his debauchery and in- 
temperance, in 963. 

ROMANUS HI., emperor of the Bast, raised 
himself to the throne, by marrying the daughter 
of Constantino the Younger, in 1038. He was 
poisoned, and strangled at the instigatioii of his 
wife, in 1034. 

ROMANUS IV., suraamed Diogenes, wai 
taken prisoner, by a Turkish general, in 1071, 
and generoasly set at liberty by him. On his 
return to Constantinople, he fbund his throne 
usurped by Michael, the son of his predecessor, 
who defeated him in a sulMiequent baUle, took 
hhn prisoner, and^iut out his eyes, which caused 
hii death, in 1071. ' 

ROMANZOFT, N., marshal de, a Russian 
general, disttngulsbed as one of the greatest 
warriors of the age in which ha Uved. He 
defisated the Tnrks at the battle of Ruth, leav- 
ing 100,000 of their army on the field ; be died 
about 1787. 

ROMBOUTS. Theodore, a successful histori- 
eai painter, of Antwerp, died in 1637. 

ROME, DE L*IBLE, John Baptist, a native 
of France, distlngaisbed by bis devotion to the 
•ludy of mineralegy and natural history, and by 
hto Writhifi on those subjects ; be died in 1790. 

SOBfEYN, Tbeodoricas, an eminent Ameri- 
eaa elergiriun, settled at Sobeaeetady, New- 
Tork, and protasor of theology in the reformed 
Diiteb chitrch ; he died in 18M. 

ROMBYN, John B.. D. D., bob of the pre- 
codtaii, pastor of apMsWterian ehnich in New- 
York, where he died hi 1835. 

ROMILLY, John, an tofeiiioaf mtdiairie and 
3S8 
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(clockmaker, of Geneva, author of the article 
in the Eocvclopedia, on clockmaking, and other 
writings, died in 1796. His son, John Edme, 
was a Calvinistic minister at Geneva and Lou- 
don, and the IViend of d'Alembert, Rousseaut 
and Voltaire ; be died in 1779. 

ROMILLY, Sir Samuel, a learned Enalish 
pleader at ihe chancery bar, and a most enl%bt- 
ened and effective member of the house of com- 
mons, was born in 1757. On the death of his 
wife, he became delirious, and destroyed him- 
selfin 1818. 

ROMXEY, George, a celebrated English paint-

wUhottt tbe consent of the king, who caused 
them both to be conveyed to the tower; her 
kttsbmd made bis ncape, but she died in prison 
to 161S. 

SFONDRATf, Frauds, a senator of Milan, 
and stile counsellor, and ambassador of Charles 
v., afterwards took orders, and became a car- 
dinal He wrote the "Rape of Helen,** and 
4ted in IK$, One of bis sons became pope un- 
der the name of Gregory XIV.

SHAKSPEARE, WUIiam, tbe fiuher of tbe 
English theatre, the great poet of nature, and 
the glory of the Britisb nation, was descended 
from a reputable ftunlty at 8tratft>rd-on-Avon ; 
he died in 1616, aged 52. 

SHARP, Granville, a verylearned and ptoot 
man, bora at I>urbam, in 1735, and bred to tbe 
trade of a linen-draper. He was the zeakmt 
and eflbctive advocate for the abolition of Negro 
slavery ; promoted the distributiun of the Scrip- 
tures ; and was critically conversant with tbe 
Greek and Hebrew languages. He died In 1813. 

SHARP, James, archbishop of St. Andrew's, 
bora in 1618, and was assassinated, for bis 
2eal in the cause of episcopacy, in Scotland, la 
1679. 

SHARP, Dr. John, archbtshop of York, and 
eminent as a theological writer ; he died in 1713, 
aged 69. 

SHARP, Thomas, D. D., son of the preceding, 
was prebendary of Durham, and archdeaeon of 
Northumberland.

SYNCELLUS, a monk, of Constantinople, 
in 798, author of a cbconography in Greek and 
Latin. 

SYNESIUS, of Cyiene. an ancient father and 
bishop of tbe Christian cirarcb, who Ikmrlsbed 
at the boning of tbe Stb century. He wr^e 
about 150 episues on philosophical and polemi- 
cal subjects, which are in high esteem with the 
leamed. 

SYN6E, Edward, an eminent Irish prelate, 
bishop of Kapboe, and archbishop of Tnam ; he 
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died in 1741. Ui« father, ancle, a«4 two ions, 
were blsboM In Ireland. 

S YPUAX, a king of Numidia, who revolted 
frooi the Romaiu to the CarthaginianA, an^ to 
Afdrubal, whoee daughter he had married. He 
was defeated by Hasainiata, and died in prison, 
flOl B. C. 



TABOR, John Otho, a native of Lusatia, be- 
came counsellor to the landgrave of Hesse Darm- 
stadt ; be wrote several works on law, and died 
at Frankfort, in 1674. 

TABOUROT, Stephen, called Sieur dcs Ac- 
cords, a French writer, bom in 1549, and died 
in 1590. 

TACCA, Peter James, a native of Carrarajdis- 
tingulshed as an eminent sculptor, died at Flo- 
rence, in 1640. His son, Ferdinand, was also 
an excellent sculptor. 

TACHARD, Guy, a French Jesnit, scut as a 
missionanr to Biam. in 1686. He wrote an ac- 
count of his voyages to that place, and died in 
1694. 

TACITUS, Caius Ck)melius, a celebrated Ro- 
man historian, orator, and statesman, who flour- 
ished under Vespasian, Titus, and Domitian. 
He was born A. U. 56, but the time of his death 
is uncertain. 

TACITUS. Marcus Claudius, emperor of 
.Rome,' in 275, was a wisej benevoleht, and pa- 
Uioiic luonarch, and died in 376. 

TACK A NASH, John, an lodisn minister, of 
Martlm's Vineyard, cotemporary and colleague 
with Haacoomes, died in 16&1. 

TACONNET, Touissant Gaspard, an eccen

dramatic writer, diod in 1774. 

TACaUET, Andrew, a Dutch Jesuit, emi-

TAFFI, Andrew, an artist, of Florence, emi- 
nent for his designs in Mosaic, which he learned! 
and introduced uam some Greeks. He died in 
1»4. 

TALBERT, Francis Xavier, an ecclesiastic, 
and canon of B«Huicon, author of several ele-| 
gies, and some poetical pieces ; he died in 1803. 

TALBOT, John, earl of Shrewsbury, a brave 
aftd warlike Englishman, who distinguished him- 
self in Irelahd, and in the wars with France. He 
was called the Achilles of England, and died in 
1453. ^ 

TALBOT, Peter, a native of Ireland, almo- 
ner to Catherine, wife of Charles U., and arch 
bishop of DubUn, died In 1683. 

TALBOT, Richard, earl of Tyrconnel, bro- 
ther to the preceding, was made viceroy of Ire- 
land by James U., and died in 1692. 

TALBOT, Charles, earl and duke of Shrews- 
bury, was distinguished as the warm promoter 
of the revolution. He was afterwards viceroy 
of Ireland, and high-treasurer of England, and 
died in 1717. 

TALBOT, William, an En^Ith divine, 
dean of Worcester, and successively bhthopofl 
Oxfbrd^Jfarum, and Durham ; he died in 1730. 

TALBOT, Charles, lord, son of the preceding, 
an eminent lawyer and statesman, wo lord 
ebaneelkir of England ; he died in 1737. 

TALHAIARN; « Welsh bard of the 6tb cen- 
tury, who retire^ to the solitude of a hermitage, 
where he was viaited and reverenced as a saint. 

TALIAC0TIU8, Oaspar, or TAOLIACa 
CEf, a professor of medicine and surgery, at 
382 
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Bok)gna, famous as an anatomist, and chiefly 
celebrated, by bis skill in testoring lost parta of 
the face, particularly the Doae. He died in 1553, 
aged 64. 

TALl£8IN, a celebrated Welsh bard of the 
6th century. Some of .his compoaitioas are still 
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TALLARD, Camille D'llostum, count de, 
usually styled maiahal Tallard, a brave French 
general, who was taken prisoner by the duke 
of H^rlborouah, hi 1704.

TAMERLANE, or TIMURBEG, or TIMUR 
the Lame, cham of the Tartars, who became 
formidable toward the end of the 14th century.

He obtained 
so many victories, that he boasted tliat he had 
three parts of the work! under his power. He 
died In 1405. 

TANAaUIL, wife of Tarquin the Elder,

TANEVOT, Alexander, first commissary of 
the finances of France, died In 1773. He fvrote

TANNER, Thomas, bishop of St. Asaph, and 
a learned antiquary, died in 1735, aged 61, leav- 
ing a very valuable work, which employed him

TANSILLO, Luigi, an eminent Italian poet, 
author of " Teats of St. Peter,' * and other works, 
died about 159d. 

TANUCCI, Bernard, roarauls de, a native 
of Tuscany, was professor of kirisprudenoe at 
the univereity of Pisa, and piune minister of 
Naples. For 50 years, he sustained that ofllce 
with dignity, ability, and integrity, after which 
he resignod, and died in 1783. 

TAPLIN, William, % veterinary snigeon, 
and author of several publications connected 
with his profession; he died in 1807.

TASSO, Torquato, the prince of Italian po 
ets, son of the preceding, died in 1S95, aged 51, 
Ilis works show him to have been a phikMopher, 
orator, logician, critic, and poet, and excel- 
lent in every kind of composition. His life wai 
a chain of miseries and woes. 

TASSONI, Alexander, a distinguished Italian 
poet, author of ** the Rape of the Bucket," a 
mock heroic poem, admired in Italy fbr its ele- 
gance and delicate humour. He died in 1635. 

TAl^E, Nahnm, a dramatic poet, bom at 
Dublin, in 1653, succeeded Shadwell as poet- 
laureai, and died in 1715. He and Dr. Brady 
wrote a version of the Psalms. 

TATIAN, a native of Assyria, a vrriter in 
defence of the Christians of the primitive 
chnreli, flourished A. D. 170. 

TATISCHEF, VassUi, a Russian historian^ 
wbo was employed thirty vears in collecting 
materials for the history of his country, and 
died beibre his labours were completed, in 1750.

TOURVILLE, Anne Hllarion de Coetentin 
de. a celebrated French admiral, who distin- 
gubhed himself against the Algerines and Span- 
nrds, and aAerwards defeated the combmed 
fleets of En|land and Holland.

TOUSSAINT LOUVERTURE, a mulatto, 
of 8t Domingo, who rose to command hi the 
French army under Rochambeau.

ANGOULEME, Maria Theresa Charlottt, 
duteheas d*. is the sole surviving cblM of Louis 
419 
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X VI^ Aod lilf oueen Maria Amoineue ; slie mar 
lied tli« duke m 1799. Tlie unparalleled mis 
fortunea of bar early life, hare rendered ber 
melandwly, both in appearance and in reaHty ; 
afae luw drank too deep of the bitter cup of 
afl!ictlon, ever to forget it ; and tbe traces of bcr 
unexampled nii«ery, ore probably indelible. She 
is however ditfiinguisbed lor her piety, benevo^ 
lence and hamauity. Tbe evenu of ber life, 
are IdaotlAed wHh tbt hiMory of Franca, and 
pf the revolution. On the return of Buonaparte 
from Elba, she retired tn Bourdeaux, where ahe 
was received with acclanatlons ; but being af- 
terwards deserted by the inbabitanu, she em- 
barked on board an Enslish vesael for London, 
from which place she loined Louis XVIU. at 
Ghent ; she returned to Paris after tbe battle of 
Watciloo ; the has had ao children.

BADEN, Charles Louhi Frederick, duke of, 
was bom in 1786, and married in 1806 to a cousin 
of the empress Josephine, and the adopted daugh 
terof Napoleon, lie succeeded to the dukedom 
of Baden, in 1810. During tlie wars on the con- 
tinent, be served with reputation, in several 
campaigns under Buuiia|>arte, by whom he was 
Mgbly esteemed. The uiiiu'ortunes of the em- 
peror, liowever, and the disasters of the Russian 
campaign, led him to furm new connexions with 
the other sovereigns of Europe ; lie joined the 
allies, fought against the emperor, and was re- 
warded by tbe allies, with an accession of terri- 
toiy. He Is one of the lew German princes, who 
has given a constitution to his people, founded on 
the same basis as that of tbe iiingdom of Wir- 
temburg. 

BAluUB, Joanna, Is a single lady, who re- 
lides chiefly in lier native country, Scotland. 
She is distinguished for ber talents and writings, 
and has published a series of plays in several 
volumes, illustrative of the strong passions of 
ibe mind. She has also written a collection of 
metrical legends of eminent characters in one 
yolume. 

BARBAULD, Anna Letitta, is the daughter 
of tbe Rev. John Aiken, an Engli<^ dissenting 
clergyman, and wife of the Rev. R. Barbauld, 
Blaster of a school in ^'orlblk. She was bora in 
tbe year 1784, and was early instructed in liie 
Latin and Greek languages by her father. This 
lady is distinguished for her learning, as well as 
for ber numerous writings, which have gained 
lier great celebrity. She is now far advanced in 
life, and yet retains great vigour both of intellect 
mnd of body. As a writer of prose, she has sur- 
passed almost every female of her time, and is 
coualled (or elegance of diction, aad soundness 
of sense, by few of the other sex. 

BATIlCkST, Uenry, earl, was born in 1763, 
and succeeded his father, who was several years 
lord chancellor of England, as earl, in 1794. As 
a member of the houM of commons, he was 
honoured with the confidence of Mr. Pitt. He 
was made a commissioner of the admiralty, in 
1763, and lord of the treasurv, in 1788, and has 
aubsequently held several other important offices, 
the dcuies of which, he has discharged with 
ability. He is now secretary of state for the

-lince so much distingubhed. In 179^, be was 
sent by the elector of Cologn, to Vienna, to 
study the dMonr of music, under the cele- 
brated Haydn ; he has continued to reside In 
that city since, under tbe patronage of several 
diatingoisbed noblemen, by whom be is muni- 
ficently supported. His works are far too nu- 
merous to be mentioned here ; they are uni- 
versally known, and are admitted to be produc- 
UooBof th«higbest order: many of them will 
be heard with delight, after the overtures, even 
of Mozart. Beethoven hi extremely deaf ; this, 
together with « degree of inaUention to tbe or- 
dinary rules of polUeness in private life, has de- 
tracted somewhat from his repuution. He is 
however, said to possess a nice sense of honour 
and of moral rectitude, and an extensive ac- 
quaintance with literary and scientific subjects. 
BERNADOTTE, John Baptist Julius, now 
Charles John, kiiig of Sweden, is the son of a 
citizen of Pau, in Bearn. He was born January 
36, 1764, and after receiving a limited edocatiou, 
coomienced his career, as a private soldier in a 
regiment of royal marines, at tlie beginning of 
the French revolution. His aciiviiy and xiAoxtT 
soon raised him from obscurity ; in 1793, he at- 
tained the rank of colonel, ui>d the next year, 
tliat of ecneral of brigade. From Uiat time, his 
reputation as an ofDcer rapidly increased, and 
his protiiotion in the French service, .conse- 
quently followed. Ho was appointed ambas- 
siador from France to Vienna, and to the Hague; 
commander- in- chief of the army of the west, 
and minister of war. Buonaparte made him a 
marshal of the empire, and gave him tlie princi- 
pality of Ponte Corvo. He was also decorated 
with the order of the Eagle by the king of 
Prussia, and with the insignia of several other 
orders, by difierent princes. Until 1810, b" was 
actively and successAiUy engaged as a general 
officer, under Napoleon, and maintained tbe re- 
putation of a brave, skilful, and efficient com- 
mander. He was aim distinguished no less for 
his humanity and moderation, than for bis va- 
lour and energv. This fact, so foreign to tlie 
characters of the other French marahals, en- 
deared him to tiie people of those countries 
tlirough Which the vicissitudes of war led him, 
and contributed in a great degree to his present 
elevation. On tlie deposition of Gusravus Adol- 
phus, in 1610, the throne of Sweden was with- 
out an heir, and he was selfctcd by the principal 
inhabitanu of that cc'uiitry, to supply the va- 
cancy. He was accordingly proclaimed by tbe 
states of Sweden, crown prince of that king- 
dom, August, IBli, and adopted by Charles Xi 1 1. 
OS bis son. On receiving Inteliigeuce of tlrat 
event at Paris, he solemnly renounced tbe catho- 
lic religion ; hastened his departure from France, 
and made his public entrance Into Stockholm 
on the 1st of November foUowini. From that 
time to the prc&ent, he has been devoted to the 
interests and prosperity of his adopted countiy. 
and he has guned tbe confidence and esteem or 
his subjecu by bis exertions for tlieir welfare. 
In 1813, Sweden entered Into the coalition 
agfcinst France, and the crown prince was tp- 
pointed to command the right winf of tbe allied 
array, consisting of nearly one bu oared thousand

BEETHOVEN, Ludwig Van, was bom atW Napoleon. Oft tbe death of Charles XllL, 
Bouo, in the electorate of Cologn, in 177S,{ February 5th, 1818, tbe crown prince was ele- 
aod at the early age of eleven, gave evidoncei'vated to tbe throne of Sweden, and has sinco 
of those areat musical talents, both as a com- 1 been acknowledged by all the great powan of 
poeer and perlbrm<7« for whicli he has been llEarope, as sovereign of that kiigdon. 
4S0 
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BBftTKAND, coant Heory Gntlan, Is des- 
cended fhND a rMpectahle family In Touraine. 
He took the oath of fidelity to Napoleon, and 
•erved as a general of artillery hi the camp of 
8t Omen, In 1806. The euccoedinK year he 
waa rid-de-camp to the emperor, and in that ca- 
pacity, aeted a dlsttncnisbed part In moitt of the 
campaigns of that period. In the battles of Aus- 
terliu, and Friedland, he signalized hlowelf a^ 
1 brave and skilful general, and as a Arm friend 
of the emperor ; and he so far succeeded to his 
confidence and favour, that he was named grand 
marshal of the palace. Marshal Rertrand wa« 
encaged In the memorable campaign of Russia, 
aao the severe actions that ensued. He then 
retired with the emperor to Elba, and, while 
there, was his confidential friend and adviser. 
On the retam of Buonaparte from that Island, 
Bertrand accompanied him as his first minister, 
was with him daring the Important events of 
the " One hundred days,*' and after the battle, 
of Waterloo, and the second abdication of the 
emperor, retired with him on board the Belloro- 
phon, to share the banishment of his sovereign, 
to the Island of St Helena. Too much praise can- 
not be Kivcn to the gratitude and fidelity which 
Indnoed this noble minded man, to quit his native 
country, and all the prospects of ambition, that 
be might soAen tlie captivity of his feUen sove- 
reign. 

BLOOMFIBLD, Robert, a distinguished Eng- 
Hsh poetical writer, was bom in the county of 
SufltAk, In the year 1770. His f^her was a 
mechanic of middling drcumsunces. and with a 
large Ikmlly dependant on him for support ; he, 
of coarse, was epabled to give bis children but a 
ttmlted and common education. The death of 
this parent compelled Mr. RIoomfield, when a 
lad of eleven years old, to accept the employ- 
ment of a farmer's boy. In the tnterva*s of his 
labours, his native genius prompted him to pc- 
niae such books and newspapers as came within 
klB reach, and even then, he wrote a small po- 
em which was published in the I«ondon Maga- 
zine. He now turned his attention to poe- 
try during the hours of relaxation from labour, 
and composed many excellent pieces : the prin- 
cipal of which, the '* Farmer's Boy,*^ as a de- 
■erlptlve poem, po ssesses greatmorlt ' it has ful- 

3' eaublished the claim of the author to the tl 
e of poet, and stamped his name with the ho- 
nour of genius. He has also published songs, 
ballads, and other pieces ; and the " Banks of 
Wye,'* a poem. 

BOLIVAR, Simon, Is the most brilliant star 
in Colombian history, and Indeed in the history 
of modem revolutions ; and, to whatever it may 
be ascribed, whether to accident, good fortune, 
or personal merit, or to all combined, he has 
raised himself to an eminent station in the list 
of successful heroes and remarkable men. He 
was bom at Oaraccas, about the year I78S, and 
iB said to be descended of a noble and wealthy 
flunily of that place. After eompletlog Ris stu- 
dies at Madrid, where he received hia education, 
be resided for some time at Paris, where he was 
Intimate with Humboldt and Ronpland, and 
tlien travelled through England, France, and 
Otber onuntries of Europe. Before he returned 
to America, he bad formed the desicn of de- 
yotlng himself to the cause of South American 
independence, and he retunied in season to 
Join Miranda and his associates. Just as he had 
unfurled the standard of liberty In Venezuela. 
Being diasatlsfled, however, with the general 
qrsieai of oietsures punued by tbe patriot pahy , 



he for a time, avoided taking any active part ; 
but the time aooa arrived, when he felt it his 
duty not to be kept Inactive by a mere difference 
of opiirion ; he then }oin»d tliearmy and engaged 
in the contest, wish a zeal and patriotism, that 
raised him to popularity and influence. From 
tliat dav to this, liis hiBtory id before the world ; 
it has been a succai.sion of splendid achieve- 
ments, which have gain(;d for his name a mer- 
ited place on the same tablet with that of 
Washington.- The brightest records of ancient 
or modem (iame, have nothing prouder to offer. 
Time must show, whether he will complete the 
parallel with his Illustrious model, which may 
thus far be ruu with so much apparent Justice 
Bolivar, was In his early careec, unfortunate as 
A soldier ; he has however triumphed over his 
disasters. For a considerable time he was su* 
preme dictator, with all the army at his com- 
mand ; but when a favourable opporttiuity pre- 
sented, he voluntarily relinouished his power, 
and returned to the rank of a private citizen. 
As president of the republic of Colombia, be 
has proved himself equally eminent an a states- 
man, as weD as a soldier. He has recently ex- 
hibited his magnanimity, and dislnteretftedneng, 
by rclinquisliinK supreme authority in an adjoin- 
ing state, for whose liberties he bad been con 
tending ; and by declining to accept a present of a 
million of dollars, which hod been voted him, by 
the congress of Peru, for his patriotic services. 
There is reason to believe that he is about to 
attempt the liberation of Brazil from tlie domi 
nation of a Portuguese dynasty. 

An American gentleman, in a letter from 
Lima, thus speaks of him : 

" General Bolivar, or, us he if always called, 
tbe Libertador, is about 5 feet 7, slender in his 
person, and, as the " Hero of tbe Equator,** 
which the Americans call him, might be sup- 
posed to be rather dark in his complexion. His 
countenance, always of a serious cast, yet not' 
withstandin;; the mouztachio on his upper lip^ 
not ferocious, as many represent hhu : his eyes, 
dark hazel, are expre^tiive and penetrating: he 
reads English, but do<>s not speak metre tiian a 
few worcb. French he speaks fluently, though 
not correctly. Apologizmg one day for my 
imperfect knowledge of French and Spanish ; 
he said, " O. no matter, never regret it, your own 
fine idiom Is the only one worth speaking ; all 
that is liberal, all that is noble, is to be ff>und in 
that. It Is the language of liberty." He talks 
a great deal, and with apparent frankness, and 
wltbout premeditation. He seems fond of so- 
cial life, and never balks a parnr by going away 
prematurely, tee. On two occasions fhave been 
with him in large parties, once at a ball and 
supper, where he staid from eight in the evening 
to five in the morning talked the whole time ; 
at supper, gave toasts and made speeches, and 
after supper danced a waltz with a handsome 
girl. At a breakfast on Washington's birth day, 
the day he selected for his visit to the frigate 
tJnIted Slates, which lasted from eleven to three, 
he gave several toasts and speeches. In one of 
which he exalted the United Butes as infinitely 
surpassing every nation of ancient and modem 
times, In knowing how to unite the most entire 
liberiv with the most perfect ordery intelligence, 
and liberality. 

His ambition appears to be of a lofty and fine 
description. He wishes to go down as the asserter 
and founder of South American Independence, 
and satisfied with an ample private fortune, dis- 
dains all accession of wealth. His fkvouriia 
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projects are a canal acroM the fanbinus, and the 
establiihineDt of a conffreai at Panama, to con- 
abt of a grand federative council, tfi decide on 
all diiputei between the different itatee; to 
have an army which they shall call out when 
either of the states or any foreign power com- 
mits an aggression. After settllnff the affairs uf 
these countries, and establishing their peace and 
Independence, it is his wish to travel through 
the United States and England, for both of 
wliicb countries he has a high admiration. His 
enmity against the Spaniards, nourished in the 
bloody war of Venesuela, is irreconcilable. All 
his connexions were murdered by them, except 
an uncle whom he has in Spain.** 

BOYER, John Peter, president of the island of 
Havti, is a native of St Domingo. Of his birth 
and early life, we are unable to give any par- 
ticulars. He«is said to be well educated, and it 
appears that he must long have possessed con 
sulerable influence in his na(tive island, as on 
the death of Petion, he was elected president 
of the republic, without opposition. Since the 
death of Cbrlstophe. ha has extended his au- 
thoritv over the whole island, and united all the 
inhamtants under his government. Boyer has 
recently procured, by negotiation, the recogni- 
tion on the part of France, of the independent 
sovereignty of the whole Island. So far as we 
are acquainted with the acts of his aduinistra 
lion, be has given evidence of a strong mind, 
and of talents for governing, which might be 
coveted by some of the more legitimate sove- 
reigns of Europe. 

BRYANT, WUUam Cullen, a poet of con 
siderable embwnce, was bom in the town of 
Comington, Massachusetts. His father was a 
respecuble physician of that place. A Aer com- 
pleting his preparatory siuaics, he became a 
member of the Willlamsiown college, and re 
mained there two years. He then commenced 
his Mofessinnal studieai, read law In an office 
at Northampton, and settled as a lawyer iu 
Oreat Barrington. His am(able character, and 
social qualities have obtained for him the re- 
gard of a larse circle of friends ; while his pure 
taste and cultivated genius have excited aomi 
ration on both sides of the Atlantic. He now 
resides at New York, and is an editor of the 
Atheneum Magazine (1835.) 

BUONAPARTE, madam Letitia Romalina, 
mother to the late emperor of France, was Imm 
at AJaccio, in Corsica, 1750, and in 1767 married 
an assessor to the tribunal of that island. Oo 
the death of her husband, she was led with a 
Buroerous family, and without a fortune. She, 
iKiwever, succeeoed hi gaining powerful friends 
and protectors, to some of whom slie was in 
debted for the elevation of her family. On the 
invaidon of Corsica by the English, she removed 
to Marseilles, and from thence to Paris, where 
she resided until the dowmMI of the emperor. 
During the greater part of that period, she 
lived In all the spleodour and luxury of a court, 
and received from the French people, that 
liomage which was due to the mother of their 
sovereign. But the elegance which surrounded 
this lady had no charms for her, and it was said, 
that she was constanthr advising Napoleon to] 
recollect, that the day of trial might come, when; 
the dazulng glory with which he was encircled, 
might pass away. Since the abdication of the 
emperor, madam Buonaparte has resided in tlie 
states of the church, with her sons I^den and 
i^uis. 
DUONAPARTE, Joseph, brother to Napo- 
4?2 



leon. was born at AJaccio, Jan. 7, 1768, and re- 
moved with his f^umly to France, in 1793. The 
next year he married a mademoiseUe Clary, sto- 
tertothe present queen of Sweden. He waa 
appointed by bi^ brother a commissary in tlie 
army; and by the republic ambassador to Rome, 
in 1797. On ids ratam, lie waa dioeen a depu- 
ty to the council of Five Hundred, and seereta- 
gr to that body. After the revolution of the ISlli 
rumaire, his brother named him counadlor 
of state, and minister plenipotentiary to nego- 
tiate a treaty of amity and commerce with tm 
United States. He signed the treatr of Lune- 
ville, in 1801. and soon after concludiMi a peace 
with Great Britain, at Amiens. He was iKMni- 
nated president of the seriate, by the emperor^ 
and honoured with the titlosof prince and grand 
elector of the empire. This waa but the prelude 
to farther advancement; he waa raised to the 
rank of general and commander-iU'Cbief of the 
army of Naples, and lastly named lieutenant- 
general of t^at kingdom, which he bad invaded 
at the head of a powerful army. On the 13th of 
Feb., 1806, king Ferdinand leftNopleaforSidly, 
and the next day Joseph entered the city and 
took possession of the palace. He was soon af- 
ter proclaimed king of Naples, and formally 
elevated to that dignity. As sovereign of the 
kingdom of Naples, be became subeervl^it to 
the views and pidicy of Napoleon. He suppres- 
Hod the religious orders, seized upon their pro- 
perty, and converted their lands to the public 
use. He also abolished the feudal rtohts, and 
created a new order, called the order of the Two 
Sicilies. He was likewise accused of resigning to 
pleasure, hours which should have been devMed 
to business, and of preferring a voluptuous an# 
ostentatious life, to the welfare and respect of 
his subjects. His administration, however, waa 
far from being either t>'rannlcal or cruel, and bh 
people complained rather of his prodigality ol 
expenditure, and the burthen of the public tax 
es, than of bis vices or injustice. In the yeai 
1806, he was proclaimed king of Spain and tite 
Indies, by Napoleon, and he immediately quit 
ted Naples, for his new monarchy. The civil 
wars which ensued in Spain, the Interference of 
the English, and the victories of Wellington, 
caused his overthrow in that kingdom, and bla 
retreat from it, in 1813. He returned to France, 
and on the invasion of Russia, in 1614, he was 
appointed by the emperoc, lieutenant-general of 
the empire, and commandant- general of the na 
tional guards, and confidential adviser to ths 
empress Maria Louisa, then invested w.th ttat. 
regency. Being afterwards overpowered by the 
allied army, he left the kingdom, and rethed tu 
Switzerland ; and on the final abdication of Na 
poleon, he came to the United Sutes. Be hks 
since resided as an American citizen, in the staia 
of New-Jersey, and has acquired the conftdence 
and esteem of^ the inhabitants of that stawi, and 
of the country. His wife resides with her twe 
daughters In the vicinity of Frankfort. 

BUONAPARTE, Luden, was bom in 177^ 
and went to France in 1793. He waa utiiA 
employed as t commissary of stores, in Beigitira 
ana did not commence his political career until 
1797. He was then sent as a deputy to the eoua- 
cil of Five Hundred, and, while a member of 
that body, was distinguished for his moderadoa 
and love of Justice. Perceiving that the thea 
government was totterinc, and that a change 
of aflkirs was approaching, Luden wmie to 
jhis brother, then in Egypt, advising him of the 
Istate of ptnies in Fnnee, and niitiig his letum 
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Inltlsted him in all bis secrets, and on several 
occasions, in the absence of Napoleon, he was 
intrusted with the control of affkin. In 1814, 
he was created grand dignitary of the order of 
the iron crown, and president of the coancil or 
regencT, daring the campaign of Russia. After 
the abdication of Buonaparte, be sent in bisad- 
lieaion to the king ; but on the return of that 
monarch trtan Elba, ne resumed bis offices of 
arch-chancellor and mlAister of justice. On the 
final return of Louis XVIII., he was banished 
as a regicide, but has been since suffered to re- 
turn to Paris, where be now lives in a very re- 
tired manner. He published, in 1794, bts project 
for a civil code, which has since served as a ba- 
sis of the Napoleon code. 

CAlf BRIDGE, Adolphus Frederick, duke of, 
Is the youngest son of the late king of Great 
Britabi, and was bom in 1774. He was educa- 
ted atiGottlngen, and when he came of age, 
was made a colonel, and created duke of Cam- 
bridge, with a stipiend of 1S,00(M. a year. In 
1803 he was sent with 14,000 men to defend 
Hanover; but not succeeding, he returned to 
Encland. He then took his seat in the bouse 
of tords, and was promoted in the army to the 
rank of flekl marshal. In 1818 he married the. 
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dnceas Augusta, niece of the landgrave of 
Hesse, by wbom he has a son. Since hto ma^ 
riage his yearly allowance has been doubled. 

CABfPBELL, Thomas, a distinguished poeti- 
cal and loiscellaneous writer, was bom at Glas- 
gow, in theyear 1777, and received his education 
at tlie universitv of that city. In 1799, he pub- 
lished " The Pleasures ot Hope,** a poem of 
great merit, and which has passed throiub seve^ 
ralodiiiona. Hesubsequently travelled on the 
continent, and on his return setded in London. 
Ho has since written " Gertrado of Wyominfr," 
and other poems, and ** Annals of Great Britain 
from the accession of George IH. to the peace 
of America. Mr. Camfrtyen Is the author of 
several articles on poetry and belles lettres hi 
the Edinburgh Encyclopedia, and is now editor 
of the London New Monthly Magazine (1825.) 

CANNING, George, Rt Hon. The fkthcr of 
this gentleman, a native of Ireland, having dis- 
pleased his friends bv marriage, was left to pro- 
vide for himself, and died in early Ufe, leaving 
his family destitute. Mr. Canning was educated 
by his relations, at Eton and Oxford, whore he 
gained several prizes. He afterwords wont to 
the Temple to study law, and after completihg 
his studies, was returned a member of parlia- 
ment for Newtown, in the Isle of Wight. The 
minister, Mr. Pitt, soon discovered Ms abilities, 
and oflhred hiin the place of under secretary of 
state, in the adOninistratton, which, in 1796, he 
accepted. From that time, ho supported Mr. 
Pitt until his death ; he then joined Mr. Percival, 
and was made secretary of sute for foreign af- 
fUrs. In this capacity, his conduct to lord Cas- 
tJereagh, brought on a duel between them, in 
which he was wounded, and fbr wMch he tost 
his place. He afterwards came into parilament 
fh>m Liverpool: was sent as ambassador to 
Lisboih and on his return was made president 
of the Board of Control for India AflUrs. 
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was bora in 1755, and educated ai Caiuhrii^xe, 
where betook his first degree iu 1777. He wus 
MOB made dean of Windsor, aitd io J 791, mi«ed 
to the bishopric of Norwich. On the death of 
the late primate, Dr. Sutton was, by the iuilu- 
ence of the king, nominated to fill the vacancy. 
He Is^ald to be a prelate of peat learning, coo- 
eiliating baMts of life, of an amiable eharaeter, 
and well ealeulaled to All the higtiest episcopal 
dignity of the realm. His only son, is now 
iipeakerof the house of connDoos. 

CARET, William, LU D., bapttat missiooary 
at Bengal, was originally a shoemaker. In his 
twenty- fourth year he was ordained as a clergy* 
man, and in 1793, was sent as a miasienary to 
India. On his arrival there, be immediately 
made himself master of the Bengalee, Sanscrit 
and Mahratta languages, and is now professor oi 
those languages, in the college of FOrt William, 
at Bengal, Dr. Carey, with his assoctaies, has 
been assiduous in printing and publishing the 
Scriptures, in dlfllbreut languages and dialects of 
India, and in promoting the spread of the Gomel 
in that couniiv.

This was, probably the first efibctual step toward 
the snppwssion of the African slave trade ; and 
eeems to have siimulated its author to those 
great exertions, which so materially eontributed 
to the English act of abolition. Pronthistime, 
Bfr. Clarkson relinquished his profossional pur- 
snits, and devoted his whole time lo this great 
object BeconnectedbimeelfwlthMr.Wllber- 
Ibfoe and others, mnd formed a society fiir the 
abolition of the Aftican slave trade ; he also wrote 
and published several works on the subject : bad 
several biterviews with Mr. Pitt, and the privy 
council ; and after years of unwearied exertion, 
has accomplished the great object he had in 
view. He has Uved to witness the trbimph of 
arlnciiile, and of humanity, and to see his name 
placed asBOBg tho beaenctors of the human 
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•cademy of pbyikal fclence, and prafeesor of 
natural history to the col l«£e of France. Paron 
Cuvier \a one of tbe most duUoguitihed natural- 
iitf of tbe preaent age ; and to profound know- 
ladgei be bas tbe art of expreasing bis ideas with 
gi^at clearness and elegaijce. Hk writings are 
veiy numerous, on acieniiflc and miscellaneous 
subjects. He is one of the editors of tbe Jour- 
nal des Scavants. 
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D' ARBLAYf madam%, is the dautfater of Dr. 
Bumey, and |8 better known by Mr maiden 
name, of Miss Frances Bumey. This lady has 
deservedly attracted public attention, and i^ned 
a high reputation for herself, by ber writings. 
She unquestionably ranks among the first female 
novel writers of the a ge. Her first work was 
Evelina, publtohed in 1777. To tbis succeeded 
Ceeilia and Camilla; she has also written a 
tragedy, which bas been performed on tbe Eng- 
lish stage, and recently a novel called tbe Wan- 
derer, or Female Difficulties. Madame D* Arblav 
Is now a widow, and resides, since the death 
of her husband, in England. 

DAVID. Tbis celebrated French painter has 
been greatly distingubibed for his seal and atro- 
city as a revolutionist. He was a member of 
the national convention, and voted for the im- 
mediate death of Louis XVI.; and be was the 
constant associate and intimate friend of Robes- 

xre and Marat. AAer tbe fall of the former, 
le was arrested and imprisoned, but his merit 
as an artist, probably saved his life. He is ae- 
knowledgod to be tbe first French painter of the 
present day. His pktures of the " Death of 
Marat," of the Sabines, and of the coronation 
of Napoleon, are considered as admirable speci- 
mens of the art. As a regicide, David had been 
banished, since the return of Louis XVIU., and 
now resides in Bruxelles. 

DAVY, sir Humphrey. This distinguished 
philosopher, who has done so much to enlarge 
the bounds of chymical science, was bom at 
Pensance, in the year 1770, and received the 
rudiments of education at the school in that 
place. At the age of IS, he was placed as a pupil 
with a Mr. Borlaae, an excellent surgeon and 
accomplished scholar, with whom he resided 
several years, during which time, be laid down 
for hioMelf, and pursued a course or study 
which made him master of the leading princi- 
|des of botany, anatomy, and phvsiology, tbe 
simple mathematics, natural philoeopby, and 
chymistry. Tbe latter study, howover, vrae 
most congenial to his taste, and some ea^ dis- 
coveries In that science, drew him from obscuri- 
ty, and devoted him for life, to the pursuit of 
his favourite science. He soon after published 
his " Researches Chymical and Philosophical,*' 
and was chosen professor of chymistry in the 
royal institution. His most brilliant discoveries 
were sulMequent to this period. Our limits wtU 
not permit us (o mention them. The most im- 
portant, b<fwever, to the cause of humaninr, as 
well as of science, was the invention or the 
■afety lamp, which has proved of immense 
beaent to the English miners. Sir Humphrey 
Is now president of the Royal Society, and a 
member of most of the phikMopbical societies 
of Europe. His writings are numerous, and of 
» the cause of science and 



^ine, and in ttflO, was appointed counsellor 
of the court of appeals. In 1815, he put him- 
self at the bead of a company of national 
guards, in support of the royal cause, and 
vehemently opposed the restoration of Buona- 
parte. On the return of the king, be was appoint- 
ed prefect of police and a memoer of the council 
of stole, and doon afler, he was mode minister 
of police In tbe room of Fouche. He was after- 
wards created a count, removed from the mini*' 
try of police, to that of the home department, 
and in 1813, created a duke, and sent as minister 
from Louis XVUI. to Great Britain. He is 
now one of t^e ministry, and president of the 
council.' His measures have been generally cal- 
culated for the prosperity of Francej and bis 
speeches in thdr defence, have been received 
with respe<it, by the patriot, and tbe m^ of 
letters. 

DESEZE, Raymond, the intrepid and eloquent 
defender of Louis XVI. at the bar of the French 
national convention, was bom at Bourdeauz. in 
1750, and educated for the bar fW>m his earliest 
years. His professional success was unusually 
rapid. Having been engaged in a defence which 
had attracted the attention of the fashionable 
worid, he so far succeeded, as to gain the esteem 
and patronage of the count de Vergennes. 
With his influence, he removed to Paris, where 
he soon gained the reputation of the most elo- 

?|uent advocate of France. He was imprisoned 
or his defence of his unfortunate sovereign, 
and narrowly escaped death ; lived in retirement 
during the reigb of Napoleon, and was only 
rewarded for Ma loyalty, on the restoration of 
the Bourbons.

EDGEWORTH, Maria, is the danghlerof 
Richard Lovell Ediewortli, f wj., of Edgeworth- 
tnwn, Ireland, a gentleman distinffulslied in the 
literary world for his talents and writings.

she has devoted heraeirto literarv pursuits, with 
xeal and ardour. One of her objects has been 
to ncrfect the system of female education. In 
which she has in part succeeded. As a novel 
writer, she ranks anirmg the most eminent; and 
the Irish character has never hf t;n drawn with 
equal truth and spirit by any other writer. Her 
publications, which are numerous, have been 
well received on both sides of (he Atlantic. 

^.LDON, the earl of, is the son of a Mr. Scott 
of Newcastle, and was born in 1750. lie was 
educated at Oxford, enterud at Middle Temple, 
In 1773, and called to the bar at the usual period. 
His first efforts were far from siiccessfiil, but the 
encouragement he received from lord Thurlow, 
induced him to proceed, and lie then rose into 
repute. He was in 1783, chosen a member of 
parliament, and soon after attorney-general. In 
1799, he was apiwinted chief-justice of tlie com* 
mon pleas, and raised to tbe peerage. Two 
years after, he was made lord chancellor of 
Great Britain, an office which he still retains. 
lie has accumulated an immense fertuqe by fiit 
profession, and has been created an earl. 

EMMET, Thomas Addis, ef^., is a native of 
Dnblfn. His father was an eminent physician, 
of that city, and the son 'was educated for that 

ErofessioB, and took a doaor*s dcffroe at Edin- 
urgh ; but on tlie death of a brother, who bad 
risen tu eminenee as a barrister, be quitted the

As an eloquent and accom- 
pliahed advocate, he unquestionably stood first 
at the EngliHh bar. Lord Erskine becaane a 
member or the house of commons, in 1783, was 
created a peer in 1806, and raised to the dignlrv 
of k>rd high chancellor of the realm ; which or- 
flee be reilgned, on his friends going out of ad- 
ministration. 
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Europe ; and since then, has experienced aR 
the vickaltudcs of fortune, fhmi victory and 
conquest to defeat and disgrace. He has re- 
putedly been driven fhMn his capital, and com- 
peUed to take ahelter in Sicily; he has seen 
that capital threatened with bombardment and 
piU^te, by a foreign foe, and sav^ from that 
fote, only by bribery and corropHon ; he has 
seen bis empire wrested from him by an enemy, 
himself dethroned, and Murat, the brother of 
that enemy, seated oo bis throne ; he has seen 
himaeif deserted by his own subjects, and at the 
mercy of a neighbouring power ; and when re- 
■tored to bis throne, and to the plenitude of his 
authoritv, he has again seen his people revolt- 
faig against a reign distinguished only for ita 
tyranny, bigotry, and oppression, and demand* 
ing of their aovereicn a constitutional form of 
toverpment, and mUd and equal laws, and has 
fouod himself obliged to vield to their demanda. 
The interference of the Holy Alliance has rescu- 
ed him ftom the influence of bis subjects, and 
again placed him on an absolute throne. He 
now l^lds despotic dominion over his subjects, 
supported by an Austrian armed force within 
his territory, and liable on the removal of that 
force, to tlie vengeance of an injured, oppressed, 
and insulted people. 

FERDINAND YD., king of Spain and th« 
Indiea, is tbe son of Charles lY. of Spain, and 
was bom the 13th of October, 1784- He was 
created prince of Asturlas, when only six years 
of age, and succeeded to the throne by tbe abdi- 
cation of his fkther in bis fa%'our, in 180& Tbe 
i ncidents of his eventAil reign, have been marked 
bv the stunidity and bigotry, which so eminemly 
characteriBe this sovereign. Soon after he 
ascended the throne, he was persuaded to leave 
his dominions, and meanlv submit himself lo 
the power of Napoleon, that be might obtain 
from that emperor a recognition of bis title; 
when in bis power, be was made a prisoner to 
France, forced to relinquish his sceptre ancoQ- 
ditionally, to liis fktl^r, bv whom It was resign- 
ed to Buonaparte, and for five yeais kept in 
custody tai the interior of France. On a change 
of alfairB in France, be was suffered to return 
to bis dominions. Before be left his kingdom, 
be had authorized the convocation of a cortes, 
and be bad solemnly promised to maintain them 
in their privileges, and to approve their acts. 
No sooner, however, had he returned to Spain, 
than IM refused to sign a constitution enacted 
by the cortes, he declared null all their acts 
done in bis absence, be restored the inquisition, 
ordered the monks who had been serving in tlie 
army during tbe revolution, to return to their 
monasteries, and denounced all those who bad 
taken tbe oath of allegiance to Buonaparte. He 
even went farther, and condemned to exile and 
bnprisonment the most patriotic mem b ers of 
tbe cortca, who bad stnig^ed durlup his im- 
irt bis tlirone, aid preserve

which is but too well Justified by his former 
conduct , probably, should the French army be 
withdrawn from his Icingdom, his throne would 
be shaken to its foundation, by his oppressed 
subjects. 

FERDINAND III., grand dulce of Tuscany, 
nnd archduke of Austria, was bom in the year 
1769. He is a son of the late Leopold, emperor 
of Genaany, and brother of the present empe- 
ror of AuKtria. Tuscany was granted him by 
bis fatiier, and he was created grand duke In 
1791 . Distinguished bv his protection of letters, 
nnd the mildness of hut administration, tie has 
shown himself more desirous to maintain peace 
In his states, than to involve them in war, for 
what are now styled the essential principles of 
government Ho was, therefore, the first of the 
princes of Europe, to recognise the French re- 
public. This of course involved him in difficulty 
with neighbouring powers, who compelled him 
to change his policy, and adopt a system, which 
refiultea in bis expulsion from his state. He has 
been re- established in Tuscany, since the abdi- 
cation of Buonaparte, and yet retains his aotbo- 
riiyln that state. 

FESCH, cardinal, uncle of Napoleon, late 
emperor of France, was born at Ajacdo, in 
Corsica, In 17G3. and educated for the church. 
An ardent partizan of French revolutionary 
principles, he threw of bis clerical dress, and 
entereid the army. In 1796, he became com- 
missary general in tl^ army of Italy, under Na. 
poleon, and in tiiat ofilce he acquired a large 
fortune. After this, he resumed the ecclesiastical 
profeadon, was appointed archbishop o( Lyons, 
and in 1803, obtained a cardinal's bat He was 
soon after sent ambassador to Rome, where he 
resided until the coronation of the emperor, 
when he accompanied pope Pius VII. to Paris, 
to assist in that ceremony. He was the same 
3'ear appointed grand almoner of France, and a 
principal officer of the legion of honour. In 
1H08, he was nominated by the elector, arcb- 
r liancellor of the Germanic empire, his coadjutor 
nnd successor. He afterwards fell into disgrace 
with Buonaparte, for opposing his violent treat- 
ment of the pope, and retired to his see in Lyons, 
where he resided In creat siiilendour, untilJ814. 
On the downfall of bis nephew, he went with 
his sister Madam Letitla Buonaparte to Rome, 
where he lived iu retirement, until the return 
from Elba. He then resumed his dignities in 
Prance for a short period, but agam took up his 
residence at Rome after the batUe of Watcrioo. 

FRANCIS II., emperor of Austria, and son 
of I«oopold II. of Spain, was bom in February. 
17R8. In June, 1793, be was crowned king or 
Hungary ; in July, elected king of the Romans ; 
and in August of the same year, be was crown- 
ed king of Bohemia. In IdM, he took the title 
of hervditary emperor of Austria. Francis Is 
not wining to reliirauish the rights of despottm ; 
yet his mUdnesB of temper, and his attachment 
to his subjlects are remarkable. He is an effi- 
cient member of the ** Holy Alliance.** 

FREDERICK VI., king of Denmark.son of 
Christian VII., was bom in January, 1768. He 
disUnffulabed himself by the probttv, justice, and 
publicity of his administration whUe regent, and 
since ImjQ, when he ascended the throne, "^^ 
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reign has affimlod an example of poUtical and 
reilgioQs Uberty, singular in a countiy, tbe con- 
stitution of which !• almoat wholly « Um dis- 
posal of the sovereign. 

FREDERICK WILLlAMin,, klogofPnw 
sia, bora in August, 1770, succeeded bis father, 
Frederick William II., November, ITV?. His 
eoriy life was much devoted to the interests of 
Prassia ; but since his alUance with Alexander 
of Russia, tbe diatacter of FrMerick seems to 
have been changed ; the premiaes made to bis 
subjects durina Ms turbulent wars with France, 
have been broken, and Frederick, backed by the 
armies of the " Ilolv Alliance,** defies the dis- 
content and anger of his people. 

FREDERICK AITGUOTUS I., son of Frede- 
rick Christian, was bora December, 1750 : be- 
came elector of Saxony in 17QB, and in 1777, 
elector of Bavaria, bv the death m Maximilian. 
In 1791, the crown of Poland was pmfferod hini 
in the name of the Polish nation, which he de- 
clined accepting, at the deidre of his subjects. 
In 1806, Saxony was constituted a kingdom, and 
Frederick elected king. He became a raeml^r 
of the Germanic body in 1818. Taken prisoner 
by the armies of France, Russia, and Prussia 
In 1813. he was obliged to relinquish large por- 
tions or hts territorv, and, by order of the king 
of Prussia, he acceded to the ** Holy Alliance'' 
in 1817. 



GALL, Dr^, is now a resident of Paris, and 
was bom in Wertemburg, In 1758. With hlro 
originated the sdcnoe of cranlolofy, which has 
found so many advocates In Germany, Paris, 
England, and the United Slates. 

GALLATIN, Albert, a native of Geneva, 
came many years since to tbe United States. 
For subMstenee he became a French teacher, 
but afterwards connecting hfmself with Mr. 
Jefierson, he rose to high employments in this 
country. He was appointed secrejtary of the 
treasury ; and, in 1813, was sent to conclude a 
peace between the United States and Great 
Britain ; failing In this he returned in 1814 ; In 
1815, he was appointed minister to Paris, and 
afterwards went to London on public business. 

GALT, John, an extensive and observant 
traveller, and an author of considerable talent, 
was bom in Greenock, 1779. He has published 
tbe " Life of Beqjamhi West, Esq.;** the '» Lile 
and Adipinistratlon of Cardinal Wolsey;** 
** Annals of the Parfadi,*' and many other 
works. 

GEORGE IV., king of Great Britahi and Ire- 
land, son of George III., was bora August IStli, 
1763, on the ITih of that month was created 
princeof Wales, and eari of Chester. He con- 
nected himself with Mr. Fox and the popular 
party. In 1783. and In the same year, having 
taken his seat in parilament,supported Mr. Fox*s 
celebrated* India biU. In ]?95 he married the 
princciBs CaroUne of Branswick, and. In 1810, 
In consequence of the klng*s indispasition, be 
was appolated regent, and continued eloselv at- 
tached to tbe Pitt party. He succeeded bis lb- 
ther in 1890. HIi attempts to procure a dlvoree- 
ment ttom the queen, produced an extraordlnft- 
ry feeling of Indifnatlon throagbont the kingdom, 
which only subalded 4t her death, wbfcb took 
place soon after. 

GERARD, M., acelabratad pahnsr, was bora

GODOI, Don Manuel, prince of peace, was 
bora at BadiiO(»f In Spain.

From one of me kuig*s body guards, liv- 
ing on a pay of twenty eenu a day, oe became 
a mvoorite of tbe king and queen, was made 
primo minister, and, besides being invested with 
all the titles and honours his majesty could be- 
stow, the king gave him his cousin in marriage. 
If is ambition and influence were unlimited, nor 
did Godoi finish his career of artifice and iur 
trigue, till Buonaparte, in 1808, became king of 
Spain. 

GODWIN, William, son of a difoenUngcIer 
gyman,was himself apreacher of tliatperswutoo 
for some years. In 1 (9S, as the author of " Po- 
litical Justice," he inculcated some doctrinea, 
both on religion and politics, which gave great 
oflence. He has since been a political and ml*- 
cellaneous writer, and has acquired much cele- 
brity by his masterly examinaOon of Maltlius* 
»' Theory ofPopuIation,** " Fleetwood," •' "' 
dcviUe,'* " Life and Age of Geoflfrev Cha 
and " Caleb WUIiams,** are from bis pen. Be- 
sides these, he has written many useAil books 
on education, and is now a Juvenile bookseller 
in London. 

GORTHE, baron, a moat eelebrated German 
writer waa bora at Frankfort, in 1749. In 1783. 
be waa ennobled, and as baronGonhe was named 
poresident of tbe ducal chamber. Gorthe, in his 
own country, is almost worshipped, and abroad 
hia reputation la high as a poet, and as t scholar. 
Bla worka are voluminous, the first of which 
WM the ** Somws of Werter.* 

GOOD, Dr., a man of distinguished taleote, 
and eminent as a physician, he resides in Lon- 
don.* BesUea many other work«. h«> lately pub- 
4S0 



GRENVILLE, lord, was bora in 17W, and 
educated at Oxford, where he studied law for a 
short time, and afterwards devoted his life to 
politics. He for some time supported Mr. Pitt 
in his admhiistration. He waa afterwards a 
member of parliament, and for a short time 
speaker of the house ol^ commons. When Mr. 
Pill's interest declined, tord GrenvUle Joined 
Mr. Fox In the opposition, and has since acted 
mostly wilb that body. 

GROS, M., a histerical painter,^ a pupil of 
David, and one of the beat masters of the French 
ichool. 

GROUCHY, marshal, bora at Paris, in ITffi. 
was once a lieutenant of the body guards or 
Louis XVI., aHerwards under Napoleon; he 
acquired great reputetion as c general, and 
rendered important services to Prance. By 
Buonaparte he was made a count, and after- 
wards marshal of the empire. His attachment 
te Napoleon however has t>een doubted, and It 
Is certain that during tbe battle of Waterloo, ho 
was within hearing of the canonade with 40,000 
men. Soon after ihe retura of the king, Grouchy 
came te the United States but lately obtained 
perrolsBion to retura to France. 

GUSTAVU8 ADOLPHU8, ex-king of Swe- 
den, was bora November. 177^ and succeeded 
b)s ftthar, Gustavus III., in 1793. At the com- 
mencement of his reicn, he resolved to follow 
the pacific system of his father. But he reftjsed 
to marry Catharine Paulowna, of Russia, aftei^ 
wards queeaof Wertemburg, although he went 
to St. Petersburgh with that object ; this, and his 
refusal to reeogniae Buooaporie as emperor of 
Prance, was sufficient to Involve him in hia 
after difficulties. A coalition of France, Russia, 
Prussia, and Denmark, was formed in 1809, 
against Sweden, and the fear, anxiety, and dis- 
content maniftstod In all clasaea of the Swedea 
on this account, would have terminated In a 
civil war, had not Gusuvua been seized, and 
required to abdicate the throne. He now re- 
sides at Baale, in Switserlaud.

HALL, Rev. Robert, a Bands! mfaOatfr, and 
not only one of the most ewquent diasoiicfaig 
ministers of his lime, but an able p«>lemlau 
writer, was bora In England in 1706. Ho wan

Leicestershire. 

HARDENBER6, prince waa bora In Hano- 
Iver, n.W. After the Margravate of Anrpach 
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Biid B«reitUi was sold to Praasia. M. Hardenben 
WHM employed to assimilate tlieir lawi and 
govemment to those of Prusvla. He la now 
cbanceDor of staler minister of vrar, and mem- 
ber of tbe cabinet of ttie kinf of Prussia, who 
gave him tbe rank of prince. He is coasidered 
one of the ablest statesmen of Europe. 

HASTINGS, marquis of, bom 1754, and as 
lord Bawdon, is wen known in this country as 
a general in the British service during the revo- 
tionary war. His career since has gained him 
much popularity. In 1805, be was sent as com- 
mander-iu-chief, hito Scotiand ; and in 1322, be 
returned to England from India, where be bad 
bMtt for some years as govemor^eneral. 

UAZLITT, William, the son of a dissenting 
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make sundry lectere of tb^ alphabet.*' When 
"he was nineteen, he hired himself as asbepherd, 
10 a gentleman, with whom he lived nine jrears. 
Here he bad access to many valuable books, 
and aspired to be an author. In 1793, lie wroca 
" An Address to ttie Duke of Buccleugb in 
beha'f o' mysel* an* ither poor fo'k.'^ Ria Irst 
printed work appeared in 1801, and soon after, 
be published tbe ^* Mountain Bard," by which,

HENRY, Dr. William, bora in Manchester, 
Eng., has acquired much celebrity as a chymiat. 

Among 
them, are " Elements of Experimental Chymis- 
try," and " A General View of the Nature and 
Objects of Cbymlstry.'* 

HESSE CA3SEL, elector of, was bora June, 
1743. He is one of the most illiberal monarcbs 
of tbe present day. After the battle of Jena, 
Buonaparte took ttom him his electorate, to 
wbldi he did not return till after the coalition, 
into which he entered, was victorious over 
France. 

HOBHOUSE, John Cam, was educated at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, and soon after tra- 
velled into Greece and some provinces of tlie 
Turkish empire, in company with lord Byron. 
Ho has written an " Account of a Journey into 
Albania and other provinces in the Turkish Em- 
pire,** a volume, illustrative of lord Byron's 
" Childe Harold," and some other works. In 
a reply to lord Erekine, be offended the bouse of 
commons, for which he was Imprisoned ; but 
be was soon after elected a member of tbe 
Iiouse be had offended, and is an Intimate friend

HOfliAND, Mr. and Mrs.^, the former a land- 
scape painter, and the latter an autlior, each 
uniting considerable talents In their profession.

* ^jectures on comparative Anatomy,'* &c. 

HUFELAND, Dr., the most celebrated of 
JGerman physicians, Is professor of the univeraity 
of Jena, and physician to tlie king of Prussia. 
He has published many works 4m roedldne, 
among which, the most curious is the " Art of 

Ercrfongtng Human Life,** by means of which, 
e is of opinion that the age of man may be ex- 
kended to two hundred years. 

HUMBOLDT, baron, Frederick, one of the 
most indefatigabk) and IntelMgent of modem 
travellers, was born at Berlin, In 1700. He has 
visited Holland, Italy, Switzerland, Cuba, South 
America, and the United States; few have 
encountered toil and danger more readily, in 
pursuit of a flsvourite object ; or looked upon 
the works of nature with a more observant eye. 
Baron Humboldt has published several volumes 
of travels, and Is known as a botanist and 
mineralogist. He Is now supposed to be in the 
East Indies. 

HUNT, Lelgn, a nephew of tbe late Benja- 
min West, was bom in England, in 1784. As 
a poet and pnise writer, he has exhibited con- 
siderable talents; among hie works are "The 
Feast of the Poets,** " The Descent of Liberty,** 
" FoHace,** a translation of the " Amlnta of 
Taflso,*^ "Tlie Round Table,** itc For a 
time be was editor of a paper, called the " Ex- 
aminer," and for a libel published in it on the 
prince regent, he was once sentenced te two 
year s imp risonment. 

HUTTON, Dr. Charles, bora at Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne, in 1737. Although since tbe age of 
eigbteen. he has always been a sctaoohnlster, 
he has become eminent as a mathemaHcian. 
Among his works are " Elements of Conic See- 
ttons,*^ " A Mathematical cod Philosophical 
Dictionary," and "A new ooutm of Mathema- 
tics.'* He now resides at Wooiwkh.

Don Petro attended Ferdinand in his 
exile, and on his return to Spain, in 1814, that 
prince nomiuaied him .^unaellor or stale, ai 
well as ambassador to France, and his repe- 
aentatlveat the congress of Vienna ; in all which 
situations, he distinguished himself by bis dlplo- 
made talents. 

LAC^TBOB, count, a disthiguisbed natu 
ralist, and a pnpil of Daubenton and Buflbn. He 
in also a politician. In 1796, he was appointed 
a member of the National Institute, and in 1799, 
Napoleon called him to thp conservative senate, 
of which be became uresident, In 1801. He 
afterwards was a member of the grand council 
of. administration, and was soon chosen presi- 
dent of the senate. He accepted the dignity of 
peer of France ofilBred to him by Napoleon^ 
which was confirmed by Louis, In 1819. He 
has published many works, among which is an 
edition of the " Works of Buflbn,^* with notes, 
a Biography of the Author, and a Discourse on 
the progress of the Natural Sciences, by himself. 
LA CH.ATRE, the duke de, was bom In 
Berry, about 1750. He accompanied Louis 
XVUI. In his exile At>m France, and was hiii 
particular confidant. In 1805, Louis nominated 
liiro his agent at the court of England^here he 
remained after the restoration of the Bourbons, 
with the title of French ambassador. The duke 
returned to France in 1810, and in 1817, was 
appointed a member of the chamber of peers. 

LAGRCKX, M. Sylvester, is considered in all 
respects, the ablest mathematician in Europe, 
and bU publications are numerous and valuable. 
In 1783, he was appointed professor of mathe- 
matics in the naval academv of Rochefort, and 
also a member of the French Institute, and of 
tlie lefriun of honour, in 1799. 

LAFAYETTE, Gilbert Mottier, marquis de, 
was born on the 6th of September, 1757, at the 
Chateau de Chavagnac, in the department uf 
Haute Loire, and was the inherltoi of a princely 
fortune, and descended from distinguished ances-' 
tors. At seven years of age, be entered the) 
'^nliege of Louis le Grande, at Paris, and com- 
menced his literary education. Here the lovely 
but ill-fated Antoinette, the late queen of France, 
took him under her Immediate patronage, and 
at a verv early aee, he rose to the rank of a 
commissioned odker in tlie king's guards. In 
1774, he married the countcw de N oilles. At 
nineteen years of age, he sailed for America, 
and landed on the shores of South Carolina. 
I'his illustrious mend had becoihe an advocate 
of the colonies, and felt all that ardour in the 
cause of liberty, which has not deserted him in 
niaturer years. Lafayette had watched atten- 
tively the momentous coatroversy between 
Great Britain and her oppressed subjects, and 
resolved to make any sacrifice in their cause. 
He made known his intention to Dr. Franklin, 
then our commtosioner In Fmnce, who laid be- 
fore him the disastrous state oC the country. 
" The more hopelessyour cause,'* said be, " the 
more occasion Is there for nay aii^istance, the 
more honour shall I acquire by bestowing it.*' 
He immediately equipp«l a vessel for this en- 
terprise at bis own expense, and severing the 
ties which would have detained him in his na- 
tive country, be sailed for the United Sutes. 
Arrived at Philadelphia, he presented himself 
before congress. " I am come,'* said he, " to 
request two favours of ihit assemblage of patri-

and congress In July followhtg, tendered hiin • 
commission of majorgeneral. Soon after, leani- 
Ing the embarrassments of the army, be gavo 
Washington 60,000 francs (aboet 11000 dollars) 
to procure suppUes; by which generous act. 
Washington was so affected, that he embraced 
Lafayette with tears of joy and affection. At 
the battle of Brandy wine, the marquis exhibited 
ftiU evidence of bis bravery and military char- 
acter, and in this bloody contest was wounded. 
After his recovery be joined general Green, in 
New- Jers^, and was at the head of 9000 men, 
whom be luid formed, clothed, armed, equipped 
and disciplined himself. He was afterwank 
actively wiployed in different parts of the coun- 
try, tiU 1779, when he returned to Prance, bis 
object to obtain anistance for his adoi^ed coun- 
try. In this he succeeded, and in Bfay, 1780, be 
returned with the joyful intefligence, that a 
French fleet and army wouki soon arrive on 
our coast. He immediately resumed bis com- 
mand, and in the campaigns of 1780 and 1781, 
he displayed the most consummate generalship 
in preserving his little army, then opposed M 
lord Ckirnwallls, till the siege of that general at 
Yorktown. where, collected and undismayed, 
he shared largely in the honours of the day. In 
November, 1781, the contest in which he bad 
been so nobly engaged, drawing near a com- 
pletion, Lafayette signified his Intention of r» 
turning to bis country. After the conclusion ol 
peace, in August, 1784, general Lafliyette again 
visited the United States, and several of the 
larger cities, in some of which the freedom of 
tbe ci^ was presented him ; be returned to 
France, in December following. 

General Lafayette was a member of tbe As- 
sembly of Notables at Versailles, in 1787, and 
in 17^ be was elected a member of the States 
General, made president of that assembhr, and 
commandant or the national guards. In this 
capacity, his influence was exerted in fkvoor 
of lenloit measures ; and be did much to pre- 
vent tbe mob of Paris from running Into those 
horrid excetces, which were afterwards com- 
mitted. Be acted a conspicuous part on the 
day tbe constitution was adopted, and soon after 
redcned bis command. In 1702, be was ealled 
again into service ; but on that memorable day, 
the 10th of August, when tbe royal family fled 
to tbe national assembly for safety, be opposed 
the fury of tbe mob, was deprived of command, 
a price was set on his bead, and be was oMiged 
to fly bis country for safenr. He was thrown 
into prison by tbe king of Prussia, and altera 
wards chained and imprisoned by the emperor 



of Austria in tbe citadel at Olmutz. His e 
was confiscated. In prison, be was subjected 
to tbe most barbarous treatment, and frequently 
threatened with an Ignominious death. Great 
exertions were made to obtain bis liberation 
witbont efitet, until, in 1797, in settling terms of 
peace with Austria, Buonaparte e xpi Msl y stipu- 
lated that Lafayette should be set at liberty, and 
in 1799, after tbe overthrow of tbe French <Urec- 
tory, be returned to France, and settled at La 
Grange, about 40 miles ftom Paris. Previoosto 
Buonaparte's first abdication, he was elected to 
the chaonber of deputies, and there proposed ft 
vote of permanent sessloo, which was p a ssed, and 
in ccmsequence, the emperor found himself under 
the necessity of abdicating tbe tbrdne. From 
that period to tbe time of bis embarkatioB for 
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lh« United States, with the exception of hie 
baring been once again elected to the chamber 
ol'deiiuiies, geueral Lafayette tpent most of bla 
time in the piirauiui of agriculture at La Grange. 
When he expressed his Intention of again vblt- 
ing the United Stales, every heart beat high 
with joyful anticipation. He declined the offer 
of a national ship of the line tp convey him 
across the Atlantic, which, together with a for- 
mal invitation to vuit the United States, was 
voted him by congress, and arrived in the har- 
bour of New- York on the 15th of August, 1834, 
In tbe ship Cadmus. The next day he was re- 
ceived in tbe city with tbe most entbusiaatie de- 
monstrations of J<^ and respect, by an Immense 
concourse of citizens. After malcing a complete 
tour through the United States, being received 
every where witii the highest marlu of gratitude 
which a free people could bestow, be sailed 
again for his native country, on the 7th of Sep 
tembcr, 1825, in a ship fitted out by government 
for that purpose, and called the Brandywine, In 
honour of his bravenr in that memorable battle^ 
In gratitude for his former services, with a be- 
coming munificence, congress soon after hu 
arrival passed a vote granting general La- 
fhyeue 300,000 dollars from the treasury, and 
a township of land, to be located in any of tbe 
lands belonging to tbe United States. 

LAHARPE, general, waa, in the early part 
of his life, a barrister in bis native province, 
tbe Pays de Vaud. He wa% invited to Russia 
by Paul I., where the emperor Alexander was 
his pupil. Afterwards, while a resident of 
France, he was commissioned by the executive 
dUrectory of Switzerland to prepare that country 
for a revolution, which he accomplished by 
liieans of writings and proclamations, with so 
much zeal and activity, that he was presented 
with a gold medal by the new government, to 
express the gratitude of the Pays de Vaud. Hap- 
pening to be at Paris during the eventful year 
1814, Alexander docorated him with the orders 
of Russia, and gave him the rank of general in 
bis army. He is now in retirement in Switzer- 
land. 

LALLY TOLLENDAL, marqub, was born 
at Paris, 1751. In 1789, he was one of the 
most popular members of the constituent as- 
sembly, and supported the famous declaration 
of the rights of man, that was propneed by La- 
fayette. In 1792, he exerted himself with ener- 
gy in defence of Louis XVI., and since the re- 
storation, iMis been a member of the privy 
council of Louis XVIH. 

L.\ MARQUE, count, was bom at St. Sever, 
in 1770. At the bead of two hundred grena- 
diers, he marched against Pontarabia, and by a 
masterly coup- de-main, he took the place, de- 
fended by eighty pieces of cannon, and made 
one thousand eight hundred men prisoners. In 
1801, he was made general of brigade, and dia 
tingnlshed himself at the battle ofHohenlinden. 
After this, he took the Island of Caprea from 
the English, was at the battle of Wagram, 
where he had four horses killed under him; he 
served in Russia, and in Spain, in 1813, and in 
1814, was created a kni|j|ht of St. Louis. After 
the return of Louis XVIIL, he took refuge in 
Brussels, and afterwards' pamed into Austria. 

LAUBTH, count, Alexander de, a knight of 
Malta, was bom in France, in 1757, and as aid- 
de-camp to general Rochambeau, served in ttie 
revolutionary war of this country, with great 
ceal and energy. In 1780, be was a deputy to 
ike Sutes General fVom Peronue, and eoibraoed 
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|th» popular side at tbe commencement of tije 
French revolution. In 1792, be Joined tbe army 
of Lafayette, fled with him and was thrown 
into priwn by the Austrians. He obtained liber- 
ty to return to Prance in 1800, and was succes- 
4vely named prefect o^tbe Lower Alps, of tlie 
Rhine and MosAlle, and of La Sonune, and was 
also created knight of Sl Louis, and appointed 
lieutenant-general in the anny. In 1819, he was 
elected to the chamber of deputies, and has eon- 
auntly proved himself a zealous Mend of liberty. 
Tbe political career of bis brother, tbe count 
Charles de Lameth, much resembiea hit own. 
He served in America wit|i reputatton ; was • 
deputy to the States OcneraUn 1789, and joined 
the army of Lafayette, in 1792. He commanded 
in Spain In 1813 and 1813, and on his return 
to France in 1814, was appointed liemenant- 
general. In 1807, as aid-de-camp to general 
Murat, he was distinguvihed by his bravery at 
the battle of Heilsberg, where he was wounded. 

LA.^CASTER, Joseph, fftmous as tbe invent- 
or, and successAU promulgator of a new system 
of instraction. He was born in England, in 
1771, was bred and still maintains the habita 
and manuers of a quaker. Disappointed in his 
expectations in his native country, he left Eng- 
land in disgust, and came to the United States 
about 1817, where his fame procured him friends, 
and his industry rendered him usefoL He hwb 
recently gone to South America, where, under 
the liberal patronage of Boiivar, his prospects 
of success are most flattering. 

LAPLACE, marquis, a geometrician of high 
celebrity, was born in 1749. He was president 
of the conservative senate in 1803, and in 1814, 
gave his vote for the dethronement of Napoleon, 
for which the king gave him the title of a peer. 
M. Laplace, holds the first rank among French 
mailiematicians, and, in liis " Bxposition of the 
System of the World,*' he has puworfuliy con- 
tributed to advance the boundaries of a science 
[that has so often employed the industry of the 

ost profound geniuses of the world. 

LASCASA9, count de, b descended from an 
ancient Spanish fkuiily, and is distingnlslied as 
the faithful and spirited friend of Napoleon, 
whom he accompanied to St. Helena, and who, 
during his reign, loaded I«aiicasas with favours. 
Lascasas has published a Narrative of his Resi- 
dence at St Helena, and also, under the name 
of Lesage, "A Historical and Geographical 
Atliw." 

LAVALETTE, count, was bom in 1760, at 
Paris, of obscure parents. To Baudelocque be 
was indebted for a superior education. He was 
destined for the church, but, having finished his 
education, he studied the law. But tbe revolu- 
tion interrupted his pursuits. As an oflicer in 
the national guards, in August, Y792, he edea- 
voured to defend the palace of the Thuilleries ; 
afterwards he enrolled himself in the legion of 
the Alps, and served in the army of tlie Rhine, 
and that of Italy, with such distinction, that 
Buonaparte made him his aid-de-camp, and en- 
trusted him with his secret correspondence. He , 
gave him madamoiselle Beaubaraois, the niece 
of his wife, Josephine, in marriage, to draw the 
ties of attachment closer between them. Lava- 
lette accompanied Buonanarte to Egypt, and 
after the establishment of^ the consulship, was 
appointed postmaster-general and counsellor of 
state; he was subsequently made a count, and 
a commander of the legion of honour. For the 
extraordinary vigilance and activity of bis roea- 
l^urea to accelerate be progress of Napoleon,

LAWRENCE, shr Thomas, the succeaaor of 
■ir Benjamin West, as president of the Royal 
Academy at London, is now aiNMit fif 
yean of age, and was bom at Bath. He 
came distinguished by bis portraits of tbe Kem- 
ble ftunily^ atid in a few years he l»egan to ob- 
tain the highest patronage, and no exhibition 
was considered complete or interesting, without 
■ome of his pictures. The personal character 
of sir Thomas Lawrence accords with bis pro- 
fessional talents, and be possesses much native 
modesty, and suaTity of manners. He is paiater 
to Oeom rv. 

LEOPOLD^rince of Saze Cobourg0aalfeld, 
was bom In 1790, and entered into ihe Austrian 
army, where he distlnnilsbed himself on seve- 
ral occasions, and attained the rank of Heute- 
nant-colonel. He visited Baalaad in 1814, in the 
suite of the sovereigns of Russia and Prassia. 
The intended marriage between tbe prince o( 
Orange and the princess of Wales having been 
broken off, prince Leopold was the protestant 
telected to espouse ber, and they were married 
In 1817. By the preliminaries of their marriage, 
the prince was entitled to an income of more 
than 906,000 dollars, (beside an outfit to tbe same 
amount,) about 823,000 dollars of which was to 
remain with him in case he survived her. He 
was naturalixed bv an act of parilament pre- 
vious to hie marriage, and was appointed a 
colonel and fiekl-marshal. Tbe death of the 
princess Cbarioue has reduced him to tbe ikak 
of a commoner, in England. 

LESLIE, profeasor of the univerrity of Edin- 
burgh, is a native of Scotland, and a profound 
matbematician and chymist He lias invented 
aeveral valuable philosophical instruments, has 
published several scientific works, and is a con- 
tributor to the Edinburjrii Review. 

LOCKHART, John O., a native of Scotland, 
was bom about tbe year 1792; he is a lawyer, 
and resides at Edinburgh. He is a popular au- 
thor, and is supposed to have written Peter's 
Letters, and also a leading writer for Black- 
wood's Magazine. Among his iMst perform- 
ances, is Rq^inald Dalton. About four years 
■Inoe be married the eldest daughter of sir 
Walter Scott His works, which are numerous, 
are distinguished for masculine and original 
talent ; but are deficient in elegance and rmne- 
ment. Be is, however, one of tbe most eminent 
writeraoftheday. 

LtrcCA, the dutcbessof, formeriy Maria Loui- 
sa, of Bourbon, infanta of Spain, was bora at 
Madrid, in 1782. She married Don Loula de 
Bourbon, eldest son of tlie duke of Parma, and 
In 1801, by political events, they were called to 
reign over the kingdom of Etruria. In 1803, 
lier husband's death left her regent of that Iring- 
dom. Her court became by dcfrees one of the 
most brilliant bi Europe. But, In 1807, tbe king 
of Spain having ceded her kingoom to Napoleon, 
•be retired tottie court of ber fkther. Ste as- 
•ericd before the coogreis of Vienna, her rights

MAOANZA, Uon Pedro, a peculattaig minis- 
Iter, descended from an ancient Irish flunily, and 
was bora about 1760. He rose rapidly into the 
favour of Ferdinand, who appointed him mi- 
nister of grace and justice. To him is auribu- 
ted Uu crime of having been the principal 
prompter of ihe monarch to destroy the liberties 
ofSpain.

But he 
was soon discovered to have been guilty of the 
g ross es t bribery and corruption, and be waa 
thrown into prison, from which, aAer two years, 
he was allowed Co retire to an estate in Castile, 
where he now lives, despised by all parties. 

MADALINSKI, general, the patriotic Pole, 
who had the honour of being the first to raise 
tbe standard of iibertv against tbe Russians, In 
1794. He had long held a secret correspondence 
with Koedusco, and, when the order was giv- 
en for disbanding the PoUsh army, he collect- 
ed his reglroent of seven hundred men, de- 
feated the scattered Rualan detachments, and 
succeeded in joining Koedusco, (who had been 
appointed generalianroo,) at Raoow, though pur 
sued by seven thousand Russians. He distln- 
cnisbed himself in several battles, uarticularty 
m the defence of Warsaw. He still resides in 
Poland, betoved and respected by bis country- 
men. 

MADISON, James. The career of this sutea- 
manH^ommenced at the close of the revolotioBa 
ry war. When the public m^nd was chiefly oc- 
cupied with ihe formation of a national con- 
stitution, Mr. Madison vigorously co-operated 
with the principal man or the country, and in 
the meetbig at Annapolis, and tlie convention 
in Philadelphia, he ranked high among tbe lumi- 
naries of the day. He participated in the dis- 



relaSive to tbe constitution, and fhrotsh- 
led manv able papers for the ** Federalist.** Af- 
terwardsi Mr. Madison was a member of the 
legWature of Virginia, and subsequeatly waa 
elected to congress, and in both these bodies he 
was an able advocate for the people. He waa 
appointed secretary of sUte by Mr. JeflTerson, 
and in this capacity displaved much talent as a 
sutesman ami kMdcIan. Mr. Maditoo was elect- 
ed presldem in 1800. and was re-elected la 1813. 
In Affairs of sute his reserve was habitual ; be 
seldom yieMed to ezpediencv, and bis honesty 
as a statesman, it is beileved, was never doubt- 
ed. Mr. Madison is a native of Virginia, where

MAHMOUD n., sultan or emperor of the 
Turks, was bom la 1784, and succeeded his bro- 
ther, Mastapha IV., In 1806. At the thne he be- 
came emperor, troubles and dangers the most 
appB]ling,exlsted bi tbe interior ofhis dominions, 
while a war with Russia and the Servians, 
tbiaatened the dissohition of his empire. He 
was compeOed to mbmit to a boirdeasome peace 
with Russia, but by bis pradeace and energv, 
and the wisdom of his poUcy. he successively 
reduced to obedience the pachas of Romella 
Widdin, Bagdad, Damascus, and the beys of 
' the dty of Mecca ftom the Wa- 
red tha BervlaBi. But hia 
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t with tbe Greek!, and the bwha- 
rooa mMMcrei be bat pennhted, exbiblta tbe 
bloody tjraAny of ble sovernmeiit ; bit lucernal 
adraiuiitration ie exercbed witbexcemlve rigoar. 

MANCHESTER, duke of, was born In 1768 
Akboofk bis father was a strong oppostnonisi, 
be joined tbe ministrj, and was appointed lieu 
tenant governor, and afterwards governor ot 
Jamaica, where be now resides. 

MANUEL, M., one of tbe most eloqaent and 
intrepid of tbe defenders of French liberty, was 
Iwm in tbe department of tbe Lower Alps, in 
1775. In 1815, he was a member of tbe chamber 
of deputies, convoked by Napoleon, and after 
wards, stronghr contended for tbe rights of tbe 
younger Napoleon, and moved a spirited protest 
agaliMt tbe force employed by the allies to re- 
store tbe Bottrbons. In 1819, be was re-elected to 
tbe chamber of deputies, and has since held a 
seat tbere. In point of argument and elocution. 
«e is one of tlie most formidable opponents of 
tbe ministry. 

MARET, duke of Bassano, eqjoyed tbe confl- 
ience and mendsblp of Napoleon, from the time 
be was made consul to Ms abdication. He was 
made secretary of tbe council of state, and was 
employed in negotiating tbe treaty of Frerimrih ; 
in 1811, be was made minister of foreign aflure, i 
and created duke of Bassano ; in 1813, be nego i 
dated treaties with Austria, and Prussia ; and in 
1813 and 1814 was entrusted with various impor- 1 
Cantmisslons. Hewasbanisbed byLoiilB,and is 
now aresklent atGrats,in Svria, oconplodln the 
education of bia children. He was bora at Di- 
jon, in 1758. 

MARIA LOUISA, late embroM of France, is 
daughter of Francis II. of Austria, and was 
bora la 1791. Tbe younger branches of tbe 
impefial fhmlly bad been taught to think of 
Napoleon with so much horror, that tbe princess 
fhinted at the first sucgestton of her marriage to 
him ; but at length sIm yielded to the entreaties 
of ber fbtber, and tostate poliey, and afterwards 
became sincerely attached to him. Tb«r were 
married in 1810. During tbe absence of Buona- 
parte tn the campaigns of 1819, and 1813, she was 
placed by bim at tbe bead of the French go- 
verament ss empreas-regent, and in that capa- 
city, she went in state to tbe senate, and de 
manded a levy of IM.OOO men. On setting out 
for tbe army In 1814, Buonaparte took, as it 
afterwards proved to be, bis final ftuewell of ber. 
Tbe ofllcers of tbe national guard of Paris, 800 
in number, were eummoned to tbe great saloon

Marino 
soon after k^ned Bolivar, and has been engaged 
in many of tbe battles since that period. 

MARMONT, duke of Ragusa, who has im- 
mortalized his name by bis bravery and milita- 
ry talents, and stained it by being tbe first to de- 
sort bis benefactor, was bora at ChatHlon upon 
tbe Seine, in 1774, and was educated for tbe ar- 
my. This be entered in 1792, and was present 
in the first campaigns of tbe armies of the Alpe, 
of Italy. He then became aid-de-camp to 
Buonaparte, and displayed much courage and 
talent at tbe battles of Lodl, CastigUone, and 
St Georre. In 1798, be was made a brigadier- 
general ror bis conduct at Malta. In Dalmatia, 
be routed, with a handftil of troops, tbe Russiana 
and Monteaegrins, add for this be was rewarded 
with a dukedom. He compelled Wellington to 
raise tbe siege of Badajoz, took the command 
of an army in Germany, and contributed at the 
victories of Luizen, Bautzen, Dresden, and 
others. He was made a marshal on tbe field of 
Znaim, where he bad been victorious, and In 
1814, shared In tbe laurels gained at Brienne, 
Champ Aubert, Vancbamp, and Montmirail. 
Here ends tbe ctory of his career. In tbe re- 
treat, on Paris, Marmont, finding himself in a si- 
tuation in which hecouhi pursue bis ownviewa 
without aceountability to Duonaperle, negotia- 
ted with tbe allies, and eeparated bis division 
ftom tbe rest of the army. Louis rewarded so 
valuable a subject with a peerage, and has since 
appointed biro one of tbe fimr marsbaii of tbe 
royal guard and a eommander of St-Louis. 

MAXtSHALL^John, was bora In Virginia, 
about the year 1758, and went through tbe usual 
course of classical education in a iKlvate SNni- 
nary. He shared in thedangers and fatigues of 
tbe army during the revolutionary war, and waa 
under tbe immediate command of Washington, 
after which be studied the law, and soon after, 
be was elected to tbe legislature, and then was 
a member of tbe ezecuuve council. In a short 
time he was at tbe head of bis profemion ; was 
a member of tbe Virginia convention. In 1788. 
and generally represented tbe dtyof RIohmoAd 
in the legislature of the state, untir in 1797, he 
was prevalMd on to accept tbe appointment of 
an envoy to France, with Meesrs. Pinckney and 
Garry. Mr. Marshall shared largely in the trana- 
actlaasandhooounof thisembassv. After bis 
recura, IM had been a short time a distinguished 
member of eongress, when be waa appointed se- 
cretary of stale by Mr. Jeflbrson. He soon after 
received tbe appointment of cbief-lustice of tbe 
United States, which bit h ofice lie has slnee 
continued to fin with dlgmty and reputation, and 
is alike eonsplcnous for his sound >idgment and 
lunflnousmind.

MATURIN, rev. cTr., bora in Ireland, in 
1788, was educated at Trinlnr College, Dubtta, 
where he obtained several prues and medals aa 
tbe reward of hie aeqnlrements,aod yet was there 
more remarkable for bis Indolenee and melan- 
choly, than for bis talents. Bat, by the mWbrw

ytaies, and abolished the oppressive privileges 
ftnd immunities of the nobles and clergy. In 
1806, be Joined Napoleon, witb an army of2S,000 
Bavarians, against Francis II., and at tbe con- 
clusloB of peace, was elevated by bis potent 
ally, to the dignity of king of Bavaria, and the 
Tyrol and other provinces were added to bis 
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CadlE, be burried back to Navarre, and took a 
leading part in tbe struggle. After tbe king bad 
submitted to tbe new order of things, Mina was 
appointed captain-general of Navarro, and af- 
terwards, taking command of tbe array destined

MONTHOLON; maiquit, celebrated for hte

Buonaparte, from whom be received a sword, 
for bis services on the memorable I8th Bnimaire. 
He was aid- de-camp to marshal Berthier before 
he was twenty-one years of age, and in that ca- 
pacity distingnisbed himself at the battles of 
Austerlitz; Wagram, Jena, and Friediand. He 
commanded in the department of the Loire, 
when be received the news of the emperor'i ab- 
dication : with his wife and children, he volun- 
tarily nartook of the ex-emperor's imprisonment 
at Bt. Helena, and continued with him till his 
decease. He is now arranging for the press, 
memohrs dictated to him by his late sovereign. 

MOORE, Thomas, one of the first of Britisb 
poets, was bom in Ireland, And was educated 
at Trinity College, Dublin. He went to Lon- 
don, with a view of making the law his pro- 
fession, and was called to the bar. It was then 
that he translated the Odes of Anacreon : these 
met with so favourable a reception, that he 
abandoned the law, and devoted himself to 
literature. Under the name of Little, he pub- 
lished a volume of poems, which were Justly 
censured for their licentiousness. He visited 
the United States in 1805, but his prejudices did 
not allow him to form a favourable opinion of 
our country. Since bis return, In 1806, he has 
published " The Two-penny Post-bag ;" "The 
Fudge family in Paris ;" *' The Loves of the 
Angels ;*' and " Lalta Rookh," an oriental ro- 
mance, which Unites the purest luid softest 
teudemen with the loftiest dignity, and in every 
page, glows with all the fervour of poetry. 

MORE, Mrs. Haunab, was bom near Bristol, 
About the year 1750, and is the youngest of five 
sisters At Bristol, her taste and knowledge 
acquired her the friendship of Dr. Stoaebouse, 
who encouraged her to write, and corrected all 
her early effusions. The *' Search after Hap- 
piness,** her first publication, was favourably 
received ; and she soon after published several 
other pieces. In 1782, she published her " 8a 
cred Dramas.*' She retired about 1798, to 
Somersetshire, with her sisters, where they 
established charity schools among the colliers, 
with much advantage to them. She has con- 
tinued since to give her productions to the 
world, and besides many others, has published 
'Thoughts on the Manners of the Great;" 
*' Strictures on the Modem System of Female 
Education ;*' and being con«ulted on the subject 
of the education of the princess Charlotte, pro- 
duced " Hints toward forming the character of 
a young Princess," which was highly approved 
of, and received with royal approbation. This 
excellent woman, who has constantly been la- 
bouring to benefit mankind, has been many 
years confined to her bed by an excmciatinf 
disease ; but in this situation, she has produced 
some of her best works, among which are 
' CoBlebs in Search of a Wife,*^ " Practical 
Piety,*' " ChrisUan Morals," *' Essay on the 
Character and Writings of St. Paul," and 
** Moral Sketches of Prevailing Opinions and 
Manners." Amongst her most Intimate friends, 
Mrs. More has numbered Dr. Portens, Dr. Beat- 
tie, Mrs. Bfontague, Dr Johnson, Sir Joshua 
Remolds, and Mr. Garrick. 

MORGHEN, Raphael, an eminent jprofenor 
of the graphic art, and one of the first European 
engravers, was born at Naples, In 1756, and was 
a pupil under the celebrated Volpato. Among 
the molt remarkable of bis works, are tbe 
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Transfiguration, fh>m Raphael; a Maxdaleii« 
from Murillo ; a Head of the Saviour, from da 
Vinci ; the Monument of Clement Xill., from 
Canova ; and Theseus vanquishing the Mino- 
taur. 

MORILLO, Don Pablo, « man of courage and 
talent, was originally a serjeam of artiUery in 
tbe Spanish marines, but distinguished binuelf 
so much during the war between Spain and 
France, that in tbe course of it he was promoted 
to be a general. In 1815, he was placed at tbe 
head of an expedition against South America, 
consisting of twelve thousand men. He was 
at first successful : Cartbagena surrendered to 
him after a siege, during which he confiscated 
the property of (be Venesuelans, and committed 
many craeltles. New Granada was afterwards 
reduced, and again Morlllo had recourse to the 
system of bloodriied and pillage. These events 
roused the spirits of Bolivar, Paes, and Arts- 
mendi, and Moriilo was several times defeated, 
be was driven from Granada, and a creat part 
of Caraccas. In 1820, having heard of the revo- 
lution, he returned to Spain, joined the patriots, 
and for a time was tbe political chief <tf Madrid. 
But he has been removed, and appears to be 
viewed with suspicion by the liberal party. 

MOSTONSKI, count Thaddeus, an inustrious 
patriot of Poland, was bora at Warsaw, in 1790. 
When Stanislaus was compelled to accede to 
the confederation of Taraowltz. and consequent- 
ly to tbe overthrow of Polish liberty, Mosionski 
fled to Paris, became connected with die Giron- 
dist par^, and obtained a promise of assistanee 
for the Poles ; but the triumph of the jacobin 
party put an end to his prospects ; be returned 
to Poland, took an active part with his coun- 
trymen in their ^fTorts to expel thehr oppressorsi 
and when no liope was left of saving his country, 
be refused to fly fhun WareaWf was taken pri- 
soner, and was some time confined at St. Peter* 
burgh. He afterwards resided in France, till, 
in 1815, he was recalled to Poland by Alexander, 
appointed minister of the home department, ana 
or police.

NESSELRODE, count Cbaries Robert de, se- 
cretary for foreign alTairs, and privy counsellor 
to the emperor of Russia, was bom in Livonia, 
about tbe year 1770. This minhner stands high 
in the confidence of his sovereign, and has ottin 
received marks of bis esteem. He accompanied 
the emperor into France in the campaign of 
18i4,and was one of tbe four plenipotentiaries 
that signed the treaty of quadraple alliance, at 
Chaumont, in March, of that year. All the notes 
and addresses of tbe emperor, at this period, 
bear his signature, and were mostly drawn ud 
by him. After a short stay in Paris, he repaired 
to Vienna, to assist In the conference relative to 
tbe future constitution of Germany. And after- 
wards, in 1815, he was one of the committee 
that signed the declaration or professlen of fktth 
of the several powers with respect to Buona- 
parte. 



OPIE, Mrs., was bora in 1771. She is tbe 
daughter of Dr. Alderson, an eminent pbysieiao, 
of Norwich. This lady early evinced superior 
talents, by composing poems and descnpcivo 
pieces, at an age when young ladies have not 
usually finished their educaUoo. In 1796 she 
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uanried Mr. Opto, a celebnied painter, aod ■oonltlMiD, and oAan, aav 
after bk deatb. ki 18tt^ sIm published a ineaoir the day,

ORANGE, the hereditary prince oi; letheton 
of the king of Um Netberlande.

Hawaeptomoiedtothenakeffeaoral 
in lau, and wat present at all the iaportani 
bMlleslBthepeBinsala. At the battle of Wa- 
terlao, he coomaaded the Dntch troops with his 
accQsioBMd pdlaatry. and was severdy wound- 
ed. ln]810,hemaaledaslsierortheeaiperor 
Aleianderof Roaia. 

ORLEANS, the duke o<; is a desoendaat of 
Heniy IV., whose Tirtues he imhetes He was 
bom in October. 1773, and In eariy lUb wu dis- 
tlngnisbed te ms sedate character, and for his 
pradeace and BodeFUion. AsduedeCbartres, 
he was a soldier in the armies of the rspublk 
for a short time, but was soon prescribed.

almost obsolete authorities of the kingdom, he 
was but a cotonel in the Spanish army. He was 
placed at the bead of those troops, who, at Ca- 
dis, declared in favour of a free constitution, 
and he Issued several spirited proclamations, and 
took every measure in his power to ensure suc- 
cess to the cause in which be had embarked. 
Quiroga, with his associates, had the happi- 
ness to accomplish their glorious purposes ; to 
see a cortes assembled, a constitution adopted, 
and the government organized under that con- 
stitution. Subsequent events have destroyed 
the prospects of the liberal par^ in Spain, and 
compelled duiroga to take up his residence in 
EiiglaBd. 



ROSCOB, William, esq., a distinguished Eng- 
lish writer, was bom of humble parents, from 
whom he received but a common education, and 
articled to an attorney in Liverpool. His ardent 
mind led him to devote all bis leisure time to the 
study of the classics, and he soon made himself 
acquainted with the ancient and modem lan- 
guages. Mr. Roscoe was early celebrated both 
as a prose and as a poetical writer ; but the 
work wUch calned him the greatest reputation, 
was his " Life of Lorenzo de Medici ;'* a work, 
which (br puritv and elegance of style, and ex- 
tensive resear^, has seldom been surpassed. 
He has also been the great mover and supporter 
of several public wons in Liverpool ; so much 
so, that his name is Identified with the prosperi- 
tj and even existence of that city.

SAN MARTIN, general Don Juan, wm bom 
in the midst of the Andes, and sent to Madrid 
for education. He entered the army in 1808, knd 
displayed great valour in defending the indenen- 
denee of his oountrv under the banners of the 
cortes. After the dissolution of that body he 
quitted Spain for Buenos Ayres, and Imme^te- 
ly Joined the patriot forces of that country. As 
an officer of the patriot army he has gained se- 
veral important victories, and contributed mudi 
*o the Independence of the South American 
states. He is now at the bead of the independ- 
ent government of Peru. 

SCOTT, Sir Walter, one of the most distin- 
guished and proline writers of the present day. i 
was bom at Edinburgh, in tl^ year l?7i,'and 
•dacated, first at the high sctiool of that city, 
and thea at the university, under professor 



IStewait, The reputation of this gentleman Is 
well known on both sides of the Atlantic ; as a 
poet, he may Justly be ranked abovemost of bis 
cotemporaiies. His first literary attempt, was 
a translation of two ballads, from tbe German, 
'' The Cbase," and another. In 1803, he pub- 
lished his " Border Minstrelsy,*' a work which 
opened to him a mo«i brilliant literary career. 
Mr. Scott baa since published, " The Lay of the 
Last Minstrel," "Marniion.or Flodden Field," 
"Tbe Lady of the Lake," "The Vision of 
Don Roderick," \| Rokeby," and other poems. 
He has also been employed to edit tbe works of 
Swift, Dryden, and other distinguished autliors. 
Sir Walter Scou's talents, however, are not 
confined to poetry. He is understood to be the 
author of " Paul's Letters," and Qf the histori- 
cal deparimeut of the recent volumes of the 
Edinbui^b Annual Register ; and be is generally 
believed to l>e the author of the popular series 
of novels, known by the name of the Waverley 
novels. These alone would have placed the 
name of Scott among tbe great men of the age. 
With his other productions, they will perpetuate 
his reputation, so long as talenui are esteemed, 
or fine writiug admired. Sir Walter is clerk of 
the court of sessions of Scotland, for which he 
receives about 1,5002. sterling per annum. Ite 
resides at Edinburgh during the session of the 
court, and tbe rest of his time at his splendid 
seat at Abbolsford, 40 miles from Ediuburch 
He has been from infancy quite lame; in Lis 
manners be is perfectly simple and unoetenta- 
tioua He has four children ; one of wtiom is 
married to the celebrated professor Lockhart. 

SEDGWICK, Catharine, author of two very . 
popular novels, the " Now- England Tale" and 
^' Redwood," is the daughter of judge Sedgwick, 
and was bom at Stockbridge, Mass., in the year 
1798. She is deservedly ranked airoong the most 
elegant prose writers of the day ; and is under- 
stood to be now (Iffift) engaged in the preparu* 
tion of a series of Tales, founded on scenes in 
New-England. 

SENBFELDER, Alois, was born at Munich, 
and placed for education in the university of 
Ingoldstadt, as a student of Jurispnidence. To 
him the arts are indebted for the invention of 
lithography; a process, by means of which 
books may now be embellished with prints, 
without incurring such an expense as to.place 
them beyond the reach of persons of small for- 
tunes. An accurate account of the inventor 
and the invention, may be found In the 5th 
volume of the supplement to the Encyclopwdia 
Britannica. We can only say, that be nsceived 
the first sunestions of this useful art, from an 
accidental discovery, and that he brought it to a 
degree of perfection, by successive experiments, 
which will make It of great service to mankind. 
Lithography has since rapidly extended, and 
been applied to a variety of purposes, connected 
with the arts, in diflerent parts of the continent, 
and in Great Britain. 

SIDDONS, Mre., is the daughter of Mr. R. 
Kemble. She was bom about the year 1749. 
This lady commenced her career as a singer, 
but she soon relinquished that employment, and 
attempted tragedy. On her appearance at 
Drary-lane theatre In ITBi, her succen was 
complete; the public were astonislied at her 
powers, and she was acknowledged to be the 
first tragic actress of the age. For more than 
twenty years she retained her high rank as an 
actress, and continued during that period, to 
enchant the lovers of tbe drama: She also

SUSSEX, the duke of, is the fourth son of 
George HI., and was bom in 1773. He received 
the latter part of his edncotioa at GoliingCiii 
and afterwards travelled in Italy. In that coun- 
try he couirarted a marriage with lady Augusta 
Murrav, accordiug to the Homish church, and 
oa their return to England, they were married 
in Hanover Fquare. This marriage has since 
bean annulled, as violating the royal marriage 
acL The duke has entered much into public 
life, particularly by accepting the office of presi- 
dent of vai^ous societies. He is grand-master 
of the society of freemasons in England. His 
annual income is fixed at 12,00(U. 



TALLEYRAND, Perlgord, prince de. This 
celebrated noblrmanr who is perhaps the most 
considerable politician in Europe, was bom in 
the year 1754, of one of the most ancient fami- 
lies in France. He was educated for the church, 
and in 1788 was made bishop of Autun. His 
Inclination and talents, however, led him to en 
gage in political life; at the beginning of the 
revolution he became a member of the legisla- 
tive aasembly, Uiok an active part in its delibe- 
rations, and was sent as the agent of that body, 
on a secret mission to England. On his retuni, 
his Influence rapidly increased, and be was 
made minister for foreign affairs. He took an 
active part in the elevation of Bttonaparte to 
the consulship, and under the consular goverrh 
mem was employed as a mlnteter and diploma- 
tist. In 1802, tbe pope granted a brief, which 

1 btm to a secular lift, and legHiiaated 
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a marriage which be bad contracted. la 18Mt 
be was named bigb chamberlain, and in 1801, 
created prince of Beneventum, in Naples. Oa 
the approaching downfai of Napoleon. Talley- 
rand began to intrigue against him, and provide 
for himself. He was in consequence reinstated 
as minister for foreign affairs, by Louis XVIH., 
and sent as his plenipotentiary to Vienna. Ua 
b now in nrivate liie, an active and atleoUva 
observer or tbe political affairs of Europe. Pro- 
bably no man living has uken a more active part 
in the political changes which have occurred 
in Europe during the last thirty years, or gained 
a higher reputation for taleiits, Intrigue, and 
political cunning. 

TALMA, M. This distiiwulBbed and admi- 
mirable actor, was bom at Paris, in 1788. Ha 
attended for some time the tlasses of declama- 
tion in (he royal school of Paris, and soon ob- 
tained an order for his appearance on the staga 
and in a short time took the lead In bis nrofea- 
8ion. Madam de Stael says of ^hn, "Talma 
may be died as a model of power, and of dia- 
crction in the use of it, of sirfiplichy and true 
grandeur. His attitudes recall te mind tbe Ane 
."statues of antiquity ; and the expression of bis 
face and every look, ought tu be the study of 
our best painters. There Is in the voice of this 
man a magic, which I cannot describe : wbicb, 
from the moment when its tirst accent is beard, 
awakens all the synipatlties of the heart ; ail 
the charms of nlu^ic, of painting, of sculpiurp. 
and of poetiT ; but, above all, the language or 
tlie soul." Talma has succeeded In acqiuring 
t^ucli dignity of mien, and grandeur of deport- 
ment, that the emperor Napoleon seriously took 
leseons of him, the better to support his own 
dignity on all great occasions ; it may be added, 
that these preat coteninoraries loved each other 
almost to idolatry. The wife of Talma is also 



possessed of considerable theatrical reputation, 
both in tragic and comic parts. Her beaKh, 
howe\-er, has compelled ber to rdbiquish tba 
stage since 1810. 

TEIGN MOUTH, lord, was bora in Devon- 
shire, in 1754, and sent early tu India, as a wri- 
ter in the service of the East India Company 
While in that country, he was Intimate with 
Mr. Hastings, and under his govemment filled 
several important otilces. In 1^93, he sticc«eded 
to be governor of Bengal. From his diflereiit 
employments in India, be realised a handsome 
fortune, with which he retnraed to England, 
where, in 1797, he was created a peer by the 
title of baron Teignmouth. He was tbe iuti^ 
mate friend of sir William Jones, whuee life 
and works he has published. Ix>rd Teigumoutb 
is distinguished for his piety and benevolence ; 
he was one of the founders, and is now presi- 
dent of the British and Foreign Bible Society. 

TIIENARD, M. This celebrated French 
rhymist was bom In 1777. He early applied 
himself to the study of chymlstry, and withsoch 
success, that at the ase of SO, he was a cbymical 
teacher in the principal public laboratories of 
Paris, and at ii>e polytechnic scbool. Wbea be 
was 96, he was made professor ef cbymialry in 
the college of France, and he soon alter aiie- 
ceeded the celebrated Pourcroy, as a meaiber 
of the InMitute. In conjunction with 6ay- 
Luaaac. be published in 1810, a highly interesl- 
ing work, entitled *' Physico Cbymical Enqui- 
ries." He has also diAingulshed himaeif by 
several other sclentiiiG poblieations. 

TU0RVALD8EN, Albert, waa bora at Ckn 
penhagen in 1773. HeiithetoiiofanleelBadar 
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who lived lu that city. From lUs infABcy 
n-M fond of tlie compftrstively rode ctrtrlnff 
of hia &tt)er, who waa a atooaeuttter, and wbp 
had Um sagacity to perceive tlie taleaia of bis 
son. He accordli^y plafeed klm iq tbe free 
drawing-ichool at Copenbacen. After display- 
ing great talenta there, parlicuiarly in modelling 
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in elay, and receiving several piixea, he waa sent 
to Rome, wbene he resided for some tine, giv- 
ing tbe most asstduoos altostioD to his favourite 
ponautis. His first production there, was a mo- 
d«i of Jason, which was consldorod a raaste^- 
pieoe. -He was afterwards oommisaioned to 
execute tiie Jason in marble, and from that thne 
has been eoositaiitly employed. He has produ 
ced several other valuable worlts. Since the 
death of Canova, Thorvaidsen and Chontrey 
may be considered as being at the head of modern 
sculptors. 

TRITMBULL. John, author of M'Plnfal, 
was bora in 1750, in Watertown, Coim. His 
Culler was tlie congregallonal clergyman of that 
place. He wna graduated at Yale College, in 
1767, and was admitted to the bar in Connecticut, 
in 1773, but soon after entered into the oflke or 
John Adaufg, at Boston, as a student. Here he 
took a lively interest in the parsing scenes in 
politics, and often was a contributor to the 

Bipers with great elTecL He has resided at 
artford, Conn., since 1781, has passed through 
a career of high success at the bar, and from 
1601 to 1819, was a judge of the superior coort 
in his native state. In 1830, he revised hiaseve- 
rat works, and an edition of them was pub- 
lished, for which he received a liberal compen- 
sation. At the age of seventy-five, his conver- 
sation is still marked with all tbat wit and 
vivacity which have distinguished him.

WELLINGTON, the duke of, fourth son of 
the late earl of Mornington, was bom in Ireland, 
Mav, 1709. He was £rst placed at Eton school, 
and then sent to the military school of Angers, 
in France. He entered tbe army as an ensign, 
and rose by interest and purchase, to the rank 
of lieutenant-colonel, in 1793. The next year 
he commanded a brigade on tbe continent under 
tbe duke of York. In 1797, he accompanied 
his brother, lord Wellesley, to India, where he 
rose to the rank of ma^r-general, and to be 
governor of Seringapatam. On his return to 
England, in 1805, he married a lady of the fa- 
mily of lord Longford, was sent to Ireland, as 
secretary of state under the duke of Richmond, 
and subsequently elected a member of parlia- 
ment. In 1809, lord Wellington, then «ir Arthur 
Wellesley, was ordered to the Peninsula, as 
commander in chief of the British forces ; and 
it is to his great talents, and brilliant successes, 
in Spain and Portugal, that he is principally 
indebted for bis disungulshed military repuu- 
tion. During the time he commanded in those 
countries, he was constantly opposed to Masse- 
na, Marmont, and Soult, three of the most dis- 
tinguished French generals; and on all occa- 
sions, be proved hinuelf their equal as A general 
and as a commander. For bis services there, be 
was created duke of Rodrigo, with the rank of a 
grandee of Bpain, by the Spanish regency, and 
was successively made an earl and a marquis, 
by his own government, with a nension of 
4,000<. per annum, and a present from parlia- 
ueat of 900,000/. In 1813, after the disasters 
of Buonaparte in Russia, lord Wellington forced 



(the passage of the Bidassoa and entered France. 
Tbe rertbratlon of the BourboiM following, and 
peace taking place soon af\er, he returned to 
England, and was rewarded for his servicer 
with a dukedom, and a gift from parll^ient o 
100,000t In July, be was nominated nmbiisia 
dor-extraordinary to France, and was then sen 
to the congress at Vienna He was there on tL 
return of Napoleon from E!ba, and was instant 
ly nominated by tbe allied sovereigns, genek^alla 
simo of tbe European trOopa. In this capacity 
be nined tbe memorable victory at Waterloo^ 
which crowned bis fame and put an end' to tbe 
wars that had so long desolated Europe^ He Is 
DOW a field marshal of tbe forces, master general 
of the ordinance, 9lc. A part of the money 
voted him by parliament, amounting in all to 
more than 800,000/., has been appropriated to 
the purchase, of an estate, on wblcb is to be 
erected for him, a splendid mansion aithe^bllc 
-- ipense. 

WILBERFORCE, William, esq., a member 
iof the English parliament, waa bom la York- 
shire, In the year 1759, and educated at Caim- 
bridge, where he became tbe Intimate friend of 
tbe late English prime minister, Mr. Pitt. Mr. 
Wllberforce is particularly distinguished for the 
active part he has taken in the abolition of the 
African slave trade. His unshaken persever- 
ance, his, untiring zeal, and his unbounded 
philanthropy on this important subject, as well 
as on other occasions, entitle him to the highest 
expressions of applause and gratitude from all 
good men. 

WILKIE, David, esq. This dlsUnculshed 
painter hi a native of Scotland, and was bora in 
I'ras Having early displayed a talent ftr draw- 
ing, be was sent at the age of fifteen to the 
academy at Edinburgh, where he eontinuod 
several years. He went to London in 1805, and 
was elected a men^r of the Royal Academy, in 
1818. Re b said to be highly successful In pahit- 
ing scenes of domestic life, in the manner of 
Hogartb, and like that great painter seems never 
to omit the most trifling circumstance, which 
can tend to exhibit the spirit of the scene wlUch 
be means to represent. 

WILLIAM FREDERICK, king of the Nether- 
lands, is the son of ilie stadtholder of the United 
Provinces, who was expelled from bis country 
bv the Freifch, in 1795. He was bora at the 
Hague, in 1773, and married, in 1791, a princess 
of Prussia. For several vears he commanded 
the Dutch troops opposed to Prance, but was 
compelled to abandon bis country, and retired 
to England. In 1813, be was invited by a denu- 
tation from Holland, to assume the stadthcMer- 
sbip, but waa saluted by the populace as sove- 
reign prince. The congress of Vienna added 
the Netherlands and Luxemburg to his domi- 
nions, and raised him to the rank of kins: 
Since the restoration of peace, he hos giten hu 
sanction to a new constitution, which bad been 
approved by the states-general, and has since 
been employed in reducing to order tlie^diacor- 
dant materials of his Mngdoafi. 

WILLIAM FREDERICK, tbe present sove- 
Ireign of Wirtemburg, was bora In 1781. He 
married, in 1810, the princess Charlotte of Ba- 
varia, against his inclination, and solely in ' 
comphance with the wfarties or Napcdeon. His 
marriage has since been diinolved by the pope. 
While prince royal of Wirtemburg, he com- 
manded tbe troops of bis own country in the 
allied army, and gave proofs of talents and bra- 
very on several occasions. He succeeded his 
AAA 
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&Uwr in 1810, at a time wben Oie crown Wi 
engaged in dirautea with tlie repi^aeotttivea of 
the people. H^ b^^ aince given hit people ai 
liberal cooBtituiioQ of government 
V WORDSWORTH, WUIiam, eaq. Thia dia- 
tmguiahed English poet waa bora in the year 
1770, and educated at Cambridge. He waa in 
earlf Ufe an enthuaiaat in the canae of liber^ , 
and, In conaequenee of bia political viewa, he 
atone time eootemplated an eatabliahment in 
the United Staiea, with bis fHend, Mr. Coleridge 
and othera. 'Mr. Wprdiworth ia conaidered as 
at the bead of what ia termed the Lake School 
of poetry ; a poetical style of writing, novel and 
aliqple in the extreme, which has been aasailed 
by the weapons of ridieale, satire, and argument ; 
butwMch tiaa nevertheless found many admir- 
ers and imitators. Bfr. Wordsworth haa jml>- 
Hoiied ** The White Doe of Rylstona," •* Peter 
Bell/* *Tbe Wagoner,'* and many other poems.

T04K, tbedoke of, ii the aecond aon of his 
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late mijesty, George m. He was born in 1763, 
and educated by the aame instructors as hia 
brother, the present king of England. He was, 
when young, presented to the lay bisboprick of 
Osnaburg, and made grand master of the order 
of the Bath, by his father. Being destined for 
the annv, lie was aent to Qermany, where he 
obtained a knowledge of the language and tae- 
tica ot the country. He was subsequendv sent 
to the continent as commander of the Britiah 
foroea, and was (br some time employed there 
in the n)Uitary movonents of that period. Ne- 
ver, however, much to his credit as a aoldier cnr 
officer. On one occasion, he was oompeUed to 
capitulate to the French. On the investigatioo 
of the ch^es againat him for malveraattons in 
office, by toe bouse of commons, he rerigned 
bis eommiaiioa. but has since been reinstated. 
He was created duke of York and Albany in 
1784. In 1791 be married a daughter of FVede- 
rick William, king of Praaaia. Tb^duke ia 
heir presumptive to the throne of EDglanA on 
the death of the present king.
